GENERAL RESTRICTION ON MUNICIPAL INVESTMENT 


1. A municipality does not have the power to invest under section

iii. a country other than Canada, 


iv. a municipality in Canada including the municipality making 
the investment, 


y. aschool board or similar entity in Canada, 


vi. alocal board as defined in the Municipal Affairs Act (but not 
including a school board or a municipality) or a conserva- 
tion authority established under the Conservation Authori- 
ties Act, or 

vii. the Municipal Finance Authority of British Columbia. 


2. Bonds, debentures, promissory notes or other evidence of 
indebtedness of a corporation if, 


i. the bond, debenture or other evidence of indebtedness is 
secured by the assignment, to a trustee, as defined in the 
Trustee Act, of payments that Canada or a province or 
territory of Canada has agreed to make or is required to make 
under a federal, provincial or territorial statute, and 


ii. the payments referred to in subparagraph i are sufficient to 
meet the amounts payable under the bond, debenture or 
other evidence of indebtedness, including the amounts 
payable at maturity.

CALCULATION OF AVERAGE 
DAILY ENROLMENT 


1, In this Regulation, 


“cycle” means the number of school days for which a schedule of 
classes in a school continues before the schedule is repeated; 


“full-time pupil” means a pupil who, 


(a) is enrolled in day school other than in junior kindergarten or 
kindergarten, and 


(b) in respect of a cycle, is registered for classroom instruction for 
an average of at least 210 minutes per school day; 


“half-time pupil” means a pupil who, 
(a) is enrolled in junior kindergarten or kindergarten, and 


(b) in respect of a cycle, is registered for classroom instruction for 
an average of at least 150 minutes per school day; 


“independent study course” means a credit course that is provided to a 
pupil other than a full-time pupil in whole or, at the option of a board, 
in part through a non-classroom instructional mode of delivery; 


“part-time pupil” means a pupil who is enrolled in day school and is 
neither a full-time nor a half-time pupil. 
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2. Day school average daily enrolment for a board for a year is the 
sum of,

day, and

APPORTIONMENT 1997 REQUISITIONS 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“apportionable sum required by a divisional board for 1997” means the 
excess of the total estimated expenditure of the board for 1997 
exclusive of, 


(a) allowances and provisions for differences between the sum that 
the board requisitioned and the sum that the board ought to have 
requisitioned in a previous year from a local municipality in the 
school division, and 


(b) the portion of any expenditures incurred by the board in 
performing the duties of a municipal council, 


over the sum of the estimated revenues of the board for 1997 from 
sources other than local taxation and the amount in the reserve 
established under subsection 237 (2) of the Act; 


“A.E.F. for apportionment purposes for 1997” for a municipality or 
locality means the assessment equalization factor provided by the 
Minister for 1997; 


“assessment” has the same meaning as in Ontario Regulation 78/97 
(General Legislative Grants, 1997); 


“equalized assessment for a municipality or locality” means the 
quotient obtained by dividing the product of 100 and the assessment 
for the municipality or locality by the A.E.F. for apportionment 
purposes for 1997 for the municipality or locality; 


“Jocal taxation” means taxes levied by a municipality or a board for 
school purposes, exclusive of taxes paid over under section 35 of the 
Assessment Act and taxes levied under section 159 of the Municipal 
Act; 


“payment in lieu of taxes for 1997” means, in respect of a municipality, 
the sum of the amounts payable by the municipality to the board for 
1997 under subsection 7 (10) of the Housing Development Act, under 
subsection 445 (4) of the Municipal Act, under subsection 52 (9) of 
the Power Corporation Act and under section 2 of the Municipal and 
School Board Payments Adjustment Act. 


(2) Clause (a) of the definition “apportionable sum required by a 
divisional board for 1997” in subsection (1) does not apply in the case 
of a divisional board or a secondary school board if the area of 
jurisdiction of the board comprises an area where an assessment update 
has been carried out under subsection 371 (2) of the Municipal Act, 
subsection 135.3 (1) of the Regional Municipalities Act, subsection 
84.13 (1) of the County of Oxford Act or subsection 81 (1) of the District 
Municipality of Muskoka Act. 
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2. (1) The apportionable sum required by a divisional board for 
1997 shall be apportioned among the municipalities and localities in the 
school division in the ratio, correct to five places of decimals, of the 
equalized assessment for such municipalities or localities to the total 
equalized assessment of the municipalities and localities in the school 
division. 


(2) The amount apportioned to a municipality or locality by a 
divisional board for 1997 shall be the sum of the following amounts 
adjusted where required under section 237 or subsection 247 (2) or (3) 
of the Act: 
to the 


1. The amount apportioned under subsection (1) 


municipality or locality. 


2. Expenditures applicable to the locality that are incurred for 1997 
by the divisional board in performing the duties of a municipal 
council. 


3. The payment in lieu of taxes for 1997 in respect of the 
municipality. 


4. The amount of the tax levied under subsections 159 (12) and (13) 
of the Municipal Act allocated or paid by the municipality to the 
divisional board for 1997. 


5. The amount of any fees or charges payable in the year imposed 
on the divisional board by by-law made under subsection 
220.1 (2) of the Municipal Act. 


3. (1) If the adjustments required under section 247 of the Act are in 
respect of a part or parts of a municipality or locality, the divisional 
board shall provide with its requisition sufficient information in respect 
of the adjustments to enable the amount required in respect of the part 
or parts of the municipality or locality to be determined. 


(2) If, for the purpose of a levy in 1997, a municipality is required 
under any Act to apportion the amount to be raised for municipal 
purposes among two or more defined areas within the municipality, the 
amounts requisitioned on the municipality in 1997 by a divisional 
board, exclusive of payments in lieu of taxes, taxes levied under 
subsections 159 (12) and (13) of the Municipal Act allocated or paid by 
the municipality to the divisional board, and adjustments required 
under section 247 of the Education Act, shall, for the purpose of the 
levy in 1997, be apportioned by the municipality among such defined 
areas in the ratio, correct to five places of decimals, of the equalized 
assessments for the defined areas to the total equalized assessment of 
the municipality. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (2), the equalized assessment for 
the defined area shall be deemed to be the sum of, 


(a) the residential and farm assessment within the defined area upon 
which taxes are levied; and 

(b) the quotient obtained by dividing by .85, the commercial 
assessment upon which taxes are levied, included in the last 
revised assessment roll for such defined area used for taxation 
purposes in 1997, equalized by using the 1979 assessment 
equalization factors set out in Schedule B to Ontario Regulation 
108/79. 


(4) Subsection (2) does not apply to a municipality if there has been 
an assessment update of all real property in the municipality. 


4. (1) This Regulation applies to divisional boards to which section 
257.1 of the Act applies. 


(2) This Regulation applies with necessary modifications to 
divisional boards to which section 257.1 of the Act does not apply, and 
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for those boards the apportionable sums are to be determined separately 
for elementary school purposes and for secondary school purposes. 


(3) This Regulation applies with necessary modifications to separate 
school boards referred to in sections 241 and 242 of the Act in the same 
manner that it applies to divisional boards. 


(4) Despite subsections (1) to (3), paragraph 3 of subsection 2 (2) 
does not apply to an apportionment by a divisional board or by a 
separate school board to a municipality situated in the County of 
Oxford, The District Municipality of Muskoka, or in an area where an 
assessment update has been carried out under subsection 371 (2) of the 
Municipal Act or subsection 135.3 (1) of the Regional Municipalities 
Act.

CALCULATION OF FEES FOR PUPILS—1997 
1. In this Regulation, 


“A.D.E.” means average daily enrolment for 1997 calculated under 
Ontario Regulation 79/97 (Calculation of Average Daily 
Enrolment); 


“current cost of operating”, “elementary school pupil”, “eligible sum 
for French as a first language”, “eligible sum for French as a second 
language”, “eligible sum for Native as a second language”, “eligible 
sum for full-day kindergarten”, “non-resident pupil’, “O.E.”, “pupil 
aged 21 or over”, “P.A.C.”, “R.O.E.”, “resident-internal pupil” and 
“secondary school pupil” have the same meaning as in Ontario 


Regulation 78/97 (General Legislative Grants, 1997) except that, 


(a) in respect of a board appointed under section 68 of the Act, 
“current cost of operating” does not include current expenditure 
for furniture and equipment and for debt charges, and 


(b) if a board has entered into an agreement under subsection 
188 (3) of the Act that provides for a payment by the Crown in 
right of Canada to provide classroom accommodation for a 
specified number of pupils, the P.A.C. for each such pupil shall 
be zero; 


“day school A.D.E.” means the average daily enrolment for 1997 
calculated under section 2 of Ontario Regulation 79/97 (Calculation 
of Average Daily Enrolment) that is in respect of resident-internal 
pupils and non-resident pupils of the board; 


“high cost program” means, 


(a) a special education program, other than a program provided in 
the board’s school in lieu of an education program provided by 
a provincial school for the blind and the deaf or other similar 
program for which a general legislative grant is payable, or 


(b) a program that includes technological studies that qualify for 
one or more credits toward the secondary school graduation 
diploma or Ontario secondary school diploma; 
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“school-based operating expenditure” means the current expenditure 
of the board that is in respect of expenditures in the version of the 
Uniform Code of Accounts provided by the Minister that is in effect 
in March, 1997 identified under the expenditure functions of school 
services (account code 34), day school instruction (account codes 
36, 37 and 38) and plant operation and maintenance (account codes 
70 to 75 inclusive), but does not include current expenditures for 
capital and replacements (account codes 700, 740 to 779 inclusive 
and 951 to 975 inclusive); 


“technological studies” means the courses developed from curriculum 
guidelines that are issued by the Minister for the intermediate 
division and senior division and listed under the heading 
“Technological Studies” in the circular entitled “Ontario Schools 
Intermediate and Senior Divisions Program and Diploma 
Requirements” issued by the Minister. 


2. This Regulation applies to fees for pupils in respect of the year 
1997. 


FEES CHARGED TO BOARDS 


3. (1) Except as provided in subsection (10) and section 4, the fee in 
respect of a pupil whose fee is receivable from another board, from 
Canada or from a band, council of a band or education authority 
authorized by the Crown in right of Canada to provide education for 
Indians and the fee in respect of a pupil to whom subsection 49 (6) of 
the Act applies, shall be determined in the following manner: 


1. Subtract from the current cost of operating of the board that 
provides the instruction the school-based operating expenditure 
for elementary school purposes and secondary school purposes. 


2. Prorate the remainder from paragraph 1 to elementary school 
purposes and secondary school purposes in the ratio that the day 
school A.D.E. of elementary school pupils and the day school 
A.D.E. of secondary school pupils is to the total day school 
A.D.E. of the board. 


3. Add the amount determined in paragraph 2 for elementary 
school purposes to the school based operating expenditure for 
elementary school purposes and subtract the legislative grants 
payable to the board in respect of elementary school pupils for 
the eligible sum for French as a first language, the eligible sum 
for French as a second language, the eligible sum for Native as 
a second language, the eligible sum for full-day kindergarten 
and the reduction in class-size in grades 1 and 2 and the grant for 
pay equity as determined under sections 22 and 30 respectively 
of Ontario Regulation 78/97 (General Legislative Grants, 
1997). Divide that sum by the day school A.D.E. of elementary 
school pupils. 


4. Add the amount determined in paragraph 2 for secondary school 
purposes to the school based operating expenditure for second- 
ary school purposes and subtract the legislative grants payable 
to the board in respect of secondary school pupils for the eligible 
sum for French as a first language, the eligible sum for French 
as a second language, the eligible sum for Native as a second lan- 
guage and the grant for pay equity as determined under section 
30 of Ontario Regulation 78/97 (General Legislative Grants, 
1997). Divide that sum by the day school A.D.E. of secondary 
school pupils. 


5. Multiply the A.D.E. of each pupil to whom subsection 49 (6) of 
the Act applies or the A.D.E. of each pupil whose fee is 
receivable from another board, from Canada or from a band, 
council of a band or education authority, as the case may be, by 
the sum of, 
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i. the amount determined under paragraph 3 or paragraph 4, as 
the case may be, and 


ii. the PA.C. for that pupil. 


(2) Subparagraph ii of paragraph 5 of subsection (1) does not apply 
to a board that is appointed under section 68 of the Act. 


(3) The fee in respect of a pupil referred to in subsection (1) who is 
enrolled in a Native language program and whose fee is receivable from 
Canada or from a band, council of a band or education authority 
authorized by the Crown in right of Canada to provide education for 
Indians may be increased by an amount equal to the portion of the 
eligible sum for Native as a second language that would be generated 
for that pupil if the pupil were a resident pupil of the board. 


(4) The fee in respect of a pupil referred to in subsection (1) who is 
enrolled in a high cost program may be increased by multiplying the fee 
by a factor agreed upon by the board providing the instruction and the 
party from whom the fee is receivable. 


(5) If the board providing the instruction and the party from whom 
the fee is receivable cannot agree upon a factor, the factor shall be 
determined by three arbitrators. 


(6) If the fee is in respect of a pupil for whom the Minister pays the 
cost of education, the three arbitrators shall be, 


(a) one arbitrator appointed by the board that provides the 
instruction; 


(b) one arbitrator appointed by the Minister; and 


(c) one arbitrator appointed by the arbitrators appointed under 
clauses (a) and (b). 


(7) In all cases other than a case to which subsection (6) applies, the 
three arbitrators shall be, 


(a) one arbitrator appointed by the board that provides the 
instruction; 


(b) one arbitrator appointed by the party from whom the fee is 
receivable; and 


(c) one arbitrator appointed by the arbitrators appointed under 
clauses (a) and (b). 


(8) The decision of the arbitrators or a majority of them is final and 
binding upon the board providing the instruction and the party from 
whom the fee is receivable. 


(9) The number of pupils in a high cost program provided by the 
board in respect of whom the fee receivable by the board from a party 
may be increased under subsections (4) to (8) shall not exceed the 
amount obtained by, 


(a) multiplying the A.D.E. of pupils in respect of whom fees are 
receivable by the board from the party by the ratio of the A.D.E. 
of pupils registered in the high cost program to the A.D.E. of 
pupils enrolled in schools operated by the board; and 


(b) subtracting the product obtained in clause (a) from the A.D.E. of 
pupils registered in the high cost program in respect of whom 
fees are receivable by the board from the party. 


(10) The fee in respect of a pupil aged 21 or over and who is referred 
to in subsection (1) shall be equal to the product of the A.D.E. of the 
pupil and $2,257 or such other amount that is agreed upon by the board 
providing the instruction and the party from whom the fee is receivable. 
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FEES PAID TO SECTION 68 HOSPITAL BOARDS 


4. The fee in respect of a pupil enrolled in a school operated by a 
board that is appointed under section 68 of the Act in a centre for the 
treatment of cerebral palsy, a crippled children’s treatment centre, a 
hospital or a sanitorium shall be calculated by, 


(a) adding to the current cost of operating of the board that provides 
the instruction, the portion approved by the Minister for grant 
purposes of the expenditure for such year for the transportation 
of pupils and deducting from the total thereof the general 
legislative grants payable to the board for such year, except a 
grant that is equal to the cost of education; 

(b) dividing the amount determined under clause (a) by the sum of 

the days on which each pupil is enrolled at the school; and 

(c) multiplying the amount determined under clause (b) by the 

number of days for which the pupil whose fee is being calculated 

is enrolled at the school. 


FEES CHARGED TO PARENTS RESIDING IN ONTARIO 


5. (1) The fee charged by a board in respect of a pupil whose parent 
or guardian is resident in Ontario, other than a pupil whose fee is 
receivable from another board, from Canada or from a band, council of 
a band or education authority authorized by the Crown in right of 
Canada to provide education for Indians, shall not exceed the fee 
referred to in subsection (3) or (4), as the case requires. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a board that is appointed under 
section 68 of the Act. 


(3) The fee in respect of one or more pupils who reside with their 
parent or guardian in a school section, separate school zone or 
secondary school district on land that is exempt from taxation for 
school purposes shall not exceed, 


(a) $74 for each month the pupil or pupils are enrolled in an 
elementary school operated by the board; and 


(b) $74 for each month the pupil or pupils are enrolled in a 
secondary school operated by the board. 


(4) In the case of a pupil who is qualified to be a resident pupil of a 
school section, separate school zone or secondary school district, the 
fee in respect of the pupil shall not exceed, for each month the pupil is 
enrolled, the greater of, 


(a) $74; and 
(b) one-tenth of the sum of, 
(i) the quotient obtained by dividing, 


(A) the board’s estimate of the excess of its O.E. for the 


year over its R.O.E., 
by, 
(B) the A.D.E. of the board for the year that is in respect of 


resident-internal and resident-external pupils of the 
board, and 


(ii) the PA.C. 


(5) If a pupil is enrolled in a high cost program, the amount 
calculated under subsection (4) may be increased by an amount that 
does not exceed the additional cost to the board of providing the high 
cost program to the pupil. 
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FEES CHARGED TO PARENTS NOT RESIDING IN ONTARIO 


6. (1) The fee in respect of a pupil whose parent or guardian does not 
reside in Ontario shall be such fee as the board providing the instruction 
to the pupil may determine and, except as is provided in subsection (3), 
shall not exceed the amount obtained by multiplying one-tenth of the 
sum of the quotient determined under paragraph 3 or 4, as the case may 
be, of section 3 and the P.A.C. for the pupil and multiplying that result 
by the number of months during which the pupil is enrolled in such year 
in a school operated by the board. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a pupil to whom subsection 
49 (6) of the Act applies. 


(3) The fee in respect of a pupil referred to in subsection (1) who is 
enrolled in a high cost program shall be increased by an amount that 
does not exceed the additional cost to the board of providing the high 
cost program to the pupil. 


FEES FoR PROGRAMS IN FACILITIES 


7. (1) The fee charged by a board in respect of a pupil who is not 
qualified to be a resident pupil of the board and for whom an 
educational program is provided in a hospital or treatment centre shall 
be such fee as may be agreed upon between the board that provides the 
program and, 


(a) the board of which the pupil is qualified to be a resident pupil; 
or 


(b) if the pupil is not qualified to be a resident pupil of a board, the 
parent or guardian of the pupil. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a board that provides the 
educational program if the board, 


(a) is appointed under section 68 of the Act; or 


(b) receives a grant under section 27 of Ontario Regulation 78/97 
(General Legislative Grants, 1997) with respect to that educa- 
tional program. 


FEES FOR CONTINUING EDUCATION AND SUMMER SCHOOL 


8. The fee charged by a board in respect of a pupil who is enrolled 
in a continuing education or summer school program operated by the 
board shall be such fee as the board providing the instruction may 
determine except that the fee shall not exceed the product of, 


(a) the average daily enrolment that is calculated in respect of the 
pupil under section 3 of Ontario Regulation 79/97 (Calculation 
of Average Daily Enrolment); and 

(b) the quotient obtained by dividing the current expenditure of the 

board for continuing education and summer school courses or 

classes for which legislative grants are payable under Ontario 

Regulation 78/97 (General Legislative Grants, 1997) by the 

average daily enrolment that is calculated under section 3 of 

Ontario Regulation 79/97 (Calculation of Average Daily Enrol- 

ment) in respect of resident-internal and non-resident pupils of 

the board enrolled in continuing education and summer school 
courses or classes for which legislative grants are payable under 

Ontario Regulation 78/97 (General Legislative Grants, 1997).

COMPRESSED NATURAL GAS STORAGE, 
HANDLING AND UTILIZATION 


DEFINITIONS 
1. In this Regulation, 
“approved” means, 
(a) acceptable to the Director, 


(b) with respect to a standard or a laboratory test report, that the 
standard or laboratory test report is accepted by the Director, 


(c) with respect to an appliance, that the appliance bears the label or 
symbol of a designated testing organization certifying compli- 


ance with an approved standard or a laboratory test report, 


(d) with respect to a component, accessory or equipment other than 
the pressure piping system at a refuelling station, that the 
equipment, component or accessory bears the label or symbol of 
a designated testing organization certifying compliance with an 


approved standard or a laboratory test report, and 
(e) with respect to an installation or work, that the installation or 
work, as the case may be, complies with this Regulation; 


“bulk container” means a container that is designed to be permanently 
attached to a vehicle for the purpose of transporting NGV; 


“certificate”, except in sections 27, 28 and 30, means a certificate 
referred to in section 14 of the Act; 


“Code” means the Ontario Compressed Natural Gas Code, 1997 
amended from time to time and adopted as part of this Regulation 
under section 2; 


“engineering services” means services performed by a person for the 
purposes of this Act and includes services for reviewing plans or 
drawings, services relating to requests for variances or deviations, 
services for monitoring field development projects and services 
relating to site remediation and general consultations; 


“installation” means the act of installing a component, accessory or 
other equipment on a natural gas vehicle or a facility for refuelling 
natural gas vehicles or any other facility at which natural gas is 
handled; 


“licence” means a licence referred to in section 12 of the Act; 


“natural gas” means natural gas that consists primarily of methane in 
gaseous state, with contaminants not exceeding the values set out in 
Part 2 of the Code; 


“natural gas vehicle” means a motor vehicle that is propelled or driven 
by an internal combustion engine fuelled by natural gas; 


“NGV” means natural gas to be used as engine fuel for a natural gas 
vehicle; 
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“pressure piping system” means the natural gas piping system at a 
refuelling station, including its equipment, components and 
accessories, where the system is designed to operate at a pressure 
above 410 kPa gauge (60 psig); 


“private outlet” means a premises at which NGV is dispensed into the 
fuel container of motor vehicles used by the operator of the 
outlet,using VRA’s capable of a total output of over 0.3 cubic 
metre/minute (10 cubic feet/minute); 


“professional engineer” means a professional engineer within the 
meaning of the Professional Engineers Act, 


“refuelling station” means, 


(a) a facility for the dispensing of NGV and includes all stationary 
equipment and associated components downstream from the 
outlet of the meter station of the utility supplying natural gas, but 
does not include a private outlet, 


(b) a facility composed of one or more than one VRA that has been 
altered by the addition of containers storing NGV, or 


(c) any combination of facilities referred to in clauses (a) and (b); 
“registration” means a registration referred to in section 13 of the Act; 


“vehicle conversion centre” means a premises used to install, activate, 
alter, repair, service, purge, or remove any part of a natural gas fuel 
system on a vehicle; 


“VRA” means a vehicle refuelling appliance that consists of a natural 
gas compressor package not containing storage, that has a flow rate 
not in excess of 0.3 cubic metre/minute (10 cubic feet/minute) and 
that is intended for unattended refuelling. 


CODE 


2. (1) The publication entitled the Ontario Compressed Natural Gas 
Code, 1997 as amended from time to time, issued by the Engineering 
and Standards Branch, Technical Standards Division of the Ministry of 
Consumer and Commercial Relations and the standards and laboratory 
test reports referred to in it to the extent they apply to the Code, are 
adopted as part of this Regulation. 


(2) All persons engaged in the handling of compressed natural gas or 
in the selling, renting, installing, activating, altering, maintaining, 
servicing, purging, removing or operating compressed natural gas 
equipment or the fuel systems of natural gas vehicles shall comply with 
the Code. 


(3) If a provision of this Regulation conflicts with a provision of the 
Code, the provision of this Regulation applies. 


DESIGNATED TESTING ORGANIZATIONS 


3. (1) The Canadian Gas Association, the Canadian Standards 
Association, the Underwriters’ Laboratories of Canada and the 
Underwriters’ Laboratories Inc. are designated as organizations to test 
appliances, equipment, components and accessories to approved 
standards or laboratory test reports. 


(2) A designated testing organization may test an appliance, 
equipment, component or accessory for which there is no approved 
standard or laboratory test report, in which case it shall report its 
findings to the Director who may accept the report. 


(3) A person may apply to a designated testing organization to have 
an appliance, equipment, component or accessory tested under this 
section. 
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(4) A designated testing organization that tests an appliance, 
equipment, component or accessory shall place its label or symbol on 
it if, 


(a) it conforms to the applicable approved standard or laboratory 
test report; or 


(b) the Director accepts a report on it under subsection (2). 
REFUELLING STATIONS—CONSTRUCTION AND ALTERATION 


4. (1) No person shall start or cause or permit to be started the 
construction of a refuelling station or the making of an alteration to a 
refuelling station unless, 


(a) the person has obtained the Director’s written approval of the 
design of the station or the alteration, or 


(b) the person has submitted to the Director, 


(i) alegible plan in duplicate drawn to scale showing the design 
of the station or the alteration signed and sealed by a 
professional engineer, 

(ii) the statutory declaration of the professional engineer 
declaring that the design complies with all applicable 
requirements of this Regulation, and 

(iii) in the case of an alteration, the evidence required by clause 
6 (3) (a), if the Director requests it. 


(2) An application for the Director’s approval of the design of a 
refuelling station or an alteration to a refuelling station shall consist of, 


(a) a legible plan in triplicate drawn to scale showing the design of 
the station or the alteration; 

(b) in the case of an alteration, the evidence referred to in clauses 6 

(3) (a) to (d), if the Director requests it; and 


sufficient information for the Director to determine whether the 
design of the station or the alteration complies with this 
Regulation.

(3) An applicant for the Director’s approval of the design of a 
refuelling station or an alteration to a refuelling station shall pay a fee 
for the Director to have a design review done. 


(4) Upon approving a design, the Director shall mark the approval on 
one copy of each plan submitted by the applicant and shall return it to 
the applicant. 


5. Except if the VRA is connected to storage or is located at a private 
outlet, no person shall install a VRA unless the VRA is installed in 
accordance with Part 9 of the CAN/CGA B 149.1-M95 Standard 
entitled the Natural Gas Installation Code as it exists on the day this 
Regulation comes into force. 


LICENCES FOR REFUELLING STATIONS 


6. (1) A licence to operate a refuelling station is valid for only one 
refuelling station.

(2) An applicant for a licence to transport NGV in a bulk container 
on a transport vehicle shall complete and sign an application in a form 
authorized by the Director and shall submit the application to the 
Director, together with payment of the fee set out in the Schedule.

11. (1) No person shall operate a private outlet unless the operator 
of it has obtained the Director’s written approval to operate the outlet. 


(2) The Director shall not issue an approval to operate a private outlet 
unless the operator of it submits to the Director a statutory declaration 
signed by a certified gas technician (G.1 or G.2) under the Act that 
verifies that, 


(a) the installation of the outlet complies with Part 9 of the

REGISTRATION OF CONTRACTORS 


14. (1) No person other than a contractor who has registered with the 
Director shall carry on the business of, or a business that includes, 


(a) operating a vehicle conversion centre; 


(b) installing, removing, repairing, altering or servicing a pressure 
piping system. 


(2) An applicant is entitled to registration as a contractor upon, 


(a) submitting to the Director an application in a form authorized by 
the Director that is completed and signed by the applicant; and 


(b) paying the fee set out in the Schedule. 


(3) A registered contractor who operates a vehicle conversion centre 
shall not operate it at a location other than that specified in the 
registration. 


15. The holder of a registration shall display it in a conspicuous 
place at the business address set out on the registration. 


GENERAL—LICENCES AND REGISTRATIONS 
16. (1) A licence or registration under this Regulation expires, 


(a) 12 months after it is issued, if it is not issued for a temporary 
purpose; or 
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(b) at the time stated on it which shall be earlier than 12 months after 
it is issued, if it is issued for a temporary purpose. 


(2) A licence or registration, as the case may be, shall state the date 
on which it was issued and the date on which it expires. 


17. The holder of a licence or registration under this Regulation who 
is not in arrears of any fees owed to the Director is eligible for a renewal 
of the licence or registration upon paying to the Director the fee for a 
renewal set out in the Schedule before the licence or registration 
expires. 


18. (1) A licence or registration under this Regulation is not 
transferable. 


(2) If the name or address on a licence or registration changes, the 
holder shall promptly apply to the Director for a licence or registration 
containing the new name or address. 


(3) An applicant is entitled to receive a licence or registration 
containing the new name or address upon paying to the Director the fee 
set out in the Schedule. 


(4) A holder whose licence or registration is lost or destroyed shall 
promptly apply to the Director for a duplicate of it. 


(5) An applicant is entitled to receive a duplicate licence or 
registration upon paying to the Director the fee set out in the Schedule. 


(6) A person who obtains a duplicate licence or registration because 
the original was lost, shall promptly return the duplicate to the Director 
upon finding the original. 


OPERATION OF REFUELLING STATIONS 


19. No person shall knowingly supply compressed natural gas to a 
refuelling station or to a VRA that contains substances in excess of the 
quantities listed in Clause 2.12 of the Code. 


20. The holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station shall not 
operate the refuelling station or permit the refuelling station to be 
operated except in accordance with this Regulation. 


21. (1) A holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station where the 
dispensing pressure is controlled by a dome-load type system shall 
check the dispensing pressure at least once every two weeks by means 
approved for the purpose and shall, 


(a) record the date of the check, the ambient temperature, the dis- 
pensing pressure and the temperature-compensated dispensing 
pressure; 


(b) maintain the record for at least two years after it is made; and 


(c) produce the record, upon request, for examination by an 
inspector. 


(2) If the check reveals that the dispensing pressure is more than the 
approved allowable pressure, the holder of the licence shall immedi- 
ately, 


(a) have the temperature-compensating pressure-limiting device of 
the system checked and serviced; and 


(b) cease all NGV dispensing operations at the refuelling station 
until the device is operating in accordance with the requirements 
of the Code. 


22. (1) A holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station where the 
dispensing pressure is controlled by an automatic temperature-compen- 
sating pressure-limiting device shall check the system at least once 
every six months and shall,

(a) record the date of the check, the ambient temperature, the dis- 
pensing pressure and the temperature-compensated dispensing 
pressure; 


(b) maintain the record for at least two years after it is made; and 


(c) produce the record, upon request, for examination by an 
inspector. 


(2) If the check reveals that the device is not operating in accordance 
with the requirements of the Code, the holder of the licence shall, 


(a) have the device reset, serviced or repaired; and 


(b) cease all NGV dispensing operations at the refuelling station 
until the device is operating in accordance with the requirements 
of the Code. 


23. (1) The holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station shall 
ensure that the attendants at the refuelling station are trained in the safe 
use of the refuelling equipment, dispensing equipment, emergency 
shut-down switches and emergency valves at the refuelling station and 
in the safe handling of compressed natural gas. 


(2) The holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station shall make 
a record of the training given under subsection (1) and retain it at the 
refuelling station. 


(3) The holder of a licence to operate a refuelling station shall 
promptly notify the Director of all accidents or failures of equipment, 
components, accessories or works that result in a release of natural gas 
at the refuelling station. 


24. (1) The operator of a natural gas vehicle shall turn off the engine 
of the vehicle before refuelling the vehicle at a refuelling station. 


(2) No person at a refuelling station shall have in possession lighted 
smoking materials or any other source of ignition within three metres 
(10 feet) of a point of transfer of natural gas, a vehicle refuelling 
receptacle or a container being refuelled. 


(3) No person shall refuel a natural gas vehicle at a refuelling station 
unless, 


(a) 


the engine ignition of the vehicle has been turned off; 


(b) 


the main burner and pilot light, if any, of an appliance on board 
the vehicle has been turned off; and 


(c) 


the vehicle’s refuelling receptacle is at least three metres (10 
feet) from a source of ignition. 


25. (1) The holder of a licence to operate a fast fill refuelling station 
shall prepare or cause to be prepared an operating manual for the station 
that sets out the general operating procedures of the station, including 
procedures for the station regarding security, safety requirements, 
emergency procedures and routine maintenance. 


(2) The holder of a licence to operate a fast fill refuelling station 
shall, 


(a) ensure that each station operator and station attendant has read 
and understands the operating manual for the station; 


(b) keep the operating manual at the station for use by the operator

26. (1) The holder of a licence to operate a fast fill refuelling station

(a) monitors not more than 12 hydrocarbon fuel dispensers at a time, 
whether or not the dispensers are dispensing; 

(b) has a two-way communication system to communicate with 

persons at a natural gas dispenser monitored by the console 

attendant; 

(c) has an unobstructed view of each natural gas dispenser moni- 

tored by the attendant and of a person operating the dispenser; 

and 

(d) has an emergency shut-down switch that is within easy reach of 

the console and that can simultaneously shut off all dispensers 

at the station regardless of the product being dispensed. 


(2) A holder of a licence to operate a fast fill refuelling station is not 
required to comply with clause (1) (c) if the station is equipped with a 
system of video monitoring that, 


(a) allows the attendant a constant view of the dispensing equip- 
ment; and 


(b) automatically turns off all dispensers monitored by the system if 
the system fails. 


(3) An attendant referred to in subsection (1) at a fast fill refuelling 
station where self-serve dispensing occurs shall, 


(a) not activate a dispenser unless safe dispensing can start; 


(b) be in constant attendance at the console while a dispenser is in 
use; 

(c) if a fire, explosion, natural gas release, fuel spill or any other 
hazardous condition occurs at the station, activate an emergency 
shut-down switch to shut-off all dispensers at the station,

VEHICLE CONVERSION 


27. (1) A contractor who converts a vehicle to natural gas shall, 


(a) 


ensure that the conversion complies with this Regulation, 
including Part 4 of the Code; 


ensure that the vehicle has the labels required by the Code 
affixed to it; 


(b) 


(c) 


supply an instruction manual on the operation of natural gas fuel 
systems to the owner of the vehicle; and 


(d) complete a fuel system certificate in a form authorized by the 
Director, in respect of every natural gas container installed on or 
removed from the vehicle. 


(2) A contractor who completes a fuel system certificate shall, 
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(a) provide one copy of the certificate to the owner of the vehicle 
referred to in the certificate within 30 days of the installation or 
removal of the natural gas container referred to in the certificate; 


(b) retain one copy of the certificate for at least five years from the 
date of the certificate and produce it, on request, for examination 
by an inspector. 


28. (1) If a contractor who operates a vehicle conversion centre 
installs on a vehicle a single natural gas container having a water 
capacity in excess of 300 litres, the contractor shall not release the 
vehicle unless a professional engineer has provided a certificate to the 
contractor stating that, 


(a) the installation of the natural gas container and the natural gas 
fuel system of the vehicle complies with the Code; 

(b) the installation has not weakened the vehicle structure beyond 
that required to perform its function; and 

(c) the installation has not moved the centre of gravity of the vehicle 
outside the design specification of the vehicle and has not 
increased the weight of the vehicle beyond its gross vehicle 
weight. 


(2) The contractor shall provide promptly to the owner of the vehicle 
on which the natural gas container was installed, 


(a) acopy of the certificate of the professional engineer; and 


(b) a certificate stating the revised gross vehicle weight after the 
conversion. 


(3) The contractor shall, 


(a) keep a copy of every certificate of a professional engineer 
referred to in subsection (1) for at least ten years from the date 
of installation of the natural gas container referred to in the 
certificate; and 


(b) upon request, provide a copy of a certificate referred to in clause 
(a) for examination by an inspector. 


VEHICLE FUEL SYSTEMS 


29. No person shall knowingly supply natural gas to the fuel system 
of a natural gas vehicle or to a container except in accordance with this 
Regulation. 


30. (1) A person who installs, alters, repairs, services, or removes 
NGV components on the person’s personal vehicle shall not use the 
vehicle unless, 


(a) a contractor who operates a vehicle conversion centre inspects 
the natural gas fuel system of the vehicle at the vehicle conver- 
sion centre and the inspection shows that the system does not 
leak and is safe for continuous use on the vehicle; and 


(b) the contractor affixes the labels required by the Code to the 
vehicle. 


(2) No person shall transfer the ownership of a used natural gas 
vehicle unless, 


(a) a contractor who operates a vehicle conversion centre inspects 
the natural gas fuel system of the vehicle at the vehicle conver- 
sion centre and the inspection shows that the system does not 
leak and is safe for continuous use on the vehicle; 
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(b) the contractor affixes the labels required by the Code to the 
vehicle; and 


(c) the contractor provides the transferee with the certificates 
referred to in clause 27 (1) (d) and 28 (2) (b), if they are required. 


(3) A contractor who inspects the natural gas fuel system of a natural 
gas vehicle for the purpose of subsection (1) or (2) shall issue a 
certificate to the owner of the vehicle certifying that the natural gas 
system of the vehicle does not leak and is safe for continuous use on the 
vehicle identified in the certificate if the inspection shows that such is 
the case. 


CONTAINERS 


31. (1) No person shall transfer natural gas to a portable container 
unless the person holds a licence to operate a refuelling station or is an 
employee of the licence holder. 


(2) A person who transfers natural gas to a portable container shall 
ensure that, 


(a) the container is not filled to a pressure that exceeds the 
equivalent of its service pressure rating using a temperature 
compensating dispensing system; 


(b) the container valve is protected by a shroud or cap; and 


(c) the container is approved under the regulations made under the 
Transportation of Dangerous Goods Act (Canada). 


(3) No person shall transport a portable container unless, 
(a) the container valve is protected by a shroud or cap; 


(b) the container is secured to prevent movement during transport; 
and 


(c) the container is in a ventilated space. 


32. (1) No person shall transfer natural gas or permit natural gas to 
be transferred to or from a bulk container unless the person holds a 
licence to operate a refuelling station or is an employee of the licence 
holder. 


(2) No person shall load, unload or operate a vehicle that transports 
natural gas in bulk containers unless the person has been trained by the 
holder of a licence to transport natural gas in bulk containers and the 
holder is satisfied that the person can safely operate natural gas transfer 
equipment including emergency shut-down switches and emergency 
valves. 


EXEMPTIONS 


33. (1) A person who operates a private outlet or a VRA is exempt 
from section 12 of the Act. 


(2) A natural gas compressor that is not part of a VRA is exempt from 
section 10 of the Act. 


(3) A natural gas vehicle is exempt from section 10 of the Act. 


(4) A person who transports natural gas in a portable container is 
exempt from section 12 of the Act. 


(5) An original equipment manufacturer who manufactures natural 
gas vehicles is exempt from section 13 of the Act in respect of the 
vehicles. 


(6) A person who is an employee of a manufacturer referred to in 
subsection (5) and who, in that capacity, performs labour at the

premises of the manufacturer to make new natural gas vehicles is 
exempt from section 14 of the Act.

(7) A person who installs, alters, purges, activates, repairs, services 
or removes NGV components on the person’s own vehicle is exempt 
from section 14 of the Act. 


(8) A person who installs, alters, purges, activates, repairs, services 
or removes a part of a natural gas vehicle other than the natural gas fuel 
system of the vehicle is exempt from section 14 of the Act. 


FEES 


34. (1) The fees set out in the Schedule are payable for the items that 
are specified. 


(2) If the Director or an inspector causes inspection or engineering 
services to be provided to a person for the purpose of carrying out 
powers or duties under the Act and this Regulation, the person shall pay 
the fees set out in the Schedule for those services. 


(3) The fees for inspection or engineering services shall include, 
where applicable, the travel time and reasonable travel and living 
expenses incurred by the inspector or the person providing the 
engineering services. 


(4) A fee set out in the Schedule that is expressed as an amount per 
hour is payable on the basis of each quarter hour or part of a quarter hour 
that the person charging the fee spends, subject to the minimum set out 
in the Schedule.

TAKE NOTICE that the date for receipt by me of submissions or 
requirements for a hearing on the above Environmental Assessment 
and/or its Review, provided for in the Notice of Completion of Environ- 
mental Assessment Review expired on October 4, 1996. I have received 
no notices requiring a hearing by the Environmental Assessment Board 
with respect to the acceptance of the Environmental Assessment and 
approval to proceed with the undertaking. I do not consider it advisable 
to require a hearing. 


ACCEPTANCE OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 


Having considered those matters set out in Section 8 of the Act and 
having determined that the Environmental Assessment is satisfactory 
to enable a decision on approval of the undertaking to be made, pursu- 
ant to Section 9 of the Act, I accept the environmental assessment. 


APPROVAL OF THE UNDERTAKING 


Under Section 13 of the Act, before the decision on approval to pro- 
ceed with the undertaking can be made, the proponent has the opportu- 
nity to require a hearing by the Environmental Assessment Board. The 
proponent has waived this right. 


Having considered the purpose of the Act and the environmental 
assessment of the undertaking as accepted, and no submissions having 
been received, I hereby give approval to proceed with the undertaking 
subject to the following terms and conditions: 


1. Except as otherwise provided by these conditions,- the under- 
taking shall be carried out in accordance with the provisions of 
the environmental assessment. 


2 (1) _ The design of the Etobicoke Creek crossing will be subject 
to review and comment by the Metropolitan Toronto and 
Region Conservation Authority (Authority) staff at the 
detail design stage. The Ministry of Transportation will 
consider the Authority’s comments within the context of the 
approved environmental assessment and standard trans- 
portation and environmental assessment principles and 
practices; 
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(2) The location of the stormwater management facility which 


is shown adjacent to the proposed Highway 410 right-of- 
way on the valleylands will be subject to further siting eval- 
uation and approval by Authority staff at the detail design 
stage; and, 


(3) The Design and Construction Reports will be provided to

Authority staff for review and comment during detail 
design. 


The Ministry of Transportation will, during the detail design of 
the preferred route, identify a monitoring program for wells 
within 100 metres of the edge of the right-of-way and shall 
implement that program. 


For the recommended route, a further assessment shall be made 
of the noise impacts and potential for mitigation at all noise 
sensitive areas in compliance with the Ministry of Transporta- 
tion/the Ministry of Environment and Energy Noise Protocol. 
The results of these studies shall be contained in a Noise Impact 
Assessment Report which will be submitted to the Director of 
the Approvals Branch of the Ministry of Environment and 
Energy. The Director shall provide a response indicating any 
deficiencies within 60 days of receipt of the “draft” Noise 
Impact Assessment Report. The “draft” Report shall be modi- 
fied as may be necessary by the Ministry of Transportation and a 
“final” Noise Impact Assessment Report be submitted to the 
satisfaction of the Director at least 90 days prior to construction. 


4.1 The Report shall contain a re-assessment of the potential 
noise impacts at all sensitive locations along the recom- 
mended route which could be subject to increases in noise 
levels of greater than five (5) dB. The report shall specifi- 
cally address the homes at Sites 7, 19, 21, 22, 32 and 37 as 
shown in Exhibit 61, Volume | of the final Environmental 
Assessment Report. 


4.2 At sites where increases in noise levels will exceed five (5) 
dB and where the Ministry of Transportation is directly 
responsible for providing mitigation as stipulated in the 
Ministry of Transportation/the Ministry of Environment and 
Energy Noise Protocol, the Report shall contain a descrip- 
tion of the control measure(s) which will be applied, the 


acoustical effectiveness of those measures and sufficient 
reasons (technical/economic) if no measures will be 
applied. 


4.3 The Report shall also clearly indicate locations where miti- 
gation is the responsibility of the owner or developer of 
adjoining property. 


After the approval, unless otherwise advised by the Minister, 
any change to this undertaking will follow the process set out in 
section 6.4 of the environmental assessment for addressing new 
concems (that is, those not identified in the environmental 
assessment). The proponent will follow the Provincial Highways 
Class Assessment process for significant new concerns. Where 
Class Environmental Assessment provisions are exercised, their 
application will be limited to new concerns and will not provide 
the opportunity to re-examine the route location or the balance 
of design.

APPLES—CONTROLLED-ATMOSPHERE 
STORAGE 


1. In this Regulation, 


“Controlled-Atmosphere Apples” means apples that are stored and 
marked in accordance with this Regulation and “C. A. Apples” has 
the same meaning; 


“mechanically sealed”, in respect of the loading door of a compartment 
in a controlled-atmosphere storage plant, means that the door is 
closed and sealed by the operator so as to be sufficiently air-tight for 
the purpose of controlled-atmosphere storage; 


“official seal” means a seal affixed by an inspector to the loading door 
of acompartment in a controlled-atmosphere storage plant so that the 
door cannot be opened without breaking the seal; 

“operator” means an operator of a controlled-atmosphere storage plant. 
2. Controlled-Atmosphere Apples are established as a class of fruit. 


3. This Regulation applies only to the storage of apples. 


4. (1) Subject to sections 5 and 6, if apples are stored as 
Controlled-Atmosphere Apples, the operator shall, 


(a) notify an inspector within five days after mechanically sealing 
the compartment in which the apples are stored; 


(b) control the oxygen content of the air in each mechanically sealed 
compartment at not more than 5 per cent within 20 days after 
mechanically sealing the compartment, 


(c) keep the oxygen content of the air in each mechanically sealed 
compartment at not more than 5 per cent, 
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(i) for at least 60 consecutive days after mechanically sealing 
the compartment, if the operator controlled the oxygen 
content of the air in the compartment within seven days after 
the sealing, or 


(ii) for at least 90 consecutive days after mechanically sealing 
the compartment, otherwise;

(2) An inspector shall affix an official seal to the loading door of a 
mechanically sealed compartment when the oxygen-content is reduced 
to satisfy the maximum permitted in the compartment. 


5. (1) A mechanically sealed compartment may be opened and the 
apples removed before the required storage period is over if, 


(a) the oxygen content of the compartment is reduced to 5 per cent 
or less within seven days after the time the compartment was 
opened; and 


(b) the compartment is not opened more than once during the 
required storage period for the purpose of removing apples. 
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(2) If a mechanically sealed compartment is opened under this 
section, the total amount of the time during which the oxygen level is 
above 5 per cent must be added to the required storage period. 


6. The oxygen content of a mechanically sealed compartment may 
exceed 5 per cent for a period of not more than 10 days if, 


(a) it is necessary to make repairs to the equipment or structure of 
the compartment; and 


(b) the total storage time starting with the time of compliance with 
clause 4 (1) (b) is not less than, 


(i) 70 days, if the operator controlled the oxygen content of the 
air in the compartment within seven days after the sealing, 
or 


(ii) 100 days, otherwise.

1. Section 3 of Regulation 753 of the Revised Regulations of 
Ontario, 1990 is amended by inserting “flavoured cream” after 
“double cream” in the first line. 


2. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section: 


3.1 (1) Subject to subsection (2), milk that, 
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(a) is derived in whole or in part from a milk product; and 
(b) resembles or may be used as a substitute for a fluid milk product, 
is designated as reconstituted milk. 


(2) A fluid milk product with increased milk solids is not 
reconstituted milk. 


(3) Subsection 16 (2) of the Act and the provisions of this Regulation 
applying to reconstituted milk do not apply to reconstituted milk 
processed at home for consumption on the premises. 


3. Subsection 5 (2) of the Regulation is amended by adding the 
following clause: 


(c.1) flavoured cream, 
(i) shall contain not less than 10 per cent milk-fat, and 


(ii) may contain added flavouring, salt, pH adjusting agents, 
stabilizers, sweeteners and food colouring; 


4. (1) Subclause 9 (1) (b) (ii) of the Regulation is amended by 
striking out ‘and a marking”. 


(2) Section 9 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following 
subsection: 


(3) Every container used for the sale or distribution of reconstituted 
milk shall have a label imprinted on the container, affixed to the 
container or imprinted on the cap of the container with the words 
“reconstituted milk”. 

5. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 


RECONSTITUTED MILK 


12.1 (1) A person who has a permit to do so may process or sell 
reconstituted milk. 


(2) The Director shall issue a permit to process or to sell reconstituted 
milk if, but only if, 


(a) the applicant for the permit holds the licences required under 
Regulation 761 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990; and 


(b) the supply of fluid milk products is insufficient to meet 
requirements. 


(3) A permit expires on the date specified on it. 
(4) A permit is not transferable. 
12.2 (1) A permit is authority to, 


(a) process or sell reconstituted milk only at such times as the supply 
of fluid milk products is insufficient to meet requirements; and 


(b) process or sell reconstituted milk in the area specified on the 
permit. 


(2) The Director may suspend or revoke a permit if the holder of the 
permit exceeds the authority given in the permit or ceases to hold any 
of the licences required under Regulation 761 of the Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1990 that the holder had when the permit was 
issued. 


12.3 (1) Every permit holder shall keep a record of, 
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(a) the quantity of reconstituted milk processed and sold; and 


(b) the quantity of each milk product used to process the reconsti- 
tuted milk. 


(2) Every permit holder shall report the information required under 
subsection (1) to the Director by the 15th day of the month immediately 
following the month in which the reconstituted milk was processed and 
sold. 


6. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 
DETENTION 


23. (1) If a milk product, fluid milk product or reconstituted milk has 
been manufactured or sold in contravention of the Act or regulations, 
a field-person may detain the product at the risk and expense of the 
person in possession of it. 


(2) A field-person who detains a milk product, fluid milk product or 
reconstituted milk shall attach to the container or package of containers 
a detention tag and deliver or send by registered mail on the day of 
detention a notice of the detention to, 


(a) the person in possession of the product; and 


(b) the manufacturer, if any, whose name or number appears on the 
container or package of containers. 


24. No person shall, 
(a) offer for sale, sell or move a detained product; or 
(b) remove a detention tag. 


25. (1) The person in possession of the product or the manufacturer 
may apply to the Director for release of the product from the detention.

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(2) An application under subsection (1) must contain a statement of 
the facts and reasons on which the applicant relies and must be received 
by the Director not later than 10 days after the detention was made. 


26. (1) If the Director is satisfied, without a hearing, that the product 
under detention was not manufactured or sold in contravention of the 
Act or the regulations, the field person shall remove the detention tag 
and release the product. 


(2) If the product is not released from detention under subsection (1), 
the Director shall hold a hearing as soon as reasonably possible to 
determine whether there has been a contravention of the Act or the 
regulations. 


(3) If, after a hearing, the Director determines that the product under 
detention was, 


(a) manufactured or sold in contravention of the Act or regulations, 
the Director may order that the product be disposed of; or 


(b) not manufactured or sold in contravention of the Act or 
regulations, the Director shall order that the detention tag 
removed and the product be released from detention. 


7. Regulation 764 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is 
revoked.

2. For the purpose of subsection 123 (2) of the Act, a determination 
of a limit on the gross vehicle weight of vehicles passing over a bridge 
shall,

(c) Ontario Highway Bridge Design Code Update, March 1995, 
“professional engineer” means a person who holds a licence or a 
temporary licence to engage in the practice of professional 


engineering issued under the Professional Engineers Act, 


“rehabilitation” has the meaning set out in the General Technical 
Definitions of the Ontario Highway Bridge Design Code; 


“road authority” has the meaning set out in the Act. 

2. (1) Subject to subsection (2), where any person undertakes or 
causes to be undertaken the design, evaluation, construction, inspection 
or rehabilitation of a bridge, the design, evaluation, construction, 


inspection or rehabilitation shall conform to, 


(a) the standards set out in the Ontario Highway Bridge Design 
Code; and 


(b) the provisions of the works authored by the Ministry of 
Transportation, including any revisions as may from time to time 
be made, entitled, 

(i) Structural Manual; 
(ii) Structural Rehabilitation Manual; 
(iii) Drainage Manual; 


(iv) Roadside Safety Manual; and 


(v) Ontario Provincial Standards for Roads and Municipal 
Services. 


(2) Despite clause (1) (b) and subsection (3), a person may design, 
evaluate, construct, inspect, rehabilitate or cause the design, evalua- 
tion, construction, inspection or rehabilitation of a bridge other than in 
conformity with the provisions of the manuals set out therein where, 
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(a) the variation from the provisions is not a marked departure from 
the provisions; and 


(b) the variation from the provisions does not adversely affect the 
safety and mobility of people and goods. 


(3) The structural integrity, safety and condition of every bridge shall 
be determined through the performance of periodic inspections under 
the direction of a professional engineer and in accordance with the 
provisions of the Ontario Structure Inspection Manual. 


3. Every bridge shall be kept safe and in good repair.

ORDER 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the City of Peterborough, The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Smith, The Corporation of the Township 
of Otonabee and the County of Peterborough have passed Council res- 
olutions supporting a restructuring proposal for the annexation of cer- 
tain lands by the Corporation of the City of Peterborough; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Annexation - (1) Phase 1 - On January 1, 1998, the portions of 
the Corporation of the Township of Smith and The Corporation of the 
Township of Otonabee (the “Townships”) described in Schedules A 
and B (the “Phase | annexed area”), respectively, are annexed to The 
Corporation of the City of Peterborough (the “City”). 


(2) Phase 2 - On January 1, 2008, the portions of the Township of 
Smith and the Township of Otonabee described in Schedules C and D, 
and Schedule E (the “Phase 2 annexed area”), respectively, are 
annexed to the City. 


(3) Terms of Office - The terms of office of the members of the 
councils of the Townships and the City and their local boards are 
extended until December 31, 1997. 


2. Municipal Election - The 1997 regular municipal elections in the 
Townships and the City shall be conducted as if the Phase | annex- 
ation had already occurred. 


3. Wards - (1) Effective January 1, 1998, Ward 5 of the City shall 
be composed of the land that composed Ward 5 on December 31, 
1997, together with the land that is being annexed from the Township 
of Smith in Phase |, as described in Schedule A. 


(2) Effective January 1, 1998, Ward 4 of the City shall be composed 
of the land that composed Ward 4 on December 31, 1997, together 
with the land that is being annexed from the Township of Otonabee in 
Phase |, as described in Schedule B. 


(3) Effective January 1, 2008, Ward 2 of the City shall be composed 
of the land that composed Ward 2 on December 31, 2007, together 
with the land that is being annexed from the Township of Smith in 
Phase 2, as described in Schedule C. 


(4) Effective January 1, 2008, Ward 5 of the City shall be composed 
of the land that composed Ward 5 on December 31, 2007, together 
with the land that is being annexed from the Township of Smith in 
Phase 2, as described in Schedule D. 


(5) Effective January |, 2008, Ward 4 of the City shall be composed 
of the land that composed Ward 4 on December 31, 2007, together 
with the land that is being annexed from the Township of Otonabee in 
Phase 2, as described in Schedule E. 


(6) Other than as provided in this section, the ward boundaries of 
the City shall remain the same. 


4. Assets and Liabilities - (1) All assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the Townships in the Phase | annexed area become 
assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the City on January I, 
1998. 


(2) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the Townships 
in the Phase 2 annexed area become assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the City on January 1, 2008. 


5. Outstanding Taxes: (1) Phase 1 - Collection - All real property 
taxes, business taxes, charges or rates levied by the Townships in the 
Phase | annexed area under any general or special Act which are due 
and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be deemed to be taxes, 
charges or rates due and payable to the City and may be collected by 
the City. 


(2) Special Collector’s Roll - The Clerks of the Townships shall, 
on or before January 15, 1998, prepare and furnish to the Clerk of the 
City a special collector’s roll showing all arrears of real property taxes 
or special rates assessed against the land in the Phase | annexed area 
up to and including the 31st day of December, 1997, and the persons 
assessed therefore. 


(3) Payment - On the first day of the month following the month in 
which the taxes, charges or rates in subsection (1) were collected, the 
City shall pay to each Township the amount of all taxes, charges or 
rates collected by the City, pursuant to subsection (1), in respect of the 
lands annexed from that Township. 


(4) Phase 2 - Subsections (1), (2) and (3) apply with necessary mod- 
ifications to taxes, charges or rates levied and uncollected in the Phase 
2 annexed area which are due and unpaid on December 31, 2007. 


6. Tax Phase-In - (1) Any real property and business tax increases 
for the lands in the Phase | annexed area which result from this Order 
shall be implemented over a four (4) year period beginning in 1998, 
with twenty-five per cent of the tax increase to be implemented in the 
first year and twenty-five per cent in each subsequent year. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies with necessary modifications to tax 
increases in the Phase 2 annexed area which result from this Order, 
subject to the phase-in of the tax increases commencing in 2008. 


7. Compensation - (1) The City shall pay to the Townships annu- 
ally, for a period of twenty years, an amount for each residential unit 
created in the Phase | annexed area on and after January |, 1998, as 
follows: 


(a) $300 per residential unit created; or 


(b) 10% of the City’s prevailing residential development charge, 
per unit, established pursuant to the Development Charges 
Act, or its successor, 


whichever is greater. 


(2) The City shall pay to the Townships annually, for a period of ten 
years, an amount for each residential unit created in the Phase 2 
annexed area on and after January |, 2008, as follows: 


(a) $300 per residential unit created; or 


(b) 109% of the City’s prevailing residential development charge, 
per unit, established pursuant to the Development Charges 
Act, or its successor, 


whichever is greater. 


(3) For the purposes of subsections (1) and (2), the payments shall 
be made to the Township within whose annexed lands the residential 
unit has been created. 


8. Official Plans and Zoning by-laws - (1) On January 1, 1998, 
the official plans and zoning by-laws of the Townships, as they apply 
to the Phase | annexed area, and as approved under the Planning Act 
or a predecessor of that Act, become official plans and zoning by-laws 
of the City and shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(2) On January |, 2008, the official plans and zoning by-laws of the 
Townships, as they apply to the Phase 2 annexed area, and as approved 
under the Planning Act or a predecessor of that Act, become official 
plans and zoning by-laws of the City and shall remain in force until 
amended or repealed. 
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(3) Other By-laws - On January |, 1998, the by-laws of the City 
extend to the Phase | annexed area and the by-laws of the Townships 
cease to apply to such area, except the by-laws provided for in subsec- 
tion (1) and the by-laws of the Townships: 


(a) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by vehicles 
and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment or 
projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or over 
highways; 


(b) that were passed under sections 45, 58 or 61 of the 
Drainage Act or a predecessor of those sections; and 


(c) conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or 
exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by 
the Townships, 


which shall become the by-laws of the City and shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the council of the City. 


(4) On January 1, 2008, the by-laws of the City extend to the Phase 
2 annexed area and the by-laws of the Townships cease to apply to 
such area, except the by-laws provided for in subsection (2) and the 
by-laws of the Townships: 


(a) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by vehicles 
and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment or 
projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or over 
highways; 


(b) that were passed under sections 45, 58 or 61 of the 
Drainage Act or a predecessor of those sections; and 


(c) conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or 
exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by 
the Townships, 


which shall become the by-laws of the City and shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the council of the City. 


(5) Procedures Commenced - If, prior to January 1, 1998 in 
respect of the Phase | annexed area, and January |, 2008 in respect of 
the Phase 2 annexed area, the Townships had commenced procedures 
to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an official 
plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning Act, and 
the by-law, official plan or amendment to it is not in force on January 
1, 1998 or January |, 2008, as applicable, the council of the City may 
continue the process. 


9. Assessment Roll - (1) For the purposes of the assessment roll to 
be prepared for the City for the 1998 taxation year and thereafter, the 
Phase | annexed area shall be deemed to be a part of the City and the 
assessment roll for the Phase | annexed area shall be prepared on the 
same basis that the assessment roll for the City is prepared. 


(2) For the purposes of the assessment roll to be prepared for the 
City for the 2008 taxation year and thereafter, the Phase 2 annexed 
area shall be deemed to be a part of the City and the assessment roll 
for the Phase 2 annexed area shall be prepared on the same basis that 
the assessment roll for the City is prepared.

ORDER 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of Shelburne, The Corpo- 
ration of the Township of Amaranth, The Corporation of the Township 
of Melancthon and the County of Dufferin have passed Council reso- 


lutions supporting a restructuring proposal for the annexation of cer- 
tain lands by the Corporation of the Town of Shelburne; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Annexation - On March 31, 1997, the portions of the Corporation 
of the Township of Amaranth and The Corporation of the Township of 
Melancthon (the “Townships”) described in Schedules A and B (the 
“annexed area”), respectively, are annexed to The Corporation of the 
Town of Shelburne (the “Town”). 


2. Pre-Election - During the pre-election period from March 31, 
1997, until November 30, 1997, the Townships and the Town, as 
restructured, shall be represented by the councillors who were the 
councillors for the Townships and the Town, respectively, on March 30, 
1997. 


3. Real Property - All real property of the Townships in the annexed 
area, including any highway, street fixture, waterline, easement and 
restrictive covenant running with the land, vests in the Town on March 
32,1997; 


4. Outstanding Taxes: (1) Collection - All real property taxes, busi- 
hess taxes, charges or rates levied by the Townships in the annexed 
area, under any general or special Act, which are due and unpaid on 
March 30, 1997, shall be deemed to be taxes, charges or rates due and 
payable to the Town and may be collected by the Town. 


(2) Special Collector’s Roll - The Clerks of the Townships shall, on 
or before April 15, 1997, prepare and furnish to the Clerk of the Town a 
special collector’s roll showing all arrears of real property taxes or spe- 
cial rates assessed against the land in the annexed area up to and includ- 
ing the 30th day of March, 1997, and the persons assessed therefore. 


(3) Payment - The Town shall, within 60 days of the annexation, pay 
to each Township an amount equal to the amount of all taxes, charges or 
rates that the Town is entitled to collect in the annexed area, pursuant to 
subsection (1), in respect of the lands annexed from that Township. 


5. Official Plans and Zoning by-laws - (1) On March 31, 1997, the 
official plans and zoning by-laws of the Townships, as they apply to the 
annexed area, and as approved under the Planning Act or a predecessor 
of that Act, become official plans and zoning by-laws of the Town and 
shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(2) Other By-laws - On March 31, 1997, the by-laws of the Town 
extend to the annexed area and the by-laws of the Townships cease to 
apply to such area, except the by-laws provided for in subsection (1) 
and the by-laws of the Townships: 


(a) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by vehicles 
and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment or pro- 
jection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or over 
highways; 


(b) that were passed under sections 45, 58 or 61 of the Drainage 
Act or a predecessor of those sections; and 


(c) conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities or 
exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by 
the Townships, 


which shall become the by-laws of the Town and shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the council of the Town. 


(3) Procedures Commenced - If, prior to March 31, 1997, the 
Townships had commenced procedures to enact or to amend a by-law 
under any Act, or to adopt an official plan or an amendment to an offi- 
cial plan under the Planning Act, with respect to lands in the annexed 
area, and the by-law, official plan or amendment to it is not in force on 
March 31, 1997, the council of the Town may continue the process. 
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6. Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll to be 
prepared for the Town for the 1998 taxation year and thereafter, the 
annexed area shall be deemed to be a part of the Town and the assess- 
ment roll for the annexed area shall be prepared on the same basis that 
the assessment roll for the Town is prepared.

6. The Corporation of the Township of Athol 

7. The Corporation of the Township of Hallowell 

8. The Corporation of the Township of Hillier 

9. The Corporation of the Township of North Marysburgh 

10. The Corporation of the Township of South Marysburgh 

11. The Corporation of the Township of Sophiasburgh 


(2) The new municipality is a city and a local municipality for all 
purposes. 


(3) The new municipality stands in the place of the former munici- 
palities and their local boards for all purposes. 
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3. Effective January 1, 1998, all wards in the former municipalities 
are dissolved. 


4. (1) Effective January 1, 1998, the new municipality shall be 
divided into ten wards as set out in this section. 


(2) Ward one shall be composed of land that composed the former 
municipality of the Town of Picton on December 31, 1997, to be known 
as the Ward of Picton.

7. A person who is an employee of the former municipalities or of 
their local boards on December 31, 1997, is an employee of the Town- 
ship or of its local boards on January |, 1998. 


8. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied under any general or spe- 
cial Act and uncollected in the former municipalities which are due and 
unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be deemed to be taxes, charges and 
rates due and payable to the Township of Champlain and may be col- 
lected by the Township. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures under the 
Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not completed by Jan- 
uary 1, 1998, the Township may continue the procedures. 


9. The council of the Township of Champlain shall be deemed to be 
a board of park management under the Public Parks Act and the Parks 
Management Board of the former Village of L Orignal is dissolved on 
January |, 1998. 


10. (1) The Vankleek Hill Library Board is dissolved on January 1, 
1998. 


(2) A library board for the Township bearing the name “The Town- 
ship of Champlain Public Library Board” is established on January 1, 
1998. 


(3) The composition of the library board established in subsection 
(2) shall be in accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


11. (1) The Public Utility Commission for the Town of Vankleek Hill 
is dissolved on January |, 1998. 


(2) The Public Utility Commission for the Village of L’Orignal is 
dissolved on January 1, 1998. 
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(3) A hydro-electric commission for the Township bearing the name 
the “Public Utility Commission for the Township of Champlain” is 
established on January 1, 1998. 


(4) The commission established under subsection (3) shall be 
deemed to be a commission established under Part III of the Public 
Utilities Act and a municipal commission within the meaning of the 
Power Corporation Act. 


(5) The commission established under subsection (3) shall provide 
services to the area comprised of the former municipalities of the Town 
of Vankleek Hill and the Village of L’Orignal. 


(6) The commission shall consist of three members, of whom the 
head of council shall be one by virtue of office and the others, one 
member of council from Ward one and one member of council from 
Ward two, shall be appointed by the council of the Township. 


(7) By-laws or resolutions of the former Public Utilities Commis- 
sion for the Town of Vankleek Hill shall be deemed to be by-laws or 
resolutions of the Public Utility Commission for the Township of 
Champlain. 


(8) By-laws or resolutions of the former Public Utilities Commis- 
sion for the Village of L’Orignal shall be deemed to be by-laws or res- 
olutions of the Public Utility Commission for the Township of 
Champlain. 


(9) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations including 
employees of the former Public Utilities Commission for the Town of 
Vankleek Hill become the assets and liabilities, rights and obligations 
of the Township of Champlain. 


(10) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations including 
employees of the former Public Utilities Commission of the Village of 
L Orignal become the assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the 
Township of Champlain. 


12. (1) On January 1, 1998, all by-laws or resolutions of the former 
municipalities and its local boards become by-laws or resolutions of the 
Township and its local boards and shall remain in force in the area of 
the former municipality until they are repealed or amended. 


(2) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment or 
repeal of by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities 
or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by the former 
municipalities. 


(3) An official plan of a former municipality approved under the 
Planning Act, or a predecessor of that Act, becomes an official plan of 
the Township and shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(4) Ifa former municipality has commenced procedures to adopt an 
official plan or amendment to it under the Planning Act, and the by-law, 
official plan or amendment to it is not in force on January |, 1998, the 
Township may continue the procedures. 


13. (1) On or after April 1, 1997, a transition committee shall be 
established to study all service issues related to the restructuring pro- 
posal. 


(2) The committee shall be comprised of all members of the councils 
of the former municipalities and shall submit its recommendations to 
the councils of the former municipalities for approval. 


14. (1) Reserve funds of the former municipalities shall become the 
reserve funds of the Township and shall be used for the benefit of the 
ratepayers of the area of the former municipality. 


(2) The total amount of the working fund reserve of a former munic- 
ipality as of December 31, 1997, shall be increased or decreased by the 
operating surplus or deficit, as the case may be, of the former munici- 
pality for the year ending December 31, 1997. 


(3) If the debt that is recoverable through the mill rate for general 
municipal purposes of a former municipality is greater than the total 
amount of the working fund and other reserves of the former munici- 
pality, the Township shall provide for a special mill rate adjustment 
upon the rateable property located in the area of the former municipal- 
ity to pay for the debt which is outstanding on January 1, 1998. 


(4) If the total amount of the working fund and other reserves as of 
December 31, 1997, is greater than the debt that is recoverable through 
the mill rate for general municipal purposes of a former municipality, 
the Township shall use the amount of the working fund and other 
reserves in excess of the debt for the benefit of the ratepayers of the area 
of the former municipality. 


15. (1) The increase in the rates of taxation of the Township for 
municipal purposes that would occur solely as a result of the amalgam- 
ation under subsection 2(1) shall be limited to three percent of the real 
property and business taxes for municipal purposes in each year from 
1998 to 2009 inclusive. 


(2) The three percent limitation on the increase in the rates of taxa- 
tion for municipal purposes that would occur solely as a result of the 
amalgamation under subsection 2(1) shall be financed by a reduction in 
the decrease in the rates of taxation that would occur solely as a result 
of the amalgamation under subsection 2(1). 


(3) If the increase in the rates of taxation of the Township for munic- 
ipal purposes that would occur solely as a result of the amalgamation 
under subsection 2(1) has been not discharged by January |, 2010, the 
outstanding amount shall be added to the real property and business 
taxes levied for municipal purposes. 


16. Any operating surplus to the revenue fund of the Township of 
Champlain for the year ending December 31, 1998 and the year ending 
December 31, 1999 shall be apportioned as follows: 


1. 50 percent of the operating surplus shall be added to the 
working fund reserve of the Township of Champlain. 


2. 50 percent of the operating surplus shall be used to reduce the 
mill rates applicable to the rateable property located in the 
area of Ward one. 


17. Where a dispute arises with respect to any issue arising out of the 
interpretation of this Order, any one of the parties may: 


1. refer the matter in dispute to arbitration in accordance with 
the provisions of the Arbitration Act, 1991, or 


2. defer the matter to the council of the Township, subsequent to 
January |, 1998, for resolution.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes a 
municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring pro- 
posal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of Rockland and 
The Corporation of the Township of Clarence have each passed coun- 
cil resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for amalgamation 
into the new Corporation of the City of Clarence-Rockland; 
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AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the 
Town of Rockland and The Corporation of the Township of Clarence 
are amalgamated as a City under the name of The Corporation of the 
City of Clarence-Rockland (hereinafter, the “new City”) within the 
United Counties of Prescott and Russell. 


2. Procedure to Change the Name of the New City - (1) The name 
of the new City shall be chosen through consultation with the public 
by way of referendum in both former municipalities at the time of the 
regular municipal elections in 1997. 


(2) A Transition Board, as described in section 16 of this Order, shall 
submit the proposed names for the new City to the Clerk responsible 
for conducting the regular municipal elections in November, 1997 so 
that this question may be submitted to the electors at the time of the 
regular municipal elections in 1997. 


(3) Once a new name has been chosen as described in subsections 
(1) and (2), the name of the new City as set out in this Order may be 
changed in 1998 upon a request (resolution) from the council of the 
new City to the Minister. 


3. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 as if the municipalities and local boards had 
already been restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of The Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Clarence. 


(a) In carrying out the responsibilities for conducting the 
November, 1997 municipal election, the Clerk of The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Clarence may exercise the pow- 
ers provided by Section 15 of the Municipal Elections Act, 
1996, including the delegation powers provided by subsec- 
tion 15 (2) of this Act. 


4. Extension of Council Terms of Former Municipalities - The 
councils of The Corporation of the Town of Rockland and The Corpo- 
ration of the Township of Clarence shall hold office until and includ- 
ing December 31, 1997. 


5. Representation, New Council - (1) The effective date of the new 
council of the new City of Clarence-Rockland is January 1, 1998. 


(2) Composition of Council - The council of the new City of Clar- 
ence-Rockland shall be composed of nine (9) members, the head of 
council and eight members of council. 


(3) Election of Council Members - The head of council shall be 
elected at large, and the eight members of council shall be elected by 
ward, with one member elected per ward. 


(4) County Council Representative - The head of council of the 
new municipality shall sit on the council of the United Counties of 
Prescott and Russell and shall have the same number of combined 
votes (8) as the former municipalities. 


6. Wards - The new City shall be divided into eight wards, as 
described in Schedule “A”, as of the effective date of restructuring. 


7. Local Boards - (1) Hydro-Electric Commission - From Novem- 
ber 30, 1997 to and including December 31, 1997, the Rockland 
Hydro-Electric Commission shall continue to be composed of the 
head of council and the present commissioners for The Corporation of 
the Town of Rockland. 


(2) As of January |, 1998, the Rockland Hydro-Electric Commission 
shall become the hydro-electric commission of the new City, and shall 
be called The Hydro-Electric Commission of The Corporation of the 
City of Clarence-Rockland. 


(3) As of January |, 1998, the new Hydro-electric Commission shall 
be composed of the newly elected head of council and two (2) com- 
missioners nominated by the new council. 


(4) The new hydro-electric commission shall provide hydro service 
to the ratepayers of the geographic area of the former Town of 
Rockland. 


8. Police Village of Bourget - (1) The Police Village of Bourget is 
dissolved as of January 1, 1998. 


(2) The present term of office of the Trustees of the Police Village of 
Bourget is extended until and including December 31, 1997. 


(3) The council of the new City shall take on the responsibilities of 
the former trustees of the Police Village of Bourget as of January |, 
1998. 


9. Library Boards - (1) The library boards of the former municipal- 
ities of Rockland and Clarence are dissolved as of January 1, 1998. 


(2) A new library board, known as The Corporation of the City of 
Clarence-Rockland Public Library Board, is established as of January 
1, 1998. 


(3) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated in 
accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


10. Financial Issues - Taxes - (1) Any unpaid realty and business 
taxes, charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under any 
legislation prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new City and 
may be collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed by 
the new City. 


(2) As the assessment base is the same for each of the former munic- 
ipalities, the mill rates shall be uniform for the new City, with the 
exception of the adoption of a special mill rate: 


(a) to allow the payment of any unpaid contribution amount to 
the working capital reserve of the new City by any of the 
former municipalities, as described in subsection 11 (3) of 
this Order; and 


(b) to allow the repayment of debts incurred by each of the 
former municipalities, as described in section 12 of this 
Order. 


11. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) All reserve funds of the 
former municipalities shall become the reserve funds of the new City 
and shall be used only for the benefit of the respective former 
municipalities. 


(2) All reserves and reserve funds dedicated for special purposes in 
the former municipalities shall become the special reserves of the new 
City and shall be used only for the benefit of the respective former 
municipalities. The reserve funds dedicated for special purposes 
include: 


(a) Reserve funds established under the Development Charges 
Act; and 


(b) Reserve funds established under the Planning Act. 


(3) (a) A working capital reserve is established for the new City as of 
January |, 1998, based on the contribution of $40,000.00 by each of 
the former municipalities. 


(b) The taxpayers of a former municipality that cannot contribute to 
the working capital reserve at the rate described in paragragh (a) shall 
be subject to a special mill rate until such time as the required contri- 
bution amount from that former municipality has been reached. 


12. Area Rating - All debts created prior to January |, 1998 that are 
recoverable by a former municipality through the general mill rate 
shall be area rated back to the taxpayers of the former municipality by 
the new City. This will result in a special mill rate for the taxpayers of 
the former municipality that originally incurred the debt, until it is 
paid in full over a maximum period of ten years.

13. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws and 
resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards shall 
become the by-laws and resolutions of the new City and its local 
boards and shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the 
council of the new City. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new City. 


14. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Zoning 
by-laws and any official plan or amendments thereto of the former 
municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the new City under the Planning Act. 


15. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All 
assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the former municipalities 
and their local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the new City and its local boards. 


(2) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales undertaken by the former 
municipalities and not completed by the effective date of the restruc- 
turing shall become the tax sales in process of the new City. 


16. Transition Board - (1) On or after March 31, 1997, a Transition 
Board shall be established. 


(2) Body Corporate - The Board referred to in subsection (1) is a 
body corporate and it ceases to exist on January 1, 1998. 


(3) Composition of Board - The Transition Board shall be com- 
posed of all elected members of the two former municipalities. 


(4) Procedural Rules - The Board shall adopt rules and systems of 
controls to govern its activities. 


(5) Powers of the Transition Board - (a) The Board may exercise 
the powers, as specified in this section, of the existing councils of the 
former municipalities which form part of the Board. 


(b) During the term of the Board, the Board may exercise the pow- 
ers, as specified in this section, which the council of the new munici- 
pality will have when it is amalgamated. 


(6) Specified Powers of the Board - The Board shall: 


(a) conduct studies, research and consultations regarding munic- 
ipal functions, organizations, staffing standards and perfor- 
mance; 


(b) require the production of financial and other data, informa- 
tion and other statistics from each of the former municipali- 
ties and their committees and boards; 


(c) establish organizational structures, administrative and man- 
agement systems, and related human resource policies for 
the new municipality; 


(d) establish fully operational municipal organizations which 
shall, on January 1, 1998, become the new municipality; 


(e) approve those expenditures, execute such contracts and act 
as the employer for the new municipality, where necessary 
for transitional purposes; 


(f) establish mechanisms for identifying, selecting and appoint- 
ing employees to the new municipality; 


(g) approve policies relating to offers of employment or termi- 
nation of employment, and ensure their fair application; 


(h) appoint employees for the new municipality; 


(1) establish and implement communications plans for employ- 
ees and the public; 


(j) adopt by-laws for the new municipality and for the purposes 
of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996; and 


(k) submit the proposed names for the new City to the Clerk 
responsible for conducting the municipal elections in 
November, 1997 so that this question may be submitted to 
the electors at the time of the regular municipal elections. 


17. (1) Issue Resolution: Mediation 


(a) An issue arising out of the interpretation of this Order may 
be resolved through mediation. 


(b) The mediator must be selected through mutual agreement by 
the former municipalities. 


(c) The costs associated with mediation shall be shared equally 
between the former municipalities. 


(d) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation the parties to 
the dispute shall settle the dispute by arbitration as set out in 
subsection 17 (2). 


17. (2) Issue Resolution: Arbitration - An issue arising out of the 
interpretation of this Order may be referred to arbitration to resolve 
the dispute in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with the 
responsibility for costs related to arbitration to be determined in accor- 
dance with the Act. 


(a) The former municipalities agree that the decision of the arbi- 
trator appointed to conduct the arbitration under the Act 
shall be final. 


18. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new City, as 
described in Schedule “B”, is the external boundaries of the former 
Corporation of the Town of Rockland and the former Corporation of 
the Township of Clarence.

Thence southerly along the limit between the former Township of 
Clarence and the former Township of North Plantagenet to the south- 
erly boundary of the former Township of Clarence and the northerly 
boundary of the former Township of Cambridge; 


Thence westerly along the boundary and the southerly limits of lot 28, 
Concessions I, II, III, 1V, V, VI and VII; 


Thence northerly along the westerly boundary of lots 28, 27, 26, 25, 
24, 23, 22, 21, 20 and 19, Concession VII to the northerly limit of lot 
19, Concession VII; 


Thence easterly along the limit between lots 18 and 19 to the middle 
of Concession VII; 


Thence northerly along the middle of Concession VII lots 18 and 17 to 
the southerly limit of lot 16, Concession VII, 


Thence easterly along the southerly limit of lot 16, Concession VII to 
Bouvier Road; 


Thence northerly along Bouvier Road to the limit between lots 15 and 
16, Concessions VI and VII to the intersection of Bouvier Road and 
Lalonde Road being the point of commencement.

ORDER 


WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of Perth, The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of North Elmsley and the County of Lanark have 
passed Council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for the 
annexation of certain lands by the Corporation of the Town of Perth; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Annexation - (1) On January |, 1998, the portion of the Corpora- 
tion of the Township of North Elmsley (the “Township”) described in 
the Schedule is annexed to The Corporation of the Town of Perth (the 
“Town’). 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the council of the Town- 
ship and the Town, their committees and local boards are extended 
until December 31, 1997. 


2. Municipal Election - The 1997 regular municipal elections in the 
Township and the Town shall be conducted as if the annexation had 
already occurred. 


3. Representation - (1) The council of the Town shall continue to be 
composed of nine (9) members, consisting of the head of council, who 
shall be the mayor, the deputy head of council, who shall be the reeve, 
and seven (7) members of council. 


(2) All members of council shall be elected by general vote. 


(3) The mayor and reeve of the Town shall sit as members of the 
council of the County of Lanark. 


4. Assets and Liabilities - (1) All real property of the Township in 
the annexed area, other than the Ninth Line Road, including any high- 
way, street fixture, waterline, easement and restrictive Covenant run- 
ning with the land, vests in the Town on January 1, 1998. 


(2) Subject to subsection (1), all assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the Township in the annexed area remain the assets and 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the Township. 


5. Outstanding Taxes: (1) Collection - All real property taxes and 
charges or rates, other than business taxes, levied by the Township 
under any general or special Act and uncollected in the annexed area 
which are due and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be deemed to 
be taxes, charges or rates due and payable to the Town and may be col- 
lected by the Town. 


(2) Special Collector’s Roll - The Clerk of the Township shall, after 
January 1, 1998, forthwith prepare and furnish to the Clerk of the 
Town a special collector’s roll showing all arrears of real property 
taxes or special rates assessed against the land in the annexed area up 
to and including the 31st day of December, 1997 and the persons 
assessed therefore. 


(3) Payment - On January |, 1998, or within three months there 
after, the Town shall pay to the Township an amount equal to the 
amount of all real property taxes, charges or rates that the Town is 
entitled to collect in the annexed area under subsection (1), that were 
due but unpaid on the 31st day of December, 1997. 


(4) Business Taxes - All business taxes levied by the Township 
under any general or special Act and uncollected in the annexed area 
which are due and unpaid on December 31, 1997 shall continue to be 
taxes due and payable to the Township and may be collected by the 
Township. 


6. Tax Phase-In - Any real property and business tax increases for 
the lands in the annexed area which result from this Order shall be 
implemented over a five (5) year period beginning in 1998, with 
twenty per cent of the tax increase to be implemented in the first year 
and twenty per cent in each subsequent year. 


7. Compensation - (1) The Town shall pay to the Township the fol- 
lowing amounts: 


(a) $10,000 for the loss of future development revenues for the 
annexed area, to be paid by the Town to the Township no 
later than January 31, 1998; 
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(b) $1,200 to cover all staff time, councillors’ meeting fees and 
incidental administrative charges incurred by the Township 
during the negotiations associated with this annexation, to be 
paid no later than January 31, 1998; 


(c) $10,000 for the loss of direct taxation revenues, to be paid in 
equal installments of $2,000 a year commencing on January 
1, 1999, with subsequent installments to be paid on the Ist of 
January each year thereafter; and 


(d) the amount of all legal costs, surveyors’ costs, professional 
planning fees and public meeting costs and disbursements 
relating to the annexation, to be paid within 30 days follow- 
ing receipt of an itemized statement of expenditure from the 
Township. 


(2) With respect to the payments to be made under clauses |(b) and 
(d), in no event shall the Town be charged twice for the same expense. 


8. Reserves and Reserve Funds - The existing reserves and reserve 
funds of the Town shall be used by the Town in a manner that benefits 
all of the ratepayers of the Town, including those ratepayers in the 
annexed area. 


9. (1) Official Plans - On January |, 1998, the official plan of the 
Township as it applies to the annexed area, and as approved under the 
Planning Act or a predecessor of that Act, becomes an official plan of 
the Town and shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(2) Municipal by-laws - On January |, 1998, the by-laws of the 
Town extend to the annexed area and the by-laws of the Township 
cease to apply to such area except: 


(a) the by-laws of the Township, 


(1) that were passed under section 34 of the Planning Act 
or a predecessor of that section; or 


(li) that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or the 
Municipal Act and that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians or the encroachment or projec- 
tion of buildings, or any portion thereof, upon or over 
highways; 


which shall become the by-laws of the Town and shall 
remain in force until amended or repealed by the council of 
the Town; 


(b) the by-laws of the Township passed under sections 45, 58 or 
61 of the Drainage Act or a predecessor of those sections; 
and 


(c) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immunities 
or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by 
the council of the Township. 


(3) Development Charges By-laws - The by-laws of the Township 
passed under section 3 of the Development Charges Act shall 
become the by-laws of the Town and shall remain in force until the 
earliest of: 


(a) the date they are repealed by the Town; or 


(b) the date they expire under subsection 6(1) or (2) of the 
Development Charges Act. 


(4) Procedures Commenced - If, prior to January 1, 1998, the 
Township had commenced procedures to enact or to amend a by-law 
under any Act, or to adopt an official plan or an amendment to an offi- 
cial plan under the Planning Act with respect to lands in the annexed 
area, and the by-law, official plan or amendment to it is not in force on 
January 1, 1998, the council of the Town may continue the process. 


10. Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll to be 
prepared for the Town for the 1998 taxation year and thereafter, the 
annexed area shall be deemed to be a part of the Town and the assess- 
ment roll for the annexed area shall be prepared on the same basis that 
the assessment roll for the Town is prepared. 


11. Arbitration - (1) Where a dispute arises with regard to any mat- 
ter arising out of the interpretation of this Order, the Town or the 
Township may refer the matter in dispute to arbitration. Other than as 
provided in subsections (2) and (3), the arbitration shall be conducted 
in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991. 


(2) The arbitration provided for in subsection (1) shall be conducted 
by a single arbitrator, if the parties agree upon one, otherwise by three 
arbitrators, one to be appointed by each party, and a third to be chosen 
by the first two, named before they enter on the business of the arbitra- 
tion. 


(3) Where, under subsection (1), a dispute is referred to arbitration, 
the Town shall be responsible for the costs of the arbitration incurred 
by the Township in relation to any arbitration held prior to the Town’s 
completion of the upgrading and paving of that portion of the Ninth 
Line Road from the Rideau Ferry Road westward to the Town’s Land- 
fill Site.

2. (1) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the 
annexed area of the Schedule become assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the Town of Carleton Place on January 1, 1998. 


3. (1) The terms of office of the members of the council of the 
Town of Carleton Place are extended until December 31, 1997.

7. For the purposes of the assessment roll to be prepared for the 
Town of Carleton Place for the 1998 taxation year, the annexed area in 
the Schedule shall be deemed to be a part of the Town of Carleton Place 
and the annexed area shall be assessed on the same basis that the assess- 
ment roll for the Town is prepared. 


8. (1) Onor before January 15, 1998, the clerk of the Township of 
Beckwith shall prepare and furnish to the clerk of the Town of Carleton 
Place, in respect of land in the Schedule, a special collector’s roll show- 
ing all arrears of real property taxes or special rates assessed against the 
land in the annexed area up to and including December 31, 1997, and 
the persons assessed therefor. 


(2) All real property taxes, business taxes and tax charges or rates 
levied under any general or special Act and uncollected in the annexed 
area in the Schedule which are due and unpaid on December 31, 1997, 
shall be deemed to be taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the 
Town of Carleton Place and may be collected by the Town of Carleton 
Place. 


9. (1) On January |, 1998, the by-laws of the Town of Carleton 
Place extend to the annexed area in the Schedule. 


(2) The official plan of the Township of Beckwith as it applies to the 
annexed area, and approved under the Planning Act ora predecessor of 
that Act, becomes an official plan of the Town of Carleton Place and 
shall remain in force until amended or repealed.

WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes a 
municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring pro- 
posal to restructure municipalities and unorganized territory in the 
locality; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of Little Current 
and The Corporation of the Township of Howland have each passed 
council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for amalgam- 
ation with the Unorganized Area of all Islands in the District of Mani- 
toulin, excluding the Corporation of the Township of Barrie Island, 
The Corporation of the Township of Cockburn Island, The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Rutherford and George Island and those 
Islands attached to the Organized Municipalities of The Corporation 
of the Township of Billings, The Corporation of the Township of 
Burpee, and The Corporation of the Township of Assiginack, into the 
new Corporation of the Town of Northeastern Manitoulin and the 
Islands; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act, 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the 
Town of Little Current, The Corporation of the Township of Howland 
and the Unorganized Area of all Islands in the District of Manitoulin, 
excluding The Corporation of the Township of Barrie Island, The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Cockburn Island, The Corporation of the 
Township of Rutherford and George Island and those Islands attached 
to the Organized Municipalities of The Corporation of the Township 
of Billings, The Corporation of the Township of Burpee, and The Cor- 
poration of the Township of Assiginack (hereinafter, the “Unorganized 
Area of Islands), are amalgamated as a town under the name of The 
Corporation of the Town of Northeastern Manitoulin and the Islands 
(hereinafter, the “new Town’) within the District of Manitoulin. 


2. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 in accordance with the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996, as if the municipalities, the Unorganized Area of Islands 
and local boards had already been restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of the Corporation of the Town 
of Little Current. 


(3) The Council of The Corporation of the Town of Little Current is 
deemed to be the council of the new Town for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


3. Extension of Terms - (1) The councils of The Corporation of the 
Town of Little Current and The Corporation of the Township of How- 
land shall hold office until and including December 31, 1997. 


(2) The terms of the members of any local boards of The Corpora- 
tion of the Town of Little Current and The Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Howland shall be extended until and including December 31, 
1997. 


4. Representation, New Council - (1) Composition of council - 
The council of the new Town shall be composed of nine (9) members, 
a Mayor, who shall be the head of council, and eight members of 
council. 
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(2) Election of Council Members - The Mayor, who shall be the 
head of council, shall be elected at large, and the eight members of 
council shall be elected by ward, with one member elected per ward 
for Ward No. | and Ward No. 3, and three members elected per ward 
for Ward No. 2 and Ward No. 4. 


5. Wards - (1) The new Town shall be divided into four wards as of 
January |, 1998, as described in subsection (2). 


(2) The four wards of the new Town are comprised as follows: 


(a) Ward No. | is composed of those Islands attached to the 
former Township of Howland, as described in Schedule “A”, 
and the Unorganized Area of Islands. 


(b) Ward No. 2 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Town of Little Current. 


(c) Ward No. 3 is composed of that portion of the former Town- 
ship of Howland surrounding the former Town of Little 
Current, as described in Schedule “B”. 


(d) Ward No. 4 is composed of that portion of the former Town- 
ship of Howland not otherwise located in Wards No. | and 
No. 3, as described in Schedule “B”. 


6. Library Board - (1) The Corporation of the Town of Little 
Current Public Library Board is dissolved as of January 1, 1998. 


(2) A new library Board, known as The Corporation of the Town of 
Northeastern Manitoulin and the Islands Public Library Board, is 
established as of January 1, 1998. 


(3) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated in 
accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


7. Financial Issues - Taxes - Any unpaid realty and business taxes, 
charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under any legisla- 
tion prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new Town and may 
be collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed by the 
new Town. 


8. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The reserves and reserve 
funds of the former municipalities shall become the reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Town. 


(2) The reserves and reserve funds of the former municipalities that 
are designated for a specific purpose shall be area rated back by the 
new Town through a special reduction in the mill rate to the rate pay- 
ers of the geographic area of the former municipality in which the 
reserve was created. 


(3) All reserves not dedicated for special purposes in the former 
municipalities shall be used by the new Town only for the benefit 
of the ratepayers of the geographic area of the respective former 
municipality. 


(4) Any surplus of the former municipalities for the fiscal year end- 
ing December 31, 1997 shall be added to the working fund reserve of 
the new Town. 


(5) As of January 1, 1998, a working fund reserve shall be estab- 
lished for the new Town through contributions from each of the former 
municipalities and the former Unorganized Area of Islands as follows: 


(i) $110,000.00 from the working fund reserve of the former 
Town of Little Current; 


(ii) $110,000.00 from the working fund reserve of the former 
Township of Howland; and 


(iii) $30,000.00 from the former Unorganized Area of Islands, to 
be paid in equal instalments in each of 1998 and 1999 and 
provided for through the imposition by the new Town of a 
special mill rate upon the taxpayers of the geographic area of 
the former Unorganized Area of Islands. 


9. Area Rating - (1) All debts created prior to January 1, 1998 that 
are recoverable by a former municipality through the general mill rate 
shall be area rated back to the taxpayers of the former municipality by 
the new Town. This will result in a special mill rate for the taxpayers 
of the former municipality that originally incurred the debt, until it is 
retired. 


(2) The new Town may provide for a special mill rate adjustment to 
apply to the taxpayers of all or part of a former municipality or Unor- 
ganized Area of Islands in respect of the capital and operating costs of 
local roads services if those services were provided on December 31, 
1997. 


10. Disposition of the Proceeds from the Sale of Land - Proceeds 
from the sale of land owned by the former municipalities shall, after 
December 31, 1997, be deposited by the new Town into a reserve 
which shall be used only for the benefit of the ratepayers of the geo- 
graphic area of the former municipality that originally owned the land. 


11. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws 
and resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards 
shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Town and its 
local boards and shall remain in force for five years or until they are 
repealed or amended by the council or board of the new Town, which- 
ever comes first. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new Town. 


12. Continuation of Zoning By-laws - (1) Zoning by-laws of the 
former municipalities and of the former Unorganized Area of Islands 
approved under the Planning Act shall be deemed to be zoning by- 
laws of the new Town and shall remain in force until amended or 
repealed by the new Town under the Planning Act. 


13. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets, 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the former municipalities and their 
local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations 
of the new Town and its local boards. 


(2) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales currently in process in the 
former municipalities and not completed by the effective date of the 
restructuring shall become the tax sales in process of the new Town. 


(3) Employees - The employees of the former municipalities and 
their local boards shall become the employees of the new Town and its 
local boards. 


(4) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - (a) If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to January 1, 1998, proce- 
dures to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, including the Plan- 
ning Act, the council of the new Town may continue the process. 


(4) (b) If an application had been commenced prior to January 1, 
1998, with respect to the former Unorganized Area of Islands to enact 
or to amend a zoning by-law under the Planning Act, the Manitoulin 
Planning Board may continue the process. Upon coming into force, 
the new or amended zoning by-law is deemed to be a zoning by-law of 
the new Town. 


14. Issue Resolution: Arbitration - An issue arising out of the 
interpretation of this Order may be referred to arbitration to resolve 
the dispute in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with the 
responsibility for costs related to arbitration to be determined in accor- 
dance with the Act. 


15. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Town is the 
external boundaries of the former Corporation of the Town of Little 
Current, the former Corporation of the Township of Howland, and the 
former Unorganized Area of all the Islands in the District of Manitou- 
lin, including those attached to the former Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Howland, but excluding The Corporation of the Township of 
Barrie Island, the Corporation of the Township of Cockburn Island,

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes a 
municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the City of Trenton, The 
Corporation of the Village of Frankford, The Corporation of the 
Township of Sidney and The Corporation of the Township of Murray 
have each passed council resolutions supporting a restructuring 
proposal for amalgamation into the new Corporation of the City of 
Quinte West; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the City 
of Trenton, The Corporation of the Village of Frankford, The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Sidney and The Corporation of the Township 
of Murray are amalgamated as a single tier city under the name of The 
Corporation of the City of Quinte West (hereinafter, the “new City”), 
with The Corporation of The Village of Frankford and The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Sidney separating from the County of Hast- 
ings and The Corporation of the Township of Murray separating from 
the County of Northumberland County as of this date. 


2. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 in accordance with the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996 as if the municipalities and local boards had already been 
restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of The Corporation of the City of 
Trenton. 


(3) The Council of the Corporation of the City of Trenton is deemed 
to be the council of the new City for the purposes of the Municipal 
Elections Act, 1996, 


(4) The costs of the regular municipal election in November, 1997, 
shall be shared among the former municipalities on a per capita basis. 


3. Extension of Terms of Office - (1) The Councils of The Corpo- 
ration of the City of Trenton, The Corporation of the Village of Frank- 
ford, The Corporation of the Township of Sidney and The Corporation 
of the Township of Murray shall hold office until and including 
December 31, 1997. 


(2) The terms of the members of any local boards of The Corpora- 
tion of the City of Trenton, The Corporation of the Village of Frank- 
ford, The Corporation of the Township of Sidney and The Corporation 
of the Township of Murray shall be extended until and including 
December 31, 1997. 


(3) The County council representatives of the former municipalities 
shall continue to sit on County council until and including December 
31, 1997, and shall have the same number of votes as they did on 
November 30, 1997. 


4. Representation, New Council - (1) Composition of Council - 
The council of the new City shall be composed of thirteen (13) mem- 
bers, the head of council (the Mayor) and twelve members of council. 


(2) Election of Council Members - The head of the council shall be 
elected at large, and the twelve members of council shall be elected by 
ward on the following basis: 


(a) Five members of council shall be elected from Ward #1; 

(b) Four members of council shall be elected from Ward #2; 

(c) Two members of council shall be elected from Ward #3; and 
(d) One member of council shall be elected from Ward #4. 


(3) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5. Wards - (1) The new City shall be divided into four wards as of 
January |, 1998, as described in subsection (2). 


(2) The four wards of the new City are comprised as follows: 


(a) Ward #1 is composed of the entire area of the former City of 
Trenton; 


(b) Ward #2 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Township of Sidney; 


(c) Ward #3 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Township of Murray; and 


(d) Ward #4 is composed of the entire area of the former Village 
of Frankford.

6. Requirement on New Council - (1) The council of the new City 
shall enter into cost sharing agreements with the County of Hastings 
or its successor and the County of Northumberland or its successor for 
the purposes of sharing the delivery of the following services on an 
assessment basis: 


(a) Social Services, more specifically defined as Ontario Works 
and Day Care services; 


(b) Homes for the Aged; and 


(c) Public Health. 


(2) These cost sharing agreements shall not negatively affect the 
operating or capital costs of the County of Hastings or the County of 
Northumberland. 


7. Local Boards - Public Utility Commission - (1) From Novem- 
ber 30, 1997 to and including December 31, 1997, the Trenton Public 
Utilities Commission shall continue to be composed of the head of 
council and the present two commissioners of The Corporation of the 
City of Trenton and the Frankford Hydro Commission shall continue 
to be composed of the head of council and the present two commis- 
sioners of The Corporation of the Village of Frankford. 


(2) The Trenton Public Utilities Commission and the Frankford 
Hydro Commission are dissolved and a new public utilities commis- 
sion, to be called The Public Utility Commission for The Corporation 
of the City of Quinte West, is established on January |, 1998. 


(3) As of January 1, 1998, the Public Utility Commission for The 
Corporation of the City of Quinte West shall be composed of the 
newly elected head of council and two commissioners to be appointed 
by the council of the new City. 


(4) The new public utilities commission of the new City shall con- 
tinue to provide hydro service to the ratepayers of the geographic 
areas of the former City of Trenton and the former Village of 
Frankford. 


(5) The new public utilities commission of the new City shall con- 
tinue to provide water and sewer services, as it relates only to plant, 
forcemain and pumping stations, to the ratepayers of the geographic 
area of the former City of Trenton. 


(6) The by-laws and resolutions of the former Trenton Public Utili- 
ties Commission that relate to the distribution and supply of electrical 
power and of water and sewer services shall become the by-laws and 
resolutions of the new Public Utility Commission for The Corporation 
of the City of Quinte West and shall be applicable in the geographic 
area of the former City of Trenton until amended or repealed. 


(7) The by-laws and resolutions of the former Frankford Hydro 
Commission that relate to the distribution and supply of electrical 
power shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Public 
Utility Commission for The Corporation of the City of Quinte West 
and shall be applicable in the geographic area of the former Village of 
Frankford. 


8. Library Board - (1) The library boards of the former municipal- 
ities are amalgamated into one new library board for the new City, 
known as The Corporation of the City of Quinte West Public Library 
Board, as of January 1, 1998. 


(2) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated in 
accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


9. Police Services Board - (1) As of January 1, 1998, the Trenton 
Police Services Board shall become the new police services board of 
the new City, known as The Corporation of the City of Quinte West 
Police Services Board. 


(2) The police services board of the new City shall continue to pro- 
vide police services to the ratepayers of the geographic area of the 
former City of Trenton. 


(3) The assets and liabilities of the former City of Trenton Police 
Services Board shall become the assets and liabilities of the new 
police services board of the new City. 


(4) The employees of the former City of Trenton Police Services 
Board shall become the employees of the new police services board of 
the new City. 


(5) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated in 
accordance with the Police Services Act. 


10. Other Local Boards - (1) As of January |, 1998, the Parks 
Management Board of the former City of Trenton shall be dissolved. 


(2) As of January 1, 1998, the Recreation, Parks and Community 
Centres Board of the former Township of Murray shall be dissolved. 


(3) The council of the new City shall take on the responsibilities of 
these Boards as of January 1, 1998. 


11. Financial Issues - Taxes - (1) Any unpaid realty and business 
taxes, charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under any 
legislation prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new City and 
may be collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed by 
the new City. 


12. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The reserves and reserve 
funds of the former municipalities shall become the reserves and 
reserve funds of the new City. 


(2) The working funds of the former municipalities shall become the 
working funds of the new City. 


(3) The surpluses of the former municipalities shall become the sur- 
pluses of the new City. 


(4) All reserves and reserve funds dedicated for special purposes in 
the former municipalities that are not used by the new City for the 
benefit of the ratepayers in the respective geographic areas of the 
former municipalities and for the purposes for which they were estab- 
lished shall be area rated back to the ratepayers of the respective geo- 
graphic areas of the former municipalities by the new City through a 
special mill rate adjustment. 


(5) The new City shall use $2,100,000.00 from the reserve fund of 
the former Corporation of the Township of Murray which has been 
used for rate stabilization in the past for the same or similar purposes 
for the benefit of the ratepayers in the geographic area of the former 
Corporation of the Township of Murray. 


13. Area Rating - (1) All debts created prior to January |, 1998 that 
are recoverable by a former municipality through the general mill rate 
shall be area rated back to the taxpayers of the former municipality by 
the new City. This will result in a special mill rate for the taxpayers of 
the former municipality that originally incurred the debt until it is 
retired. 


(2) The new City may provide for a special mill rate adjustment to 
apply to the taxpayers of a former municipality for the purposes of 
police services if those services were provided on December 31, 1997. 


14. Long Term Debt - The long term debt of the former municipali- 
ties shall become the long term debt of the new City. 


15. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws and 
resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards shall 
become the by-laws and resolutions of the new City and its local 
boards and shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the 
council or board of the new City. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new City. 
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16. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Zoning 
by-laws and any official plan or amendments thereto of the former 
municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the new City under the Planning Act. 


17. Roads and Bridges Service Transfer - (1) On January 1, 1998, 
the County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland shall trans- 
fer ownership and control of the county road systems located within 
the geographic area of the former municipalities to the new City. 


(2) The responsibility for the maintenance, repair and construction 
of the county road systems located within the geographic area of the 
former municipalities is, on January |, 1998, transferred to the new 
City. 


(3) All assets, liabilities, rights, obligations and responsibilities of 
the County of Hastings and of the County of Northumberland relative 
to or used in the provision of County road services in any of the 
former municipalities shall be transferred to the new City. 


(4) All equipment owned by the Counties required in the provision 
of road services for that part of the County road system located in the 
former municipalities shall be transferred to the new City according to 
the proportionate share of the number of lane kilometres or equiva- 
lents of County roads currently in the former municipalities. 


(5) The County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland 
shall transfer to the new City their employees that are associated with 
the care, maintenance and operation of the county road systems 
located in the former municipalities in the same proportionate share as 
the number of lane kilometres or equivalents being transferred. 


(6) The County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland 
shall transfer to the new City reserves, reserve funds, and grants asso- 
ciated with the care, maintenance and operation of the county road 
systems located in the former municipalities in the same proportionate 
share as the number of lane kilometres or equivalents being 
transferred. 


(7) The County of Hastings shall assign and transfer a share of the 
funds set out in the Highway Transfer Agreement between the County 
and the Ministry of Transportation based upon the proportionate share 
of provincial highway lane kilometres or equivalents transferred to the 
County that will be transferred by the County to the new City. 


(8) The County of Northumberland shall, upon conclusion of a 
Highway Transfer Agreement between the County and the Ministry of 
Transportation, assign and transfer a share of the funds based upon the 
proportionate share of the number of lane kilometres or equivalents of 
County roads contained within the geographic area of the former 
Township of Murray. 


18. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets, 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the former municipalities and their 
local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations 
of the new City and its local boards. 


(2) Employees - The employees of the former municipalities and 
their local boards shall become the employees of the new City and its 
local boards. 


(3) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales currently in process in the 
former municipalities and not completed by the effective date of 
restructuring shall become the tax sales in process of the new City. 


(4) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to January |, 1998, proce- 
dures to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an 
official plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning 
Act, the council of the new City may continue the process. 


19. Transition Boards - (1) On or after April 1, 1997, a Transition 
Board and an Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall be estab- 
lished. 


(2) Body Corporate - The Boards referred to in subsection (1) are 
bodies corporate and they cease to exist on January 1, 1998. 


(3) Procedural Rules - The Boards referred to in subsection (1) 
shall adopt procedural rules and systems of controls to govern its 
activities. 


(4) Powers of the Transition Board and the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board - (a) Each Board may exercise the powers, as spec- 
ified in this section, of the existing councils of the former municipali- 
ties which form part of the Board. 


(b) Each Board may require that the existing councils of the former 
municipalities forming the Board shall not exercise certain powers, as 
specified in this section, without first obtaining the approval of the 
Board. 


(c) During the term of the Boards, each Board may exercise the pow- 
ers, as specified in this section, which the council of the new munici- 
pality will have when it is amalgamated. 


(5) Composition of Transition Board - (a) The Transition Board 
shall be composed of all members of the Quinte West Restructuring 
Steering Committee, being two council members from the City of 
Trenton, the Reeve and Deputy Reeve from the Township of Sidney, 
the Reeve and Deputy Reeve from the Township of Murray, the Reeve 
and Deputy Reeve from the Village of Frankford and the Wardens of 
the County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland where mat- 
ters relating to that County arise. 


(b) The Chair and Vice-Chairman of the Transition Board shall be 
elected at the first meeting of the Transition Board from among the 
members of the Transition Board by a majority vote. 


(6) Number of Votes - Each member of the Transition Board shall 
have one vote. 


(7) Specified Powers of the Transition Board - The Board shall: 


(a) adopt transition plans for 1997 and prepare a draft 1998 
budget for the new City; 


(b) conduct and monitor studies, research and consultations 
regarding municipal functions, organizations, staffing stan- 
dards and performance; 


(c) require the production of financial and other data, informa- 
tion and other statistics from each of the former municipali- 
ties and their boards; 


(d) approve and establish organizational structures, administra- 
tive and management systems, and related human resource 
matters for the new City; 


(e) approve and establish fully operational municipal organiza- 
tions which shall, on January |, 1998, become the new 
City; 


(f) negotiate and recommend agreements and _ contracts 
concerning operational matters for the new City; 


(g) approve those expenditures, execute such contracts and act 
as the employer for each of the former municipalities which 
constitute part of the Board, where necessary for transi- 
tional purposes; 


(h) purchase, lease or dispose of any assets of each former 
municipality which constitutes part of that Board or require 
the approval of the Board before a former municipality 
purchases, leases or disposes of any asset; 


(i) require the approval of the Board before a former munici- 
pality constituting part of the Board offers employees of the 
former municipalities employment with the new City and 
this may include appointments to the new City, induce- 
ments to terminate employment, severance allowances, 
training assistance or such other benefits as are necessary to 
fill the positions in the new City or to meet the requirements 
of the new City for 1998; 
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approve and give notices of layoff, or provide for severance 
or compensation in lieu of notice or both notice and 
compensation, as required; 


identify, select and appoint employees to the new City and 
establish mechanisms for carrying out these functions; 


negotiate and enter into agreements with employees and 
groups of employees of the former municipalities and the 
new City; 


require the Board’s approval before a former municipality 
which constitutes part of the Board negotiates and enters 
into a contract with its employees or groups of employees; 


approve policies relating to offers of employment or termi- 
nation of employment, and ensure their fair application; 


require that permanent employees of the former municipali- 
ties and their local boards, commissions and agencies, 
employed on or before January 31, 1997 be offered employ- 
ment where positions exist within the new City; 


shall provide that employees who held non-bargaining unit 
positions with a former municipality or its local boards, 
who are offered employment with and will be employed by 
the new City or its local boards, in a bargaining unit posi- 
tion, be credited with seniority at the rate of one hundred 
percent for the employee’s length of service with the former 
municipality or its local boards as if the position or posi- 
tions held with the former municipality or its local boards 
would have been a bargaining unit position(s) with the new 
City or its local boards; 


shall consider the surplus permanent employees of the 
Counties of Hastings and Northumberland, employed on or 
before January 31, 1997, prior to external hiring; 


may retain employees, consultants and advisors for the 
purposes of the Board and incur expenses on behalf of the 
Board and their employees, consultants and advisors; 


establish and implement communications 


employees and the public; 


plans for 


allocate costs for transitional activities including direct and 
indirect costs for the operation of the Board, employee 
voluntary exit payments and severance payments made in 
1997 to the former municipalities according to each munic- 
ipality’s share of the costs; 


arrange for long term borrowing, where necessary, on 
behalf of the former municipalities or require the approval 
of the Board before a former municipality constituting part 
of the Board arranges for long term borrowing for some or 
all transitional costs; 


may despite paragraph (u) cause some or all of the transi- 
tional costs allocated to a former municipality to be borne 
in 1997 and reduce the debt repayment and service costs 
attributable to the ratepayers of that area forming part of the 
new City to retire transitional costs; 


make recommendations to the council deemed to be the 
council of the new City, as described in subsection 2 (3) of 
this Order, for the purposes of the Municipal Elections Act, 
1996; 


shall, on or before March 31, 1998, make a determination as 
to the final adjustment of assets and liabilities as they 
existed on January |, 1998; and 
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(y) make determinations on issues referred to the Board by the 
Assets and Liabilities Board, as described in subsection 
(10) of this section. 


(8) Composition of Assets and Liabilities Transition Board - (a) 
The Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall be composed of the 
treasurers from each of the former municipalities and the treasurers 
from the County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland 
where matters relating to that County arise. 


(b) The Chair and Vice-Chairman of the Assets and Liabilities Tran- 
sition Board shall be elected at the first meeting of the Assets and Lia- 
bilities Transition Board from among the members of the Assets and 
Liabilities Transition Board by a majority vote. 


(9) Number of Votes - Each member of the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board shall have one vote. 


(10) (a) Specified Powers of the Assets and Liabilities Transition 
Board - The Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall: 


(i) complete a report on the final adjustment of assets and 
liabilities by no later than December 31, 1997 for the 
consideration of the new City, as described in paragraph (x) 
of subsection (7) of this section; 


(ii) review and approve all financial transactions of the former 
municipalities in excess of $25,000 that are not included in 
the approved municipal operating or capital budgets for 
1997; and 


(iii) review and approve expenditures of the former municipali- 
ties, during 1997, from reserve and reserve funds, financial 
commitments which extend beyond December 31, 1997 and 
the acceleration of any project originally scheduled to 
commence after December 31, 1997. 


(10) (b) In the event that a treasurer on the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board is unable to approve any matter referred to in sub- 
paragraphs (8) (a) (ii) and (8) (a) (ili), the matter shall be referred to 
the Transition Board. 


20. Advisory Committee - (1) A Technical Advisory Committee 
shall be established on or after April 1, 1997. 


(2) The Technical Advisory Committee shall be comprised of the 
Administrators of the City of Trenton, the Township of Sidney, the 
Township of Murray and the Village of Frankford and the Administra- 
tors of the County of Hastings and the County of Northumberland 
where matters relating to that county arise. 


(3) The Technical Advisory Committee shall provide support, infor- 
mation and advice to the Transition Board.

ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes a 
municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring proposal 
to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Township of Cambridge, 
The Corporation of the Township of South Plantagenet, The Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Caledonia and The Corporation of the Village 
of St. Isidore have each passed council resolutions supporting a restruc- 
turing proposal for amalgamation into the new Corporation of the 
Township of Township of the Nation; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the requirements 
of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Municipal 
Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January 1, 1998, The Corporation of the 
Township of Cambridge, The Corporation of the Township of South 
Plantagenet, The Corporation of the Township of Caledonia and The 
Corporation of the Village of St. Isidore are amalgamated as a township 
under the name of The Corporation of the Township of Township of the 
Nation (hereinafter, the “new Township”) within the United Counties 
of Prescott and Russell. 


2. Procedure to Change the Name of the New Township - (1) After 
consultation with the public by way of survey, the final name of the new 
Township shall be chosen by the Transition Board. If the name so cho- 
sen is different from that described in Section | of this Order, the Tran- 
sition Board shall submit the name to the council of the new Township 
and the procedure outlined in subsection (2) shall apply. 


(2) The name of the new Township as set out in this Order may be 
changed in 1998 upon a request (resolution) from the council of the 
new Township to the Minister.

8. Financial Issues - Taxes - (1) Any unpaid realty and business 
taxes, charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under any 
legislation prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new Township 
and may be collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed 
by the new Township. 


(2) (a) Any increase or decrease in real property and business taxes 
for municipal purposes due solely to the amalgamation as compared to 
that which would have been paid by the ratepayers of a former munic- 
ipality if the amalgamation had not taken place, will be phased-in from 
the effective date of restructuring such that the full increase or decrease 
will apply on January 1, 2001. 


(b) Where the difference in taxation due to amalgamation, as 
described in paragraph (a), is an increase, the following will be sub- 
tracted from the municipal tax levy responsibility for municipal pur- 
poses applicable to ratepayers in the former municipality and where it 
is a decrease, the following will be added to the municipal tax levy 
responsibility for municipal purposes applicable to ratepayers in the 
former municipality: 


(i) in 1998, 75% of the difference; 
(ii) in 1999, 50% of the difference; and 
(iil) in 2000, 25% of the difference. 


9. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) All reserve funds of the former 
municipalities shall become the reserve funds of the new Township and 
shall be used only for the benefit of the respective geographic areas of 
the former municipalities. 


(2) All reserves dedicated for special purposes in the former munici- 
palities shall become the special reserves of the new Township and 
shall be used only for the benefit of the respective geographic areas of 
the former municipalities. 


(3) Any surplus or deficit of the former municipalities for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 1997 shall increase or decrease the amount 
of the working capital reserve of the former municipalities as of that 
date. 


(4) (a) As of January 1, 1998, a working capital reserve shall be 
established for the new Township through the contribution by each of 
the former municipalities, from their working capital reserves, of an 
amount equivalent to a general mill rate of 4.50, which is based on the 
assessment of the former municipalities as of December 31, 1997. 
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(4) (b) As of January |, 1998, in addition to the contribution 
described in paragraph (a) above, each former municipality shall con- 
tribute an amount to the working capital reserve of the new Township 
that is equal to any outstanding long term debt of each former munici- 
pality, exclusive of water and sewage debt, as of December 31, 1997. 


(5) The amount of working capital reserve for each of the former 
municipalities that exceeds the amount defined above in subsection (4) 
shall be kept by the new Township and used as follows: 


(a) One-half of this excess shall be set aside as a reserve to be 
used only for the benefit of the geographic area of the 
respective former municipality; and 


(b) The remaining one-half of this excess shall be used only as 
working capital by the new Township in its first three years 
of operation, and thereafter, as of January |, 2001, it shall be 
applied by the new Township as described in paragraph (a). 


(6) If the amount contributed by a former municipality toward the 
working capital reserve of the new Township is less than that required 
in paragraphs (a) and (b) of subsection (4), the new Township shall, for 
the purposes of covering the balance of the required contribution 
amount, provide for a special mill rate which applies to the taxpayers in 
the area of the former municipality until such time as the required con- 
tribution amount has been reached. 


10. Long Term Debt - The long-term debt of the former municipali- 
ties shall become the long-term debt of the new Township. 


11. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws and 
resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards shall 
become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Township and its local 
boards and shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the coun- 
cil or board of the new Township. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new Township. 


12. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Zoning 
by-laws and any official plan or amendments thereto of the former 
municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the new Township under the Planning 
Act. 


13. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets, 
liabilities, rights and obligations, including that toward employees as 
described in subsection (2), of the former municipalities and their local 
boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations, of the 
new Township and its local boards. 


(2) Employee Obligations - The obligations of the former munici- 
palities with respect to severance allowances for employees displaced 
by the restructuring shall become the obligations of the new Township. 


(3) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales in process in the former munici- 
palities and not completed by the effective date of the restructuring 
shall become the tax sales in process of the new Township. 


(4) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to January |, 1998, proce- 
dures to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an offi- 
cial plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning Act, 
the council of the new Township may continue the process. 


14. Transition Board - (1) On or after March 31, 1997, a transition 
board shall be established. 


(2) Body Corporate - The Board referred to in subsection (1) is a 
body corporate and it ceases to exist on January |, 1998. 


(3) Composition of Board - (a) The Transition Board shall be 
composed of all twenty (20) elected members of the four former munic- 
ipalities. 


(b) The Chair of the Transition Board shall be appointed from among 
the elected members of the councils of the former municipalities by 
simple majority. 


(4) Number of Votes - Each member of the Board shall have one 
vote. 


(5) Quorum - The quorum for a Transition Board meeting shall be 
based on the following:

(8) Powers of the Transition Board - (a) The Board may exercise 
the powers, as specified in this section, of the existing councils of the 
former municipalities which form part of the Board. 


(b) The Board may require that the existing councils of the former 
municipalities forming the Board shall not exercise certain powers, as 
specified in this section, without first obtaining the approval of the 
Board. 


(c) During the term of the Board, the Board may exercise the powers, 
as specified in this section, which the council of the new municipality 
will have when it is amalgamated. 


(9) Specified Powers of the Board - The Board shall: 


(a) establish a transition protocol providing for the procedures 
for the placement of employees in available positions in the 
new municipality, giving first consideration to the employ- 
ees of the former municipalities; 


(b) establish organizational structures, administrative and man- 
agement systems, positions, preliminary job definitions, job 
descriptions, policies, by-laws, budgets and other documents 
for the new municipality; 


(c) identify, select and appoint qualified employees for the new 
municipality; 


(d) retain employees and advisors for the purposes of the Board 
and incur expenses on behalf of the Board and their employ- 
ees and advisers; 


(e) adopt by-laws for the purposes of the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996; and 


(f) apportion to each former municipality its share of the 
Board’s costs associated with the exercise of the powers 
listed above. 


15. Dispute Resolution - A dispute arising out of the interpretation 
of this Order may be settled by any of the following means: 


(a) any of the former municipalities may retain a mediator, the 
costs of which shall be apportioned on the basis of the 
respective assessment bases; or 


(b) in accordance with the provisions of the Arbitration Act, 
1991, with the responsibility for costs related to arbitration 
to be determined in accordance with the Act; or 


(c) the matter may be referred to the council of the new munici- 
pality for resolution.

1. Restructuring - On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the Town 
of Campbellford and The Corporation of the Township of Seymour are 
amalgamated as a town under the name of the Corporation of the 
Municipality of Campbellford/Seymour (hereinafter, the “new Town”) 
within the County of Northumberland.

7. Financial Issues - Taxes - Any unpaid realty and business taxes, 
charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under any legisla- 
tion prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new Town and may 
be collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed by the 
new Town. 


8. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws and 
resolutions of the former municipalities shall become the by-laws and 
resolutions of the new Town and shall remain in effect for five years or 
until they are repealed or amended by the new Town, whichever 
comes first. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new Town. 


9. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Zoning 
by-laws and any official plan or amendments thereto of the former 
municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall remain in force 
until amended or repealed by the new Town under the Planning Act. 


10. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets, 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the former municipalities shall 
become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Town. 


(2) Employees - The employees of the former municipalities shall 
become the employees of the new Town. 


(3) Tax Sales - Tax sales currently in process in the former munici- 
palities and not completed by the effective date of the restructuring 
shall become the tax sales in process of the new Town. 


(4) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to January |, 1998, proce- 
dures to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an offi- 
cial plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning Act, 
the council of the new Town may continue the process. 


11. Issue Resolution: Arbitration - An issue arising out of the 
interpretation of this Order may be referred to arbitration to resolve 
the dispute in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 199], with the 
responsibility for costs related to arbitration to be determined in accor- 
dance with the Act. 


12. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Town is the 
external boundaries of the former Corporation of the Township of Sey- 
mour.

RULE UNDER THE SECURITIES ACT 
DEFINITIONS 
Definitions - In this Rule 


“Canadian Options Course” means the course prepared and 
conducted by The Canadian Securities Institute and so 
named by that Institute on the date that this Rule comes into 
force and every predecessor to that course and every succes- 
sor to that course that does not significantly narrow a subject 
matter; 


“CFA” means the Commodity Futures Act; 


“clearing corporation” means an association or organization 
through which trades in options or futures contracts are 
cleared and settled. 


“commodity” has the meaning ascribed to that term in the 
CFA; 


“equity option” means an option that is issued by a clearing 
corporation the underlying interest of which is one or more 
equity securities; 


“equity security” has the meaning ascribed to that term in 
subsection 89(1) of the Act; 


“non-equity accepted option” means 


(a) an option that is issued by a clearing corporation, other 
than a commodity futures option within the meaning of 
the CFA, the underlying interest of which consists only 
of one or more evidences of indebtedness, interest rates, 
stock market indices, precious metals or commodities, or 


(b) an option that is issued by a clearing corporation and that 
is included in an additional category of options accepted 
by the Director under section 4.1, the underlying interest 
of which is not an equity security; 


“option” means an agreement that provides the holder with 
the right, but not the obligation, to do one or more of the fol- 
lowing on terms or at a price established by or determinable 
by reference to the agreement at or by a time established by 
the agreement: 


1. receive an amount of cash determinable by reference to a 
specified quantity of the underlying interest of the 
option. 


2. purchase a specified quantity of the underlying interest 
of the option. 


3. sell a specified quantity of the underlying interest of the 
option;

approval by the membership of the recognized market clear- 
ing corporation. 


Approval by Commission

DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 
FOR RECOGNIZED MARKET OPTIONS 


A high degree of risk may be involved in the purchase and sale of 
Options, depending to a large measure on how and why Options are 
used. Options may not be suitable for every investor. See “Risks in 
Options Trading” and “Additional Information”. 


Introduction 


This Disclosure Statement sets forth general information relevant 
to the purchase and sale of Put and Call Options traded on a recog- 
nized market and cleared through a clearing corporation. Information 
concerning the underlying interests on which Options are traded, the 
terms and conditions of these Options, the recognized markets on 
which they trade and the applicable clearing corporations may be 
obtained from your broker. Information on investment strategies and 
possible uses of Options may also be obtained from your broker. 


This Disclosure Statement refers only to Options and clearing cor- 
porations which have been recognized or qualified for purposes of this 
Disclosure Statement by provincial securities administrators where 
required. The Options discussed herein trade on markets which, for 
the purposes of this Disclosure Statement only, are referred to as “rec- 
ognized markets”. 


Nature of an Option 


An Option is a contract entered into on a recognized market 
between a seller (sometimes known as a writer) and a purchaser where 
all the terms and conditions of the contract (called the “specifica- 
tions”), other than the consideration (called the “premium’’) for the 
Option, are standardized and predetermined by the recognized market. 
The premium, paid by the purchaser to the seller, is determined in the 
market on the basis of supply and demand, reflecting such factors as 
the duration of the Option, the difference between the exercise price of 
the Option and the market price of the underlying interest, the price 
volatility and other characteristics of the underlying interest. 


There are two types of Options: Calls and Puts. A Call gives the 
purchaser a right to buy, and a Put the right to sell, a specific underly- 
ing interest at a stated exercise price and within a specified period of 
time or on a specific date. An Option subjects the seller to an obliga- 
tion to honour the right granted to the purchaser if exercised by the 
purchaser. Underlying interests can be shares of a specific corporation, 
bonds, notes, bills, certificates of deposit, commodities, foreign cur- 
rency, the cash value of an interest in a stock index or any other inter- 
est provided for in the specifications. 


An Option transaction is entered into on a recognized market by a 
purchaser and a seller represented by their respective brokers. When 
the transaction is concluded it is cleared by a clearing corporation 
affiliated with the recognized market on which the Option is traded. 
When an Option transaction is cleared by the clearing corporation it is 
divided into two contracts with the clearing corporation becoming the 
seller to the purchaser in the transaction and the purchaser to the seller. 
Thus on every outstanding Option, the purchaser may exercise the 
Option against the clearing corporation and the seller may be called 
upon to perform his obligation through exercise of the Option by the 
clearing corporation. 


Options may also be classified according to delivery requirements: 
actual delivery and cash delivery. An actual delivery Option requires 
the physical delivery of the underlying interest if the Option is exer- 
cised. A cash delivery Option requires a cash payment of the differ- 
ence between the aggregate exercise price and the value of the 
underlying interest at a specified time prior or subsequent to the time 
the Option is exercised. 


Options are issued in series designated by an expiration month, an 
exercise price, an underlying interest and a unit of trading. At the time 
trading is introduced in Options with a new expiration month, the rec- 
ognized market on which the Option is traded establishes exercise 
prices that reflect the current spot prices of the underlying interest. 
Generally, three series of Options are introduced with exercise prices 
at, below and above the current spot price. When the spot price of the 
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underlying interest moves, additional Options may be added with dif- 
ferent exercise prices. Options having the same underlying interest 
and expiration month, but having different exercise prices, may trade 
at the same time. 


Specifications of Options 


Specifications of Options are fixed by the recognized market on 
which they are traded. These specifications may include such items as 
trading units, exercise prices, expiration dates, last day of trading, and 
the time for determining settlement values. 


An Option may be bought or sold only on the recognized market 
on which the Option is traded. The recognized market and the clearing 
corporation may each impose restrictions on certain types of transac- 
tions, and under certain circumstances may modify the specifications 
of outstanding Options. In addition, a recognized market or a clearing 
corporation may limit the number of Options which may be held by an 
investor, and may limit the exercise of Options under prescribed 
circumstances. 


Exercising Options 


An Option may have either an American style exercise or Euro- 
pean style exercise irrespective of where the recognized market is 
located. An American style Option can be exercised by the purchaser 
at any time before the expiration. To do this, the purchaser notifies the 
broker through whom the Option was purchased. A purchaser should 
ascertain in advance from his broker the latest date on which he may 
give such notice to his broker. A European style Option may only be 
exercised by the purchaser on a specified date. Upon receiving an 
exercise notice from the purchaser’s broker, the clearing corporation 
assigns it to a member which may re-assign it to a client on a random 
or other predetermined selection basis. 


Upon assignment, the seller must make delivery of (in the case of a 
Call) or take delivery of and pay for (in the case of a Put) the underly- 
ing interest. In the case of a cash delivery Option, the seller must, in 
lieu of delivery, pay the positive difference between the aggregate 
exercise price and the settlement value of the underlying interest (in 
the case of both a Call and a Put). 


A purchaser of an Option which expires loses the premium paid for 
the Option and his transaction costs. The seller of an Option which 
expires will have as his gain the premium received for the Option less 
his transaction costs. 


Trading of Options 


Each recognized market permits secondary market trading of its 
Options. This enables purchasers and sellers of Options to close out 
their positions by offsetting sales and purchases. By selling an Option 
with the same terms as the one purchased, or buying an Option with 
the same terms as the one sold, an investor can liquidate his position 
(called an “offsetting transaction”). Offsetting transactions must be 
made prior to expiration of an Option or by a specified date prior to 
expiration. Offsetting transactions must be effected through the broker 
through whom the Option was initially sold or purchased. 


Price movements in the underlying interest of an Option will gen- 
erally be reflected to some extent in the secondary market value of the 
Option and the purchaser who wishes to realize a profit will have to 
sell or exercise his Option during the life of the Option or on the spec- 
ified date for exercise, as the case may be. 


Costs of Options Trading 
Margin Requirements 


Prior to trading Options, a seller must deposit with his broker cash 
or securities as collateral (called “margin”) for the obligation to buy 
(in the case of a Put) or sell (in the case of a Call) the underlying inter- 
est if the Option should be exercised. Minimum margin rates are set by 
the recognized market on which the Option trades. Higher rates of 
margin may be required by the seller’s broker. 


Margin requirements of various recognized markets may differ. In 
addition, they are subject to change at any time and such changes may 
apply retroactively to Option positions previously established. 


Commission Charges 


Commissions are charged by brokers on the purchase or sale of 
Options as well as on the exercise of Options and the delivery of 
underlying interests. 


Risks in Options Trading 


Options can be employed to serve a number of investment strate- 
gies including those concerning investments in or related to underly- 
ing interests. SOME STRATEGIES FOR BUYING AND SELLING 
OPTIONS INVOLVE GREATER RISK THAN OTHERS. 


The following is a brief summary of some of the risks connected 
with trading in Options: 


(1) Because an Option has a limited life, the purchaser runs the 
risk of losing his entire investment in a relatively short - 
period of time. If the price of the underlying interest does 
not rise above (in the case of a Call) or fall below (in the 
case of a Put) the exercise price of the Option plus premium 
and transaction costs during the life of the Option, or by the 
specified date for exercise, as the case may be, the Option 
may be of little or no value and if allowed to expire will be 
worthless. 


(ii) The seller of a Call who does not own the underlying 
interest is subject to a risk of loss should the price of the 
underlying interest increase. If the Call is exercised and the 
seller is required to purchase the underlying interest at a 
market price above the exercise price in order to make 
delivery, he will suffer a loss. 


(iil) The seller of a Put who does not have a corresponding short 
position (that is an obligation to deliver what he does not 
own) in the underlying interest will suffer a loss if the price 
of the underlying interest decreases below the exercise 
price, plus transaction costs minus the premium received. 
Under such circumstances, the seller of the Put will be 
required to purchase the underlying interest at a price above 
the market price, with the result that any immediate sale 
will give rise to a loss. 


(iv) The seller of a Call who owns the underlying interest is 
subject to the full risk of his investment position should the 
market price of the underlying interest decline during the 
life of the Call, or by the specified date for exercise, as the 
case may be, but will not share in any gain above the exer- 
cise price. 


(v) The seller of a Put who has a corresponding short position 
in the underlying interest is subject to the full risk of his 
investment position should the market price of the under- 
lying interest rise during the life of the Put, or by the speci- 
fied date for exercise, as the case may be, but will not share 
in any gain resulting from a decrease in price below the 
exercise price. 


(vi) Transactions for certain Options may be carried out in a 
foreign currency. Accordingly, purchasers and sellers of 
these Options using Canadian dollars will be exposed to 
risks from fluctuations in the foreign exchange market as 
well as to risks from fluctuations in the price of the under- 
lying interest. 


(vil) There can be no assurance that a liquid market‘ will exist for 
a particular Option to permit an offsetting transaction. For 
example, there may be insufficient trading interest in the 
particular Option; or trading halts, suspensions or other 
restrictions may be imposed on the Option or the under- 
lying interest; or some event may interrupt normal market 
operations; or a recognized market could for regulatory or

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other reasons decide or be compelled to discontinue or 
restrict trading in the Option. In such circumstances the 
purchaser of the Option would only have the alternative of 
exercising his Option in order to realize any profit, and the 
seller would be unable to terminate his obligation until the 
Option expired or until he performed his obligation upon 
being assigned an exercise notice. 


The seller of an American style Option has no control over 
when he might be assigned an exercise notice. He should 
assume that an exercise notice will be assigned to him in 
circumstances where the seller may incur a loss. 


In unforeseen circumstances there may be a shortage of 
underlying interests available for delivery upon exercise of 
actual delivery Options, which could increase the cost of or 
make impossible the acquisition of the underlying interests 
and cause the clearing corporation to impose special exer- 
cise settlement procedures. 


In addition to the risks described above which apply gener- 
ally to the buying and selling of Options, there are timing 
risks unique to Options that are settled by the payment of 
cash. 


The exercise of Options settled in cash results in a cash 
payment from the seller to the purchaser based on the 
difference between the exercise price of the Option and the 
settlement value. The settlement value is based on the value 
of the underlying interest at a specified time determined by 
the rules of the recognized market. This specified time 
could vary with the Option. For example, the specified time 
could be the time for establishing the closing value of the 
underlying interest on the day of exercise or in the case of 
some Options based on a stock index the time for estab- 
lishing the value of the underlying interest which is based 
on the opening prices of constituent stocks on the day 
following the last day of trading. Options for which the 
settlement value is based on opening prices may not, unless 
the applicable recognized market announces a rule change 
to the contrary, trade on that day. 


The settlement value for Options, futures contracts and 
futures options may not be calculated in the same manner 
even though each may be based on the same underlying 
interest. 


Where the settlement value of a cash delivery Option is 
determined after the exercise period, the purchaser who 
exercises such Option will suffer from any unfavourable 
change in the value of the underlying interest from the time 
of his decision to exercise to the time settlement value is 
determined. With actual delivery Options, this risk can be 
covered by a complementary transaction in the actual 
market for the underlying interest. 


The seller of a cash delivery Option is not informed that he 
has been assigned an exercise notice until the business day 
following exercise, at the earliest, and the seller will suffer 
from any unfavourable change in the value of the under- 
lying interest from the time of determination of the settle- 
ment value to the time he learns that he has been assigned. 
Unlike the seller of an actual delivery Option, the seller of a 
cash delivery Option cannot satisfy his assignment obliga- 
tions by delivery of the lower valued underlying interest, 
but must pay cash in an amount determined by the settle- 
ment value. 


The type of risk discussed above makes spreads and other 
complex option strategies involving cash delivery Options 
substantially more risky than similar strategies involving 
actual delivery Options. 
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Tax Consequences 


The income tax consequences of trading in Options are dependent 
upon the nature of the business activities of the investor and the trans- 
action in question. Investors are urged to consult their own profes- 
sional advisers to determine the consequences applicable to their 
particular circumstances.

Before buying or selling an Option an investor should discuss with 
his broker: 


¢ His investment needs and objectives 

¢ The risks he is prepared to take 

¢ The specifications of Options he may wish to trade 
¢ Commission rates 

e Margin requirements 

e Any other matter of possible concern 


Specifications for each Option are available on request from your 
broker and from the recognized market on which the Option is traded. 
Should there be any difference in interpretation between this docu- 
ment and the specifications for a given Option, the specifications shall 
prevail.

APPENDIX B 
RISK DISCLOSURE STATEMENT 


Risk Disclosure Statement for Futures and Options 


This brief statement does not disclose all of the risks and other sig- 
nificant aspects of trading in futures and options. In light of the risks, 
you should undertake such transactions only if you understand the 
nature of the contracts (and contractual relationships) into which you 
are entering and the extent of your exposure to risk. Trading in futures 
and options is not suitable for many members of the public. You 
should carefully consider whether trading is appropriate for you in 
light of your experience, objectives, financial resources and other rele- 
vant circumstances. 


Futures 
1. Effect of “Leverage” or “Gearing” 


Transactions in futures carry a high degree of risk. The amount of 
initial margin is small relative to the value of the futures contract so 
that transactions are “leveraged” or “geared”. A relatively small mar- 
ket movement will have a proportionately larger impact on the funds 
you have deposited or will have to deposit: this may work against you 
as well as for you. You may sustain a total loss of initial margin funds 
and any additional funds deposited with the firm to maintain your 
position. If the market moves against your position or margin levels 
are increased, you may be called upon to pay substantial additional 
funds on short notice to maintain your position. If you fail to comply 
with a request for additional funds within the time prescribed, your 
position may be liquidated at a loss and you will be lable for any 
resulting deficit. 


2. Risk-reducing Orders or Strategies. 


The placing of certain orders (e.g. “stop-loss” order, where permit- 
ted under local law, or “stop-limit” orders) which are intended to limit 
losses to certain amounts may not be effective because market condi- 
tions may make it impossible to execute such orders. Strategies using 
combinations of positions, such as “spread” and “straddle” positions 
may be as risky as taking simple “long” or “short” positions. 
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Options 
3. Variable Degree of Risk 


Transactions in options carry a high degree of risk. Purchasers and 
sellers of options should familiarize themselves with the type of 
option (i.e. put or call) which they contemplate trading and the associ- 
ated risks. You should calculate the extent to which the value of the 
options must increase for your position to become profitable, taking 
into account the premium and all transaction costs. 


The purchaser of options may offset or exercise the options or 
allow the options to expire. The exercise of an option results either in a 
cash settlement or in the purchaser acquiring or delivering the under- 
lying interest. If the option is on a future, the purchaser will acquire a 
futures position with associated liabilities for margin (see the section 
on Futures above). If the purchased options expire worthless, you will 
suffer a total loss of your investment which will consist of the option 
premium plus transaction costs. If you are contemplating purchasing 
deep-out-of-the-money options, you should be aware that the chance 
of such options becoming profitable ordinarily is remote. 


Selling (‘writing” or “granting”) an option generally entails con- 
siderably greater risk than purchasing options. Although the premium 
received by the seller is fixed, the seller may sustain a loss well in 
excess of that amount. The seller will be liable for additional margin to 
maintain the position if the market moves unfavourably. The seller 
will also be exposed to the risk of the purchaser exercising the option 
and the seller will be obligated to either settle the option in cash or to 
acquire or deliver the underlying interest. If the option is on a future, 
the seller will acquire a position in a future with associated liabilities 
for margin (see the section on Futures above). If the option is “cov- 
ered” by the seller holding a corresponding position in the underlying 
interest or a future or another option, the risk may be reduced. If the 
option is not covered, the risk of loss can be unlimited. 


Certain exchanges in some jurisdictions permit deferred payment 
of the option premium, exposing the purchaser to liability for margin 
payments not exceeding the amount of the premium. The purchaser is 
still subject to the risk of losing the premium and transaction costs. 
When the option is exercised or expires, the purchaser is responsible 
for any unpaid premium outstanding at that time. 


Additional Risks Common to Futures and Options 
4. Terms and Conditions of Contracts 


You should ask the firm with which you deal about the terms and 
conditions of the specific futures or options which you are trading and 
associated obligations (e.g., the circumstances under which you may 
become obligated to make or take delivery of the underlying interest 
of a futures contract and, in respect of options, expiration dates and 
restrictions on the time for exercise). Under certain circumstances the 
specifications of outstanding contracts (including the exercise price of 
an option) may be modified by the exchange or clearing house to 
reflect changes in the underlying interest. 


5. Suspension or Restriction of Trading and Pricing Relationships 


Market conditions (e.g. illiquidity) and/or the operation of the rules 
of certain markets (e.g. the suspension of trading in any contract or 
contract month because of price limits or “circuit breakers”) may 
increase the risk of loss by making it difficult or impossible to effect 
transactions or liquidate/offset positions. If you have sold options, this 
may increase the risk of loss. 


Further, normal pricing relationships between the underlying inter- 
est and the future, and the underlying interest and the option may not 
exist. This can occur when, for example, the futures contract underly- 
ing the option is subject to price limits while the option is not. The 
absence of an underlying reference price may make it difficult to judge 
“fair” value. 


6. Deposited Cash and Property 


You should familiarize yourself with the protections accorded 
money or other property you deposit for domestic and foreign transac- 
tions, particularly in the event of a firm insolvency or bankruptcy. The 
extent to which you may recover your money or property may be gov- 
erned by specific legislation or local rules. In some jurisdictions, prop- 
erty which had been specifically identifiable as your own will be 
prorated in the same manner as cash for purposes of distribution in the 
event of a shortfall. 


7. Commission and Other Charges 


Before you begin to trade, you should obtain a clear explanation of 
all commission, fees and other charges for which you will be liable. 
These charges will affect your net profit (if any) or increase your loss. 


8. Transactions in Other Jurisdictions 


Transactions on markets in other jurisdictions, including markets 
formally linked to a domestic market, may expose you to additional 
risk. Such markets may be subject to regulation which may offer dif- 
ferent or diminished investor protection. Before you trade you should 
enquire about any rules relevant to your particular transactions. Your 
local regulatory authority will be unable to compel the enforcement of 
the rules of regulatory authorities or markets in other jurisdictions 
where your transactions have been effected. You should ask the firm 
with which you deal for details about the types of redress available in 
both your home jurisdiction and other relevant jurisdictions before 
you Start to trade. 


9. Currency Risks 


The profit or loss in transactions in foreign currency-denominated 
contracts (whether they are traded in your own or another jurisdiction) 
will be affected by fluctuations in currency rates where there is a need 
to convert from the currency denomination of the contract to another 
currency. 


10. Trading Facilities 


Most open-outcry and electronic trading facilities are supported by 
computer- based component systems for the order-routing, execution, 
matching, registration or clearing of trades. As with all facilities and 
systems, they are vulnerable to temporary disruption or failure. Your 
ability to recover certain losses may be subject to limits on liability 
imposed by the system provider, the market, the clearing house and/or 
member firms. Such limits may vary; you should ask the firm with 
which you deal for details in this respect. 


11. Electronic Trading 


Trading on an electronic trading system may differ not only from 
trading in an open-outcry market but also from trading on other elec- 
tronic trading systems. If you undertake transactions on an electronic 
trading system, you will be exposed to risks associated with the sys- 
tem including the failure of hardware and software. The result of any 
system failure may be that your order is either not executed according 
to your instructions or is not executed at all. Your ability to recover 
certain losses which are particularly attributable to trading on a market 
using an electronic trading system may be limited to less than the 
amount of your total loss. 


12. Off-exchange Transactions 


In some jurisdictions, and only then in restricted circumstances, 
firms are permitted to effect off-exchange transactions. The firm with 
which you deal may be acting as your counterparty to the transaction. 
It may be difficult or impossible to liquidate an existing position, to 
assess the value, to determine a fair price or to assess the exposure to 
risk. For these reasons, these transactions may involve increased risks.

A. Registration Exemption - Section 25 of the Act does not apply 
to a trade in, or advice given in respect of, an exempt exchange 
contract. 


B. Prospectus Exemption - Section 53 of the Act does not apply to 
a trade in an exempt exchange contract.

(a) providing for the seizure and detention of hogs or any class, 
variety, grade or size of hogs by any person appointed under 
clause 3 (1) (g) of the Act if that person believes on reasonable 
grounds that an offence against the Act or the regulations has 
been committed in respect of the hogs; 


(b) providing for the release from detention of the hogs or any class, 
variety, grade or size of hogs if the local board is satisfied that 
the owner of the hogs that have been seized and detained 
complies with the Act and the regulations respecting the hogs; 


(c) providing for the disposal of hogs or any class, variety, grade or 
size of hogs that have been seized and detained and providing 
for the administration and disposition of any money derived 
from the disposal; and 


(d) prescribing the manner in which hogs may be seized, detained, 
released or disposed of.

Foreword 


The disclosure guidelines for Individual Variable Insurance Contracts 
(“TVICs”) established by the Canadian Council of Insurance Regula- 
tors (“CCIR”) and the Canadian Life and Health Insurance Association 
Inc. (“CLHIA”), set out in CLHIA Guidelines Nos. 23, 24, 86, 87, 88 
and The Canadian Code of Advertising Standards (the “Former Guide- 
lines”), have been revised and consolidated, with the applicable legis- 
lation, to produce these CLHIA Guidelines on Individual Variable 
Insurance Contracts relating to Segregated Funds. 


With the exception of Part XIII, Audit and Accounting Requirements 
and the requirement for financial statements on an audited basis under 
Part E, Financial Disclosure, of Form 1, these Guidelines shall apply as 
of July 1, 1997, to all [VICs issued on or before that date. These Guide- 
lines come into full force and effect on January 1, 1998. However, 
CLHIA urges all insurers to note that Part XI, Partitioning of Assets 
held in Segregated Funds, and Part XII, Merger of Segregated Funds, 
have yet to receive the benefit of the proposed amendments to the 
Income Tax Act that would prevent unwanted dispositions occurring in 
the hands of contractholders. 


These Guidelines do not apply to group VICs relating to segregated 
funds. 


Matters respecting the training, competence and skill of life Insurance 
agents are not within the scope of these Guidelines. 


PART I - APPLICATION: 


1.1 General: 


These Guidelines apply to individual variable insurance contracts that 
meet the definition provided in Section 2.1 of these Guidelines and, 
with the exception of Part XIII, Audit and Accounting Requirements 
and Part E, Financial Disclosure, of Form 1, are effective July 1, 1997. 
From July 1, 1997, until the date the first audited financial statements 
are due, the financial statements required under Part E, of Form 1, need 
not be provided on an audited basis. These Guidelines are in full force 
and effect on January 1, 1998. The first audited financial statements 
required under Part E, of Form 1, are due four months after the 
insurer’s fiscal year ending in 1998. 


1.2. Non-Application of Guidelines: 


Group variable insurance contracts relating to segregated funds are not 
subject to the compulsory application of these Guidelines. 


In addition, these Guidelines do not apply in respect of individual vari- 
able insurance contracts that meet the definition provided in Section 
2.1 of these Guidelines, but which are no longer offered for sale to the 
public on, and after, July 1, 1997, provided that the insurer has ceased 


all sales of individual variable insurance contracts. In such an instance, 
the insurer shall, at a minimum, meet the requirements of the former 
CCIR and CLHIA Variable Insurance Contract Guidelines, set out in 
CLHIA Guidelines Nos. 23 and 24, in respect of all existing contracts. 
Where the insurer continues to sell individual variable insurance con- 
tracts generally, but has simply ceased to sell any particular type of its 
individual variable insurance contracts, the insurer must comply with 
these new Guidelines for all of its individual variable insurance 
contracts. 


PART II - DEFINITIONS: 
2.1 In these Guidelines, 
(a) “advertisement” includes all printed and electronic: 


(i) descriptive literature produced by, or on behalf of, an 
insurer in newspapers or magazines, signage, and all radio, 
television, or electronic messages; 


(ii) illustrations, circulars, memoranda, booklets and form 
letters of all kinds including forwarding and return enve- 
lopes or forwarding and return cards mailed by an insurer as 
a mass advertisement to the public without solicitation; and 


(iii) brochures, information folders, summary fact statements or 
other advertising documents produced for distribution to 
the public; 


used in the solicitation for the sale of an individual variable 
insurance contract relating to a segregated fund; 


(b) advisor” means a person(s) or company engaging in or holding 
himself, herself, themselves or itself out as engaging in advising 
others as to the investing in or the buying or selling of securities; 


(c) “arm/’s length transaction” means a transaction with a non- 
related party; 


(d) ‘‘audit’”? means the examination of the financial statements of 
the segregated fund by an independent auditor; 


(e) “auditor” means an accountant who is a member in good 
standing of an institute or association of accountants incorpo- 
rated by, or under, an Act of the legislature of a province; 


(f) “Canadian securities” means securities that are not foreign 
securities; 


(g) “cap” means an agreement obligating the seller to make 
payments to the buyer, each payment based on the amount by 
which a reference price or level or the performance or value of 
one or more underlying interests exceeds a predetermined 
number, sometimes called the strike rate or price; 


(h) ‘cash’ means: 
(i) cash on deposit at the segregated fund’s custodian, or 


(ii) treasury bills or other evidences of indebtedness issued, or 
fully guaranteed as to principal and interest, by: 


(A) any of the Federal, Provincial or Territorial Govern- 
ments of Canada: or 


(B) the Government of the United States or any political 
subdivision thereof, the Government of any sovereign 
state or any supranational agency, provided that such 
treasury bills or other evidences of indebtedness have 
an approved credit rating;

“CLHIA reviewer” means the person designated by the Cana- 
dian Life and Health Insurance Association to review an 
insurer’s draft individual variable insurance contract documents 
in accordance with these Guidelines; 


“counterparties” means the party(ies) other than the insurer, on 
behalf of a segregated fund, to a contract respecting derivatives; 


“counterparty exposure amount” means the net amount of 
credit risk attributable to a derivative instrument entered into 
with a business entity other than through a qualified exchange, 
or cleared through a qualified clearing house (“over-the-counter 
derivative instrument”). The amount of credit risk equals the 
following: the potential exposure of the derivative instrument 
plus:

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“foreign securities” means securities issued by an issuer that is 
constituted under the laws of a jurisdiction other than Canada or 
a Province or Territory of Canada and carries on a substantial 
portion of its activities outside of Canada; 


“forward” means an agreement other than a future to make or 
take delivery of, or effect a cash settlement based on the actual 
or expected price, level, performance or value of one or more 
underlying interests; 


“future” means an agreement traded on a qualified exchange, to 
make or take delivery of or effect a cash settlement based on the 
actual or expected price, level, performance or value of one or 
more underlying interests; 


“government securities” means bonds, debentures or other 
evidences of indebtedness (other than debt-like securities), 
having a term of one year or more, issued or fully guaranteed as 
to principal and interest by any of the Federal, Provincial or 
Territorial Governments of Canada, or the Government of the 
United States of America, or the bonds, debentures or other 
evidences of indebtedness (other than debt-like securities) 
having an approved credit rating and a term of one year or more, 
issued or guaranteed by the government of any sovereign state 
or any supranational agency; 


“hedging” means to enter into a transaction, or a series of trans- 
actions, the intended effect of which, is the offset or reduction of 
the risk associated with all or a portion of an existing investment 
or group of investments. For the transaction to offset or reduce 
the risk associated with an investment, or group of investments, 
there must be a high degree of correlation between changes in 
the market value of the investment, or group of investments, 
being hedged and the instrument or instruments with which the 
position is hedged. The term “hedging” shall also include the 
hedging of all or a portion of the currency exposure of an 
existing investment or group of investments either directly or by 
currency cross hedging; 


“illiquid investments” means investments, other than units or 
shares of a mutual fund or of a segregated fund, which may not 
be readily disposed of in a marketplace where such investments 
are normally purchased and sold and public quotations in 
common use in respect thereof are available; 


“independent qualified appraiser” means a qualified appraiser 
who: 


i) has no direct or indirect interest, financial or otherwise, in 
the real property subject to appraisal or with the party to the 
real estate-related transaction with whom the insurer is 
dealing; and 


ii) is not in the full-time employment of the insurer whose 
segregated fund is being valued, or any associated or affili- 
ated companies of the insurer; 


“individual variable insurance contract” means an individual 
contract of life insurance, including an annuity, or an under- 
taking to provide an annuity, as defined by provincial and terri- 
torial insurance statutes and by the Civil Code of Quebec, under 
which the liabilities vary in amount depending upon the market 
value of a specified group of assets in a segregated fund, and 
includes a provision in an individual contract of life insurance 
under which policy dividends are deposited in a segregated 
fund; 


“information folder” means a disclosure document in respect 
of an individual variable insurance contract, the particulars of 
which are described in Section 5.2 of these Guidelines. No infor- 
mation folder may be forwarded to the applicable insurance 
regulators unless it has received written pre-clearance from the 
CLHIA, and is in compliance with the provisions of these 
Guidelines; 


“insurer” means a life insurance company authorized to 
transact the business of life insurance under the laws of the prov- 
ince or territory in respect of which these Guidelines apply; 
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“investment policy” means a written policy of the insurer 
applying to segregated fund that is the subject of an individual 
variable insurance contract offered for sale in Canada; 


“listed” means publicly-traded securities listed on a recognized 
securities exchange; 


“long position”, with respect to: 


(i) clearing corporation financial options, over-the-counter 
financial options and listed warrants, refers to a segregated 
fund holding a position which entitles the segregated fund 
to elect to purchase, sell, receive or deliver the underlying 
interest (or pay or receive cash in lieu thereof); 


(ii) futures and forward contracts, refers to a segregated fund 
holding a position which obliges the segregated fund to 
accept delivery of the underlying interest (or pay or receive 
cash in lieu thereof); 


(iii) call financial options on futures, refers to a segregated fund 
holding a position which entitles the segregated fund to 
elect to assume a long position in futures; and 


(iv) put financial options on futures, refers to a segregated fund 
holding a position which entitles the segregated fund to 
elect to assume a short position in futures; 


“manager” means a person(s) or company who has the power 
or responsibility to direct the affairs of the segregated fund and 
whose duties include the management of the investment port- 
folio of the segregated fund(s) and the provision of investment 
advice in connection therewith; 


“market value”, in Part X on Investments, means: 
(i) as to cash, the amount; and 


(ii) as to a security held by a segregated fund, the current price 
obtained from a generally recognized source, the most 
recent bid quotation from a generally recognized source, or 
if no generally recognized source exists, the price for the 
security as determined by data and assumptions docu- 
mented by the parties to a transaction, and accrued but 
unpaid income on the security; 


“material change” means a change in a fact required to be 
disclosed in the information folder, other than a change in the 
investments of the segregated fund, that would reasonably be 
expected to influence or change a decision by a prospective 
contractholder; 


“maximum credit exposure” means current exposure (mark- 
to-market) if positive; 


“money market fund” means a segregated fund offered under 
an investment option under an individual variable’ insurance 
contract, and which has and intends to continue to have: 


(i) all of its assets invested in cash or debt obligations maturing 
in 13 months (25 months for government securities) or less 
or in floating rate debt obligations where the principal 
amount of such obligations had a market value of approxi- 
mately par at the time of each change in the rate to be paid 
to the holders of such obligations; 


(ii) a portfolio with a dollar-weighted average term to maturity 
not exceeding 180 days; 


(iii) not less than 95 percent of its assets invested in cash or 
securities, which assets are denominated in the same 
currency as the units of the segregated fund; and 


(iv) not less than 95 percent of its assets invested in cash or debt 
obligations of issuers having an approved credit rating for 
commercial paper as set out in Schedule | attached to these 
Guidelines.

For purposes of calculating the dollar-weighted average term to 
maturity of the money market fund’s portfolio, the term of a 
floating rate obligation shall be the period remaining to the date 
of the next rate setting; 


“performance data” means any rating, ranking, quotation, 
discussion or analysis regarding rate of return, yield, volatility or 
other measurement or description of the investment performance 
of a segregated fund and must comply with the following: 


No sales communication may contain performance data unless it 
complies with the following guidelines:

the method used in calculating the performance data 
during the performance measurement period and a 
statement that the calculation has been performed on a 
net basis and indicating any fees and charges that have 
been deducted in performing the calculation;

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(ii) as to swaps, collars and forwards, the notional amount 
times the square root of the remaining years to maturity 
(residual maturity) times a spread factor of 0.5% for 
interest rate contracts and 3% for cross currency and equity 
contracts; or

to settle outstanding exposure following specified payment 
dates and where the terms are reset so that the market value 
of the contract is zero on these specified dates, the residual 
maturity is considered to be the time until the next reset 
date; 


“qualified appraiser” means an appraiser who has the knowl- 
edge, ability, experience and integrity required to complete the 
assignment competently.

An insurer’s appraiser selection criteria should ensure that 
appraisers used to perform an appraisal for the segregated fund 
are, at a minimum:

No sales communication may refer to a segregated fund as a 
money fund, cash fund or money market fund or imply that a 
segregated fund is a money market fund unless, at the time the 
sales communication is used and for each period for which 
money market fund standard performance data is provided, the 
segregated fund satisfies the definition of money market fund 
and it intends to continue to satisfy such a definition; 


“secondary fund” means a segregated fund, a mutual fund or 
other investment fund, including the fund backing the units 
known as TIPS, in which a segregated fund may invest, 
pursuant to Section 10.3 of these Guidelines; 


“segregated fund” means a separate and distinct segregated 
fund maintained by an insurer in respect of which the non-guar- 
anteed benefits of an individual variable insurance contract are 
provided;

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“short position”, with respect to: 


(i) clearing corporation financial options, over-the-counter

“warrant” means financial option to purchase the underlying 
financial instruments at a given price and time or at a series of 
prices and times outlined in the warrant agreement. A warrant 
is issued alone or in connection with the sale of other securities, 
as part of a merger or recapitalization agreement, and, occa- 
sionally, to facilitate divestiture of the securities of another 
corporation.

Preliminary Filing with CLHIA: 


An. insurer that proposes to offer to the public an individual 
variable insurance contract in any Canadian jurisdiction shall 
file, in draft form, with the CLHIA reviewer, 


(a) the documents evidencing the individual variable insurance 
contract; 


(b) the summary fact statement for each segregated fund 
described in the information folder, and other relevant 
documents, such as any endorsements for registered, indi- 
vidual variable insurance contracts; and 


(c) the information folder, as described in Section 5.2, to be 
used by the insurer in connection with the sale of that type 
of individual variable insurance contract including the 
form of certificate to be signed by any two of the Chief 
Executive Officer, Chief Investment Officer, Chief Finan- 
cial Officer or Secretary of the insurer or a director or 
officer appointed for the purpose. 
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Review for Compliance with Guidelines: 


The CLHIA reviewer shall examine the original documents or 
any material change to an information folder previously filed 
with an Insurance Regulator for compliance with these Guide- 
lines within 30 days from the date of their receipt from the 
insurer. Any previously-filed information folder and any other 
previously-filed revised document submitted to the CLHIA 
reviewer must be in draft form and include both a clean copy, 
and a blackline version setting out the changes. 


Examination Letter to Insurer: 


Where the draft documents do not meet the requirements set out 
in these Guidelines, or require further changes, the CLHIA 
reviewer shall forward an examination letter to the insurer indi- 
cating the nature of the non-compliance. 


Amendments and Re-Submission: 


Upon receiving the letter referred to in Section 3.3, the insurer 
shall make any necessary changes to the draft documents and re- 
submit them to the CLHIA reviewer for further examination and 
possible comment. 


Copies for Submission to Insurance Regulators: 


Once the CLHIA reviewer is satisfied that the insurer’s draft 
documents are in compliance with these Guidelines and suitable 
for filing with the applicable Insurance Regulators, the insurer 
shall forward to the CLHIA reviewer sufficient copies thereof 
for submission to the applicable Insurance Regulators, in 
compliance with Part IV of these Guidelines, accompanied by 
the insurer’s submission letters addressed to each Insurance 
Regulator. Blackline and clean copy versions should be 
included in respect of any previously-filed document with mate- 
rial changes. Note that French language versions of the draft 
documents are required for submission to Quebec and New 
Brunswick. 


Filing of Draft Documents with CLHIA Comfort Letter: 


The CLHIA reviewer shall forthwith submit the insurer’s draft 
documents, along with the CLHIA comfort letter, to each appli- 
cable Insurance Regulator in compliance with Part IV of these 
Guidelines, as requested by the insurer. 


Response by Insurance Regulator: 


Any correspondence from an Insurance Regulator regarding the 
draft documents will be sent directly to the submitting insurer 
with a copy forwarded by the insurer to the CLHIA reviewer. 
The insurer shall respond directly to any comments received 
from an Insurance Regulator and forward a copy of the corre- 
spondence to the CLHIA reviewer. 


Filing of Final Documents with CLHIA Transmittal Letter: 


The CLHIA reviewer shall forthwith file the final printed 
versions of the insurer’s documents, together with the CLHIA 
transmittal letter, with the applicable Insurance Regulators upon 
receipt from the insurer of: 


(a) the final printed versions of the documents with the infor- 
mation folder duly certified by the insurer; 


(b) a copy of the Insurance Regulator’s certificate where such 
certificate is required to be issued to the insurer under the 
applicable legislation of a particular jurisdiction; and 


(c) in respect of any jurisdiction where an Insurance Regu- 
lator’s certificate is not required to be issued, written confir- 
mation that at least 30 days have elapsed since the date the

or a director or officer appointed for the purpose, and the 
summary fact statement for each segregated fund described 
in the information folder. 


Re-Filing of Information Folder: 


Subject to compliance with the requirements of Part III of these 
Guidelines with respect to a material change, an insurer that has 
filed an information folder in respect of an individual variable 
insurance contract shall, as long as it continues to offer to enter 
into that type of individual variable insurance contract, file with 
the applicable Insurance Regulator a blackline copy and a clean 
copy of a new information folder in respect of that type of indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract certified as provided in 
Section 4.1 and the executed Compliance Report in accordance 
with Form 2; 


(a) forthwith upon any material change in the latest informa- 
tion folder filed in respect of that type of individual variable 
insurance contract; and 


(b) within 


(1) one year and one month after the date of filing of the 
latest information folder, or 


(ii) sixteen months of the date of the audited financial state- 
ments contained in the latest information folder, which- 
ever is the earlier. 


PART V - GENERAL DISCLOSURE REQUIREMENTS:

Contract Disclosure: 


The documents evidencing an individual variable insurance 
contract shall: 


(a) on the cover or face page of the contract, include the 
following warning statement in bold, capitalized print: 


“SUBJECT TO ANY APPLICABLE DEATH 
AND MATURITY GUARANTEE, ANY PART 
OF THE PREMIUM OR OTHER AMOUNT 
THAT IS ALLOCATED TO A SEGREGATED 
FUND IS INVESTED AT THE RISK OF THE 
CONTRACTHOLDER AND MAY INCREASE 
OR DECREASE IN VALUE ACCORDING TO 
FLUCTUATIONS IN THE MARKET VALUE 
OF THE ASSETS OF THE SEGREGATED 
FUND.” 
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(b) describe the benefits under the individual variable insur- 
ance contract and indicate which benefits are guaranteed 
and which benefits are not guaranteed but fluctuate with the 
market value of the assets of the segregated fund supporting 
them; 


(c) state, 


(i) the method of determining the benefits related to the 
market value of the segregated fund and the amount of 
the surrender value of these benefits, and 


(ii) where provision is made for part of the premium to be 
allocated to provide the benefits related to the market 
value of the segregated fund, the percentage of the 
premium so allocated; 


(d) state the times, which shall not be less than once monthly, at 
which the segregated fund shall be valued and at which the 
value of the benefits related to the market value of the 
segregated fund may be determined; and 


(e) describe the fees and charges, or methods of determining 
the fees and charges, against the segregated fund for taxes, 
management, or other expenses. 


Information Folder Disclosure: 


The information folder relating to an individual variable insur- 
ance contract shall, 


(a) present in clear and plain language, without reference to 
technical terms where possible or to inapplicable items, the 
information required by Form | in an order appropriate to 
best describe the contract itself and not necessarily in the 
order provided in Form 1, except with respect to Item 1; 


(b) contain or be accompanied by the audited financial state- 
ments and notes to the audited financial statements required 
by Items 16, 17, 18, 19 and 20 of Form | as of a date not 
earlier than the fiscal year of the insurer just ended; 


(c) contain the title “Information Folder” on the cover or face 
page with a separate statement that the information folder 
iS not an insurance contract; 


(d) contain, on the first page immediately following the cover 
or face page, a one-page executive summary of the folder’s 
highlights in bullet form. This executive summary is not 
permitted to be a separate document. This executive 
summary must advise the reader to review the audited 
financial statements for the segregated fund and include the 
following statement informing contractholders of their 
basic rights: 


“A description of the key features of the individual 
variable insurance contract is contained in this 
information folder. Subject to any applicable death 
and maturity guarantee, any part of the premium 
or other amount that is allocated to a segregated 
fund is invested at the risk of the contractholder and 
may increase or decrease in value according to the 
fluctuations in the market value of the assets of the 
segregated fund.”; 


(e) contain a brief summary of each segregated fund’s invest- 
ment policy, as described in Section 10.1 (1) including a 
statement advising the prospective contractholder that a 
detailed description of each segregated fund’s investment 
policy is available upon request from the insurer with 
specific information as to how it can be accessed or 
obtained; and 


(f) comply with the requirements of Part VIII, Advertising; and 


(g) contain or be accompanied by a summary fact statement for 
each segregated fund. 
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5.4 


Real Estate Segregated Fund Disclosure: 


The information folder offering individual variable insurance 
contracts relating to a real estate segregated fund shall: 


(a) emphasize the long-term nature of an investment in a real 
estate segregated fund; 


(b) state that such individual variable insurance contracts can 
be redeemed only on specified dates and only on a specified 
number of days prior notice as provided in the contracts 
and accordingly are not a suitable investment for 
contractholders who require ready convertibility of their 
funds into cash; 


(c) state that redemption of individual variable insurance 
contracts may be suspended during any period that the 
segregated fund does not have sufficient cash or readily 
marketable securities to meet requests for redemptions; 


(d) state that the net asset value at which individual variable 
insurance contracts are issued and redeemed is based upon 
appraisals of the real property; that for any given real prop- 
erty there is a range of market values; that an appraisal is an 
opinion only and that there can be no assurance that the 
appraised value will be equal to the price for which the 
property is ultimately sold; and 


(e) state that the net asset value per individual variable insur- 
ance contract for the purchase or redemption of individual 
variable insurance contracts may differ from the amounts 
that would be paid to contractholders on dissolution of the 
fund. 


Annual Statement to Contractholder: 


The insurer shall furnish to the contractholder, within four 
months of each successive fiscal year end of the insurer, a state- 
ment showing the following: 


(a) the information required by Form 1, Item 11; 


(b) the management expense ratio with a brief explanation 
thereof; 


(c) the value of the benefits under the contractholder’s indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract related to the market 
value of the segregated fund at the end of the period 
covered by the statement; 


(d) the amount, if any, allocated under the contractholder’s 
individual variable insurance contract to a segregated fund 
during the period covered by the statement; 


(e) the overall rate of return, calculated on a net basis, for the 
segregated fund for the last 1,3,5 and 10 year periods, if 
applicable; and 


(f) the audited financial statements for the fiscal year of the 
insurer just ended.

Acknowledgement of Receipt of Information Folder: 


The insurer shall, at the time of delivery, obtain from any person 
to whom an information folder is delivered in compliance with 
Section 6.1 of these Guidelines a signed statement in writing 
acknowledging that he or she has received a copy of such infor- 
mation folder. 


Provision of Summary Fact Statement: 


A summary fact statement in respect of each segregated fund 
must be given to the prospective contractholder at the time of 
delivery of the information folder. The summary fact statement 
may either be a separate document or appear as part of the infor- 
mation folder. 


Requirements for Other Written Documents: 


Where a prospective contractholder is furnished with any other 
type of written document that is a direct inducement to purchase 
a particular individual variable insurance contract such docu- 
ment shall: 


(a) be consistent with the relevant provisions of that particular 
contract and Part VIII, Advertising, of these Guidelines;

(b) contain the following warning set out in bold, capitalized 
print:

PART VII -CORPORATE GOVERNANCE OF SEGREGATED

FUNDS: 


An insurer that establishes and maintains a segregated fund as a

(a) prepare the segregated fund’s financial statements, 


described in Part XIII of these Guidelines, annually; 


(b) appoint an auditor to make such examination as the auditor 
considers necessary to enable the auditor to report on the 
segregated fund’s financial statements; 


(c) monitor the quality of internal controls in place for the 
segregated fund; 


(d) ensure that the segregated fund has an investment policy in 
accordance with Part X of these Guidelines, and monitor 
the segregated fund for compliance with that policy; 


(e) review any partitions or mergers of segregated funds as 
described in Part XI or Part XII of these Guidelines; and 


(f) make available explanatory materials to life agents. 


PART VIII - ADVERTISING: 


8.1 


Advertising: 


No insurer or agent shall give any undertaking or make any 
promises as to the future value of a segregated fund, of any

interest in a segregated fund, or of any benefit supported by a 
segregated fund except with respect to a guarantee for the return 
of all or portion of the premiums on death or at maturity as 
provided for under the individual variable insurance contract. 


Unfair and Deceptive Acts and Practices: 


No insurer may engage in any unfair or deceptive acts or prac- 
tices including: 


(a) the issuance of any illustration, circular, memorandum or 
statement that misrepresents, or omits material information 
and thus misrepresents, terms, benefits or advantages of any 
individual variable insurance contract issued or to be 
issued; 


(b) the giving of any false or misleading statement as to the 
terms, benefits or advantages of any individual variable 
insurance contract issued or to be issued; 


(c) the making of any incomplete comparison of an individual 
variable insurance contract with that of any other insurer for 
the purpose of inducing, or intending to induce, a 
contractholder to forfeit or surrender his or her contract; 


(d) the making of any incomplete comparison of an individual 
variable insurance contract with other investment vehicles, 
that is so incomplete that it misrepresents the individual 
variable insurance contract’s terms, benefits or advantages; 


(e) the making of any advertisement which, directly or indi- 
rectly, unfairly criticizes the contracts, services or methods 
of its competitors; or 


(f) the doing of any other activity or the failure to do an act that 
may be deemed to be an unfair or deceptive act or practice 
by any applicable legislation of a particular jurisdiction. 


Words or Sentences Used in Advertisements: 


The words or sentences regarding life insurance coverage under 
an individual variable insurance contract must be explained in 
the advertisement. Expressions commonly used in individual 
variable insurance contracts must also be used in advertisements 
respecting such contracts. 


Clarity of Written Advertisements: 


All information in written advertisements must be clearly 
presented and correspond with the statements relating thereto or 
be grouped under appropriate headings so that the advertisement 
is factual and the text of the advertisement is comprehensible 
and coherent.

If Advertisement Must Also List 


Limitations: 


Advantages, 


When an advertisement mentions any advantage, such as the 
nature of the coverage, the benefits payable or any other advan- 
tage attached to the individual variable insurance contract or to 
one of its provisions, it must also fairly disclose, in close prox- 
imity, and in the same manner, any limitations, exceptions or 
reductions which affect the nature of the coverage. 


Advertisements that State Term or Age as a Condition: 


An advertisement respecting an individual variable insurance 
contract, whether purchased as a registered or non-registered 
policy, shall provide the prospective contractholder with 
adequate information respecting the issue date of the contract, 
particularly as it relates to the prospective contractholder’s age. 


An advertisement for a Registered Retirement Savings Plan 
(“RRSP”) which states a term or age as a condition of the 
validity of the contract shall indicate that it must convert to an 
annuity or a Registered Retirement Income Fund (“RRIF”) 
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before the end of the year in which the insured attains the age 
limit specified in the applicable income tax legislation. 


Advertisement Referring to Renewal, Cancellation or 
Termination: 


An advertisement which refers to renewal, cancellation or termi- 
nation of an individual variable insurance contract shall describe 
the provisions of the contract which are related thereto. 


Advertisement Not to be Misleading: 
No advertisement shall: 


(a) contain false, misleading, unwarranted or exaggerated 
statements, either directly or by implication; 


(b) make misleading or inaccurate presentations; 


(c) conflict with any information contained in an information 
folder or in a sales communication; 


(d) contain false or misleading testimonials; 
(e) disparage another company’s product; 


(f) deliberately imitate the text, slogans or illustrations of other 
advertisers in order to mislead the consumer; 


(g) change or distort the true meaning of statements by actu- 
arial, technical, medical or professional authorities; 


(h) use technical or industry terminology without consideration 
of the level of comprehension of the public; 


(i) contain statements that appear to have an actuarial or tech- 
nical basis when, in fact they do not; 


(j) offer guarantees of any kind unless the conditions and 
limits are fully explained; 


(k) include statements likely to mislead the public to believe 
that the benefits may be greater than those provided for in 
the contract; 


(1) include statements likely to mislead as to the amounts of 
benefits paid, the number of persons insured or other statis- 
tical information respecting an insurer or an insurance 
contract; or 


(m) use statistics without clearly identifying their source. 
Testimonials: 


Testimonials used in an advertisement must be of a general 
nature, be authentic and express the current opinion of the 
author of the testimony at that time. Where a testimonial or a 
recommendation is paid for directly or indirectly by the insurer, 
or someone on its behalf, the advertisement shall so state. When 
using a testimonial, the insurer shall be deemed to assume as its 
own all of the statements contained therein. 


Advertisement to Establish Real Identity: 


An advertisement shall establish the real identity of the insurer 
and must not mention any device which is misleading in relation 
to a trade name, service mark, slogan or symbol. It shall also 
contain the date of its first publication. 


Insurer’s Corporate Name: 
The insurer’s corporate name shall be printed in full in an adver-

Text Requirements and Warnings: 


Disclaimers or asterisked information in a written advertisement 
should be so located and large enough to be clearly visible. All 
wamings and disclaimers shall be at least 8-point type if 
contained in a written sales communication, or clearly displayed 
and audible or visible for a reasonable period of time if broad- 
cast or delivered by way of an electronic medium. 


All other text in a written sales communication shall be at least 
8-point type. 


All sales communications, whether written, or delivered by way 
of electronic media, shall include the prescribed warning (with 
appropriate modifications by an insurer selling a life insurance 
contract or an immediate annuity contract that provides for 
investment in a segregated fund), as set out Section 5.2(d) 
except in circumstances where the sales communication does 
not contain any performance data and the warning would consti- 
tute more than 50% of the sales communication. 


Provisions for Registered and Non-Registered Individual 
Variable Insurance Contracts: 


An insurer shall: 


(a) indicate in the information folder in respect of registered, 
individual variable insurance contracts that such contracts 
are one of a number of different vehicles for the accumula- 
tion of retirement income; 


(b) whenever tax saving, as opposed to tax sheltering or 
deferral, is described as an advantage of a registered, indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract, indicate that ultimately 
all benefits received shall be added to income for tax 
purposes; 


(c) where past performance is advertised, comply with Section 
8.1 and include the prescribed warning set out in Section 
5.2(d), and indicate: 


(i) where an illustration of growth rates of a segregated 
fund is based upon the past performance of a segre- 
gated fund itself or of similar funds or of one or more 
indices, it shall also be made clear that such past 
results should not be construed as being indicative of 
the future performance of the segregated fund; 


(ii) past performance must be reported, at a minimum, on 
a 1, 3,5 and 10 year basis. Where a segregated fund 
has not been in existence for 10 years, then its past 
performance should be reported, at minimum, on a |, 
3 and 5S year basis, or as is applicable; and 

(iii) performance data which is provided must, at a 

minimum, be for the 1, 3,5, and 10 year periods, or as 

is applicable, ending on a calendar month not more 
than 3 months prior to the date of first publication; 


(d) where rates of return are advertised with respect to invest- 
ments over a stipulated period of time, indicate also any 
qualification which would prevent redemptions prior to 
expiry of such period; 


(e) where withdrawal privileges for investments in a segre- 
gated fund are advertised, indicate any qualification 
preventing withdrawal of the redemption request, 


(f) where fees or charges are referred to, include a statement 
listing all fees and charges which are applicable; 


(g) where costs or commissions on sales of individual variable 
insurance contracts are referred to as applying or not 
applying, include a statement listing all fees and charges 
applicable to those sales. Where a withdrawal charge is 
applicable, include a statement listing the charge; 
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(h) where describing an individual variable insurance contract 
as suitable for registration (e.g. as an RRSP), include the 
following statements: 


(i) if applicable, that certain of its regular contractual 
benefits may be required to be modified under the 
terms of an endorsement upon registration; 


(ii) that registered life insurance contracts may be more 
suitable as a means of long duration investment rather 
than short duration; and 


(iii) that the prospective contractholder discuss fully all 
aspects of registration with the insurer or agent before 
the purchase of any registered, individual variable 
insurance contract; and 


the insurer shall not refer to immediate tax saving as the 
primary reason for purchasing registered, individual vari- 
able insurance contracts, such as RRSPs, nor shall the 
insurer emphasize deregistration soon after the contract is 
issued. 


Performance Comparisons for Segregated Funds: 


A sales communication or advertisement that compares the 
performance of one or more segregated funds to a consumer 
price index, any stock, bond or other index, average, or any 
guaranteed investment certificate or other certificate or deposit, 
real estate or any other investment of any kind or nature, 
including another segregated fund, shall: 


(a) include all facts that, if disclosed, would likely materially 
alter conclusions reasonably drawn or implied by the 
comparison; 


(b) present data for each subject of comparison for the same 
period(s); and 


(c) where the performance of an index or average is compared, 
if appropriate in view of the nature of the comparison, 
describe the index or average, point out if there are material 
differences between the composition of or calculation of the 
performance of the index or average and the investment 
portfolio of the segregated fund and state any other factors 
to make the comparison fair and not misleading. 


Illustrations: 


An illustration presenting any prospective accumulation of the 
value of contributions to an individual variable insurance 
contract shall include a statement that the accumulation may be 
used at maturity to provide an annuity, or if it is a life insurance 
product, shall include a statement that the accumulation may 
provide a death benefit, and, in either case, shall also state the 
rate of growth assumed in calculating the illustration and shall 
also state whether or not any guarantee applies in whole or in 
part, and the nature of such guarantee. 


The contents of an illustration must meet the minimum require- 
ments set forth in the CLHIA’s Guideline for Life Insurance 
Illustrations, as may be amended from time to time. 


Standard Performance Measurement Presentation: 


It is recommended that the insurer adopt a system of standard 
performance measurement presentation for the reporting of data, 
such as those contained in the Association for Investment 
Management and Research’s (“AIMR”) Standards of Practice 
Handbook, as amended from time to time. 


PART IX - RETAIL REMUNERATION: 


9.1 


Insurer Shall Obtain Written Agreement from Agent: 


An insurer offering individual variable insurance contracts for 
sale through agents or brokers shall have a written agreement 
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(the “agent’s agreement”) with each agent or corporate agency 
authorized to sell individual variable insurance contracts. 


No Unauthorized Advertisements: 


No advertisement shall be published and no pamphlet or booklet 
concerning or referring to an insurer’s individual variable insur- 
ance contracts shall be issued, displayed or circulated by the 
agent unless prior authorization is obtained in writing from the 
insurer. The insurer remains bound by the rules pertaining to 
Advertising as set out in Part VIII of these Guidelines. 


“Trailer” or Service Fees: 


Where an agent is entitled to receive “trailer” or service fees 
from the insurer or the manager of the segregated fund, and 
these fees are charged to the assets of the segregated fund, this 
fact shall be disclosed to prospective contractholders in the 
information folder, along with an explanation of the services that 
they can expect to receive as a result. 


The insurer shall provide the particulars of such fees in the infor- 
mation folder, in accordance with Form 1, Item 12, if the fees 
are charged to the assets of the segregated fund. 


Management Expense Ratio: 


(1) The audited financial statements for a segregated fund shall 
set out in tabular form the management expense ratio for 
each fee option under an individual variable insurance 
contract for each of the last five completed financial years 
of the segregated fund, together with a brief description of 
the method of calculating the management expense ratio. 


(2) Where the basis of the calculation of fees and charges and 
other expenses that are charged to a segregated fund are 
changed or proposed to be changed and where such change 
would have a material effect on the management expense 
ratio for the last completed financial year of the segregated 
fund if such change had been in effect for such year, the 
information folder shall disclose the effect of such change. 


(3) Where any financial period referred to in Section 9.4(1) is 
less than 12 months, the management expense ratio shall be 
shown on an annualized basis with reference to the period 
covered and to the fact that the management expense ratio 
for the period has been annualized. 


(4) The management expense ratio of a segregated fund appli- 
cable to a particular fee option under an individual variable 
insurance contract for any financial year shall be obtained 
by dividing (i) the aggregate of all fees and charges and 
other expenses paid or payable by the segregated fund 
during or in respect of the financial year in question which 
relate to that particular fee option, by (ii) the amount of the 
average net asset value of the segregated fund attributable 
to the particular fee option for the financial year in question 
and multiplying the quotient by 100. For the purpose of 
making this calculation: 


(a) the expression “the average net asset value of the segre- 
gated fund attributable to the particular fee option for a 
financial year” means the result obtained by: 


(i) adding together the amounts determined to be the 
net asset value of the segregated fund attributable 
to the particular fee option as at the close of busi- 
ness of the segregated fund on each day during the 
financial year in question on which the net asset 
value of the segregated fund has been determined 
in the manner from time to time as described in 
Item 2 of Form 1; 


(ii) dividing the amount resulting from the addition 
provided for in clause (i) by the number of days 
during the financial year in question on which the 
net asset value has been determined; 
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(b) for the purposes of Section 9.4, the expression “all fees 
and charges and other expenses” means all fees and 
charges and expenses paid or payable by the segregated 
fund with the exception of commissions and brokerage 
fees on the purchase and sale of portfolio securities, 
interest charges (if any) and taxes of all kinds to which 
the segregated fund is subject. 


The audited financial statements of the segregated fund 
shall set out in appropriate detail the amounts of all fees and 
charges and other expenses, if any, which have been 
charged to the segregated fund during the period covered by 
the financial statements. 


INVESTMENTS: 


10.1 Investment Policy of the Segregated Fund: 


The insurer shall include a brief statement in the informa- 
tion folder of the investment policy of the segregated fund 
addressing each of the following matters: 


(a) the objectives of the segregated fund including the 
investment style or parameters of the investment port- 
folio; 


(b) use of the segregated fund’s earnings; and 


(c) disclosure, at a minimum, of the following principal 
risks, if applicable to the segregated fund: interest rate 
risk; foreign currency risk; credit risk; sovereign risk; 
market risk; special equities risk; real estate risk; and 
derivative risk. State whether or not the segregated 
fund uses leverage, and if so, the manner by which it 
controls the risk related to this leverage (e.g., use of 
secondary funds, diversification, etc.). 


The insurer shall abide by all of the following limits: 


(a) the sum of the segregated fund’s exposures to any one 
corporate entity may not exceed 10% of the value of the 
fund. Exposure may take the form of securities issued 
by the entity, loans to the entity recorded on the face of 
the financial statements or credit exposure (expressed 
as “credit equivalent amount’) to the entity; 


(b) the percentage of securities of any one corporate issue 
that may be acquired is limited to 10% of each class of 
securities of any one corporate issuer except for any 
corporate issue of, or a government security guaranteed 
by any government authority in Canada; 


(c) as a matter of investment policy, at the time of making 
an investment, an insurer shall not seek to invest in 
the securities of a company in order to exercise control 
or management of it. However, should an insurer 
ultimately gain control or management of a company 
due to market forces, such as through realization proce- 
dures, such a circumstance is not prohibited; 


(d) where more than 10% of the market value of the segre- 
gated fund is or will be invested in mortgages, state the 
method used to determine the market value of the mort- 
gages. This method must provide for the categorization 
of mortgages based on risk, and within each category, 
mortgages are to be valued at a principal amount based 
on the following: the prevailing rate of return; the dura- 
tion; the relationship between the current interest rates 
and the interest rate of the mortgage for that category; 
and, the statutory requirements relating to wrap-around 
mortgages, where applicable; and 


(e) where more than 10% of the market value of the fund is 
or will be invested in real estate for the production of 
income, state the method used to determine the market 
value of the real estate. This method must include the 
following: the initial market value shall be equal to the 
cost of acquiring the real estate including professional 
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fees and other costs; each parcel of real estate must be 
appraised by an independent qualified appraiser at least 
once every 3 years; each parcel of real estate must be 
appraised at least once a year by a qualified appraiser 
and may include an updating of previous appraisals; for 
dates where no appraisal is available, the insurer must 
provide a monthly market value; all appraisals in any 
one year must be scheduled at regular intervals over the 
year; where a material change in the condition of any 
real estate held in the segregated fund occurs that could 
materially affect the fund’s market value, the insurer 
must immediately arrange for an appraisal by an inde- 
pendent qualified appraiser of such real estate and 
adjust the valuation of it at the next monthly valuation 
date after the appraisal is made.

Use of Derivatives Instruments in an Unlevered 


Portfolio: 


Where the investment policy of a segregated fund states 
that leverage will not be used, the notional amount of deriv- 
atives used by the segregated fund shall not exceed 100% of 
the value of the net assets of the segregated fund, subject to 
a short-term 2% variation depending on movements in the 
foreign exchange value of the currency in which the units of 
the fund are offered. In those instances, where derivatives 
add to the market exposure of the segregated fund (e.g., 
through a long position in a futures contract, swaps, call 
financial options, or a short position in a put financial 
option), the segregated fund will hold cash which together 
with any margin on account are equal to the notional value 
of any derivative instrument held. Where the derivatives 
provide negative market exposures to the segregated fund 
(e.g., a short position in a futures contract, swap, call finan- 
cial option or a long position in a put financial option), the 
segregated fund must hold a position in the underlying 
instrument in the portfolio or an equivalent long position 
equal to the notional value of the derivatives instrument 
held. 


Derivatives may be used in hedging positions recorded on 
the face of the financial statements and positions disclosed 
in the notes to the financial statements, to generate income 
(by sale of covered calls) or for replication of an index. 


For segregated funds using derivatives to change the asset 
exposure and currency exposure, the notional value of the 
derivatives relating to assets shall be measured indepen- 
dently of those relating to currency so that the currency 
positions do not independently exceed the net assets of the 
segregated fund. 


Use of Derivatives Instruments in a Levered Portfolio: 


Where the investment policy of a segregated fund specifi- 
cally states that leverage will be or may be used, derivatives 
may be used to create this leverage if all of the following 
conditions are met: 


(a) no more than 20% of the net assets of the segregated 
funds will be invested in any particular trading strategy 
or approach using leverage; 


(b

the segregated fund will isolate each levered trading 
strategy or approach in limited liability secondary 
funds in order to protect the segregated fund from 
losing more than 20% of the net assets of the segre- 
gated fund on that strategy; 


(c 


a 


on a quarterly basis, the management of the segregated 
fund will make such risk management studies as it 
deems prudent to ensure that each of the levered strate- 
gies anticipated for a segregated fund is relatively inde- 
pendent of other such strategies (e.g., low correlation, 
etc.); and 
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(d) where leverage is being used, the contractholder shall 
be informed in the information folder of the historical 
and anticipated risk level of the segregated fund with 
such measures as standard deviation. 


(3) Over-the-Counter Derivatives Instruments: 


Where over-the-counter derivatives instruments are used, 
the following conditions must be met: 


(a) acalculation of the counterparty exposure amount must 
be made at least monthly for each counterparty and 
such exposure to any counterparty taken together with 
any exposures recorded on the face of the financial 
statements must not exceed 10% of the net assets of the 
segregated fund for any individual counterparty; and 


(b) fund managers are prohibited from making derivative 
contracts on behalf of the segregated fund with the 
sponsoring insurer or any entity controlled by, or in 
control of, the sponsoring insurer, or in the control of an 
entity in control of the sponsoring insurer. 


(4) Valuation of Derivatives: 


Positions in derivative instruments shall be valued at the 
current market value thereof. 


Where a covered clearing corporation financial option, 
financial option on futures or over-the-counter financial 
option is written, the premium received by the segregated 
fund shall be reflected as a deferred credit that shall be 
valued at an amount equal to the current market value of the 
clearing corporation financial option, financial option on 
futures or over-the-counter financial option that would have 
the effect of closing the position. Any difference resulting 
from revaluation shall be treated as an unrealized gain or 
loss on investment. The deferred debit or credit shall be 
included in determining the net asset value of the segre- 
gated fund. The securities, if any, which are the subject of a 
written clearing corporation financial option or over-the- 
counter financial option shall be valued at their current 
market value. 


The value of a futures contract, or a forward contract, shall 
be the gain or loss with respect thereto that would be real- 
ized if, on the valuation date, the position in the futures 
contract, or the forward contract, as the case may be, were 
to be closed out unless “daily limits” are in effect, in which 
case fair value shall be based on the current market value of 
the underlying asset. 


Margin paid or deposited in respect of futures contracts and 
forward contracts shall be reflected as an account receiv- 
able and margin consisting of assets other than cash shall be 
noted as held as margin. 


In accordance with Section 13.2(4)(e), the value of written 
clearing corporation financial options, positions in future 
contracts and positions in forward contracts determined in 
accordance with this paragraph shall be disclosed in the 
statement of investment portfolio of the segregated fund. 


Investments in Another Fund: 
Notwithstanding Section 10.1(2), an investment in a secondary 
fund is permitted by a segregated fund (the “principal fund”), 


provided that the following conditions are met: 


(a) adequate disclosure of this practice is made in the informa- 
tion folder; 


(b) the principal fund establishes a unit value; 


(c) there is disclosure in the information folder of any manage- 
ment fees or sales charges by the principal and the 
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secondary fund. These fees or charges are to be included in 
the calculation of the management expense ratio of the prin- 
cipal fund. Where a principal fund invests in a secondary 
fund of the same insurer or of an entity controlled by, or in 
control of, the insurer or in the control of an entity in 
control of the insurer, there shall be no duplication of 
management fees or sales charges; 


(d) where an investment in a secondary fund is greater than 
20% of the assets of the principal fund, there is disclosure 
in the information folder of those assets held in the 
secondary fund if not otherwise disclosed in the audited 
financial statements of the principal fund; and 


(e) the investment policy of the principal fund continues to be 
followed. 


Illiquid Investments: 


Where in the case of any investment there is no marketplace 
where such investment may normally be purchased and sold and 
public quotations in common use in respect thereof are not avail- 
able, such investment will be considered to be an illiquid invest- 
ment notwithstanding the fact that any party has agreed to 
purchase the investment. Examples of illiquid investment 
include, but are not limited to: limited partnership interests that 
are not listed; non-publicly traded securities; and, over-the- 
counter financial options entered into for non-hedging purposes. 
However, over-the-counter financial options entered into for 
hedging purposes in accordance with Section 10.2(2) of these 
Guidelines are not deemed to be illiquid investments. In addi- 
tion, limited liability vehicles or secondary funds used to protect 
against excessive loss where leverage is being used are not 
deemed to be illiquid investments, provided that the underlying 
securities are themselves not illiquid investments. 


Subject to the specific provisions set out below respecting 
certain types of segregated funds, in general, a segregated fund 
shall not, without prior written notice to the applicable Insurance 
Regulators, invest more than 10% of its net assets (taken 
at market value at the time of the investment) in illiquid 
investments. 


Real Estate: 


(1) Where a segregated fund invests in real estate, the invest- 
ment policy of the segregated fund must outline the 
insurer’s purchase and sale of real estate in respect of the 
fund over the last five years. In addition, the investment 
policy must state the following: 


(a) that no investment can be made in real estate except for 
the production of income; 


(b) that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest in 
raw or undeveloped land; 


(c) an insurer shall not sell or transfer real estate invest- 
ments from or to a segregated fund of the insurer, to or 
from another fund of the insurer at other than its fair 
value as determined by an independent qualified 
appraiser; 


(d) that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest more 
than 10% of its assets in real estate, unless the segre- 
gated fund is a real estate fund; 


(e) that the segregated fund is not permitted to invest in 
real estate until its net assets are equal to or greater than 
$10,000,000; 


(f) where more than 10% of the segregated fund’s market 
value is invested or will be invested in real estate for 
the production of income, state the methods used to 
determine the market value of the real estate, consistent 
with the following: 
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(i) the initial market value is the cost of acquiring the 
real estate including professional fees and other 
acquisition costs; 


(ii) an independent qualified appraiser must appraise 
each parcel of real estate at least once every three 
years; 


(iii) a qualified appraiser must appraise each parcel of 
real estate at least once a year and may include an 
updating of previous appraisals; 


(iv) the insurer must determine a monthly market 
value at dates for which an appraisal is not avail- 
able based on the price the real estate would bring 
if sold on the open market after a reasonable time 
to a knowledgeable purchaser; 


(v) all appraisals in any year must be arranged so that 
the valuations of the market value of individual 
parcels of real estate are made at regular intervals 
over the year; 


(vi) the insurer shall ensure that the contents of 
appraisal reports and the valuation methodologies 
used in appraisal reports meet the minimum stan- 
dards of the Appraisal Institute of Canada, which 
are contained in the Uniform Standards of Profes- 
sional Appraisal Practice with the Canadian 
Supplement, and the Handbook for Appraisal 
Guidelines, as amended from time to time; 


(vii) in the event of a material change in the condition 
of any real estate held in the fund that may affect 
the market value of the segregated fund, the 
insurer must immediately arrange for the appraisal 
of it by an independent qualified appraiser, and 
adjust the valuation of the real estate at the next 
monthly valuation after the appraisal is made; and 


(g) where a segregated fund is invested in real estate over 
30% of the net asset value of the fund, that there are 
minimum levels that must be met as a percentage or 
amount of the total net asset value of the segregated 
fund held in liquid assets, as follows: 


Net asset Value Minimum amount to be 


of the Fund Maintained in Liquid Assets 
$10,000,000 to 10% of net asset value 
$20,000,000 of the fund 
$20,000,000 to $2,000,000 plus 9% of 
$30,000,000 net asset value of the fund 
over $20,000,000 
$30,000,000 to $2,900,000 plus 8% of 
$40,000,000 net asset value of the 
fund over $30,000,000 
$40,000,000 to $3,700,000 plus 7% of

(2) A segregated fund may invest in a joint venture arrange- 
ment in respect of real estate only if: 


(a) the fund’s interest in the joint venture arrangement is 
not subject to any restriction on transfer other than a 
right of first refusal, if any, in favour of the joint 
venturers;

(b) the fund has a right of first refusal to buy the interests 
of joint ventures; and 


(c) the joint venture arrangement provides an appropriate 
buy-sell mechanism to enable the fund to cause the 
joint venturers to purchase the fund’s interest or to sell 
their interests to the fund. 


A segregated fund shall not lease or sublease to any person 
any real estate, premises or space where that person and its 
affiliates would, after the contemplated lease or sublease, 
be leasing or subleasing real estate, premises or space 
having a fair market value net of encumbrances in excess of 
20% of the net asset value of the fund. 


A segregated fund shall not enter into any transaction 
involving the purchase of real estate or real estate improve- 
ments thereon and the leasing thereof back to the vendor 
where the fair market value net of encumbrances on the real 
estate being leased to the vendor together with all other real 
estate being leased by the fund to the vendor and its affili- 
ates is in excess of 20% of the net asset value of the fund. 


No units of a real estate segregated fund shall be issued 
under an individual variable insurance contract unless the 
premium relating thereto is fully paid for in cash. No indi- 
vidual variable insurance contract shall be issued, directly 
or indirectly, as consideration for real estate or services. No 
acquisition of real estate shall be made by a segregated fund 
on the condition or understanding that the vendor of the real 
estate subscribe for individual variable insurance contracts 
held in the segregated fund. 


No investments can be made in any one parcel of real estate 
to an extent of more than 10% of the market value of the 
segregated fund’s assets at the time of making the invest- 
ments, except for the amount transferred by an insurer to 
establish a segregated fund, and no more than 25% of the 
transferred amount can be invested in any one parcel of real 
estate. 


Unless a segregated fund has either reserved the right in its 
discretion to purchase real estate in its information folder or 
is a real estate fund, it must not participate in the purchase 
of real estate, other than real estate acquired from foreclo- 
sure of mortgages held by the segregated fund. 


If on a redemption date a real estate segregated fund is 
unable to redeem all individual variable insurance 
contracts in respect of which redemption has been 
requested, redemptions shall be made “pro rata”. 


10.6 Mortgages: 


Where a segregated fund invests in mortgages the invest- 
ment policy of the segregated fund must state the following: 


(a) that no investments can be made in any one mortgage 
to an extent of more than 5% of the market value of the 
segregated fund’s assets at the time of making the 
investments, except for the amount transferred by an 
insurer to establish a segregated fund, and that no more 
than 25% of the transferred amount can be invested in 
any one mortgage; 


(b) except for a mortgage approved or insured under the 
National Housing Act (Canada), which must be trans- 
ferred at market value, state that the insurer cannot sell 
or transfer mortgage investments from or to a segre- 
gated fund of the insurer, to or from another fund of the 
insurer. A sale or transfer of a mortgage investment to 
a segregated fund from another fund of the insurer 
within 60 days of the first advance under the mortgage 
shall not be considered as a sale or transfer where there 
has been no material change in value since the date of 
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the first advance. However, a sale or transfer may be 
made provided that such sale or transfer is effected at 
fair value as determined by an independent qualified 
appraiser; 


(c) where more than 10% of the segregated fund’s market 
value is invested in mortgages or will be invested in 
mortgages, state the methods used to determine the 
market value of the mortgages, consistent with the 
following: 


(i) all mortgages must be divided into categories of 
similar risk characteristics. Certain mortgages 
must be placed in their own category, such as: 
leasehold mortgages; participation mortgages; 
mortgages on land only; construction mortgages 
and mortgages in default over 6 months; 


(11) mortgages in each category must be valued at a 
principal amount that will produce the prevailing 
rate of return of new mortgage loans in that cate- 
gory and for an assumed duration. Refer to the 
remaining term to maturity, the period remaining 
until the date the mortgage can be repaid, and the 
relationship between the interest rate of the mort- 
gage and the current existing market interest rates 
for that category of mortgages; and 


(iii) to calculate the value of a wrap-around mortgage, 
the wrap-around mortgage and the original mort- 
gage shall each be valued separately, as set out in 
subparagraph (ii), and the value of the mortgage or 
mortgages must be deducted from the value of the 
wrap-around mortgage; and 


(d) where a segregated fund is invested in mortgages over 
30% of the net asset value of the fund, there are 
minimum levels that must be met as a percentage or 
amount of the net asset value of the segregated fund 
held in liquid assets, as follows:

A segregated fund is not permitted to invest in mortgages 
until its net assets are equal to or greater than $350,000. 


A segregated fund is not permitted to invest more than 10% 
of its assets in mortgages, unless the segregated fund is a 
mortgage fund. Only mortgages, representing up to 75% of 
the fair market value of the real estate as appraised by a 
qualified appraiser, unless insured, on real estate situated 
within Canada are permissible investments. 


In addition to the general requirements for segregated funds 
set out in these Guidelines,a segregated fund held as a mort- 
gage fund must comply with the following additional 
requirements: 


(5) 


(a) “Liquid” or “liquidity” means, 


(i) cash and treasury bills or other evidences of indebt- 
edness issued, or fully guaranteed as to principal 
and interest, by: 


(A) any of the Federal, Provincial or Territorial 
Governments of Canada or an agency thereof, 


(B) the Government of the United States or any 
political subdivision thereof, the Government 
of any sovereign state or any supernatural 
agency, provided that such treasury bills or 
other evidences of indebtedness have an 
approved credit rating; or 


(C) any Canadian financial institution as that term 
is defined under the Insurance Companies Act 
(Canada), provided that such treasury bills or 
other evidences of indebtedness have an 
approved credit rating; and 


(ii) a NHA or provincially-insured mortgage-backed 
security. 


(b) The mortgage fund shall maintain the following 
liquidity levels:

(c) The mortgage fund shall not invest in commercial, 
industrial or residential properties of more than 8 units 
until the mortgage fund has net assets totalling more 
than $15,000,000. 


If on a redemption date a mortgage segregated fund is 
unable to redeem all individual variable insurance contracts 
in respect of which redemption has been requested, redemp- 
tions shall be made “pro rata”. 


10.7 Borrowing: 


(1)

An insurer shall not on behalf of a segregated fund pledge, 
mortgage or hypothecate its assets, except: (i) in the course 
of an acquisition or a renewal of the pledge, mortgage or 
hypothec; (ii) as a temporary measure for the purpose of 
accommodating requests for the redemption of units of the 
segregated fund while effecting an orderly liquidation of 
portfolio securities, and then only if after giving effect to 
such borrowing the outstanding amount of all such borrow- 
ings does not exceed 5% of the net assets of the segregated 
fund taken at market value at the time of such borrowing: or 
(111) in accordance with Section 10.7(2) and (3) below. 


A real estate segregated fund shall not assume or incur any 
indebtedness under a mortgage on the security of real prop- 
erty unless, at the date of the proposed assumption or incur- 
ring of indebtedness: 


(a) the aggregate of (i) the amount of all indebtedness 
secured on such real property and (ii) the amount of 
additional indebtedness proposed to be assumed or 
incurred does not exceed 75% of the market value of 
such real property; and 
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(b) the aggregate of (i) the total indebtedness of the segre- 
gated fund under mortgages on the security of real 
property and (11) the amount of additional indebtedness 
proposed to be assumed does not exceed 50% of the 
total asset value of the segregated fund. 


(3) An insurer shall not on behalf of a real estate segregated 
fund directly or indirectly guarantee any indebtedness or 
liabilities of any kind except indebtedness assumed or 
incurred under a mortgage on the security of real property 
by a corporation wholly-owned by the insurer and operated 
solely for the purpose of holding a particular real property 
or properties on behalf of the segregated fund where such 
mortgage, if granted directly, would not cause the segre- 
gated fund to contravene Section 10.7(2) above. 


10.8 Non-Arm’s Length Transactions: 


A segregated fund shall purchase an investment based on its 
prevailing market price, or where an investment is purchased 
other than through normal market facilities, based on what 
would have been its reasonably negotiated price with an arm’s 
length party. 


PART XI - PARTITIONING OF ASSETS HELD IN 
SEGREGATED FUNDS: 


11.1 General: 


This Part applies to the partitioning of assets within a segregated 
fund, other than as a routine internal accounting practice 
performed in the ordinary course of business, in order to effect a 
merger or other reorganization of a segregated fund. 


11.2 Equitable Allocation: 


Where an insurer wishes to partition assets within a segregated 
fund, the insurer shall determine that the allocation of assets is 
equitable to all variable insurance contractholders whether or 
not their variable insurance contracts are registered or non-regis- 
tered, or were purchased by way of individual or group 
contracts. 


11.3 Notice to Contractholders: 


Each contractholder and each applicable Insurance Regulator 
shall receive written notice by regular mail to their last known 
address of such a partitioning of assets within a segregated fund 
at least 60 days prior to its occurrence. If the partitioning of 
assets occurs in conjunction with a merger of segregated funds, 
then the notice shall describe both events, and comply with Part 
XII below. If the partitioning of assets is not done in conjunc- 
tion with a merger of segregated funds, then the notice shall 
explain why the insurer is partitioning the assets of the fund. 


11.4 Terms of the Contract: 


It is the duty of the insurer to satisfy itself that any partitioning 
of assets within a segregated fund complies with the terms of the 
individual and group variable insurance contracts that it has 
issued with respect to such a segregated fund. 


PART XII - MERGER OF SEGREGATED FUNDS: 
12.1 Merger with Another Segregated Fund of the Same Insurer: 


From time to time, an insurer offering segregated funds as an 
investment under individual variable insurance contracts may 
wish to merge one of its segregated funds with another one (or 
more) of its segregated funds. The following additional steps 
are required to be taken: 


(a) The documents that create and support the merger shall be 
filed with the applicable Insurance Regulator(s) and shall 
provide the following information: 


12.2 


(i) all relevant legal and financial documents setting out 
the particulars of the two or more segregated funds 
proposed to be merged (the “terminating funds”), 
including a list of all affected contractholders from the 
terminating funds; 


(11) the method of merger (e.g., short form vertical amal- 
gamation) of the terminating funds and the details of 
the managerial and custodial arrangements made for 
the resulting segregated fund (the “continuing fund”), 
including the details of any partitioning of assets from 
the terminating funds, as set out in Part XI above; 


(ii1) the benefits and rights that accrue to the affected 
contractholders under the continuing fund, including 
all details surrounding the assumption of any guaran- 
tees, rights, and the assumption of contract maturity 
dates for the continuing fund; and 


(iv) any other information in connection with the steps to 
be taken under this Section that the applicable Insur- 
ance Regulator(s) requests. 


(b) Not less than 60 days prior to the date of the proposed 
merger, written notice of it shall be sent by regular mail to 
the affected contractholders of the terminating funds by the 
insurer responsible for the terminating funds to their last 
known addresses. 


(c) The written notice required in paragraph (b) above shall 
include an option permitting the affected contractholders of 
the terminating funds to “cash-out” their individual variable 
insurance contracts, without being charged any exit fees, 
provided that they give written notice of this election to 
their insurer at least 5 business days prior to the date of the 
proposed merger. 


(d) The written notice required in paragraph (b) above shall 
clearly state that if the contractholder chooses the “cash- 
out” option, rather than proceed with the merger, that the 
contractholder will receive the fair market value of the 
terminating fund held under the individual variable insur- 
ance contract, but will not receive the guarantee benefit, 
unless the individual variable insurance contract has 
reached maturity, or it coincides with the death benefit. 


Merger with Another Segregated Fund of a Different 
Insurer: 


Different insurers may wish to merge their segregated funds (the 
“terminating funds”) into a “continuing fund” arising from the 
merger of the insurers themselves, or as part of the sale of a 
block of insurance business. In such event, the following steps 
are required to be taken: 


(a) The documents that create and support the continuing fund, 
resulting from the merger of the terminating funds, shall be 
filed with the applicable Insurance Regulator(s) by the 
insurer assuming the continuing funds, and shall provide 
the following information: 


(i) all relevant legal and financial documents regarding 
the particulars of the terminating funds; 


(ii) the method of merger of the terminating funds and the 
arrangements made for the continuing fund, including 
the details of any partitioning of assets from the termi- 
nating funds, as set out in Part XI; above; 


(iii) a copy of the executed Transfer and Assumption 
Agreement between the different insurers of the termi- 
nating funds with respect to all relevant assets and 
liabilities that will accrue to the continuing fund, 
including a copy of the executed Certificate of 
Assumption;

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(iv) the benefits and rights that accrue to the 
contractholders under the continuing fund, including 
all details surrounding the assumption of guarantee 
rights, and the assumption of contract maturity dates 
for the continuing fund; and 


(v) any other information in connection with the steps to 
be taken under this Section that the applicable Insur- 
ance Regulator(s) requests. 


The insurer assuming the continuing fund shall assume all 
guarantees and maturity dates in the continuing fund that 
arise from the terminating funds. 


Written notice of the proposed merger shall be sent by 
regular mail to the affected contractholders of the termi- 
nating funds by each respective insurer to each 
contractholder’s last known address. 


It is the responsibility of the insurer assuming the 
continuing fund to disclose to the contractholders any 
significant income tax implications resulting from the 
proposed merger. 

The written notice required in paragraph (c) above shall 
include an option permitting the affected contractholders of 
the terminating funds to “cash-out” their individual variable 
insurance contracts, without being charged any exit fees, 
provided that they give written notice of this election to 
their insurer at least 5 business days prior to the date of the 
proposed merger. 


The written notice required in paragraph (c) above shall 
clearly state that if the contractholder chooses the “cash- 
out” option, rather than proceed with the merger, the 
contractholder will receive the fair market value of the 
terminating fund held under the individual variable insur- 
ance contract, but will not receive the guarantee benefit, 
unless the individual variable insurance contract has 
reached maturity, or it coincides with the death benefit.

gated fund shall be conducted in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards, the primary source of which is the 
Handbook of the Canadian Institute of Chartered Accountants. 


Financial Statement Requirements: 


Statement of Operations:

Every statement of operations of a segregated fund shall 
present fairly the results of the operations of the segregated 
fund for the period covered by the statement and the appli- 
cable comparative period and distinguish severally, at least:

(iv) unrealized and realized gains and losses in invest- 
ments;

(vii) other fees, including: audit fees, investment advisory 
fees, custodian’s fees, legal fees, trailer fees and sala- 
ries where the amount is material to the total 
expenses; 


(viii) the cost of contractholder’s information where the 
amount is material to the total expenses; 


(ix) every other item of expenses where the amount is 
material to the total expenses; 


(x) other expenses; 
(xi) net income from operations for the period; and 


(xii) net asset value per unit as at the period end based on 
the number of units outstanding as at the period end, 
with prior period comparative. 


In Section 13.2(1), 


“management fees” means the total fees paid by the segre- 
gated fund for portfolio management, investment advice 
and other services; and 


“other expenses” and “other income” means the sum of 
those items of expense or income, other than dividend 
income, interest income, management fees, audit fees, 
directors’ fees, custodian’s fees and legal fees, that individ- 
ually are not material to the total expenses or total income 
of the segregated fund for the period reported upon (i.e., the 
sum of immaterial items not listed elsewhere). 


Statement of Changes in Net Assets:

Every statement of changes in net assets of a segregated 
fund shall present fairly the information shown therein for 
the period covered by the statement and the applicable 
comparative period, and shall show separately at least:

Every statement of investment portfolio of a segregated 
fund shall present fairly the following information on the 
mortgages it holds, as at the date to which it is prepared:

(iii) by type of mortgage, including distinguishing between: 
NHA and conventional first and second; houses, apart- 
ments or commercial; and maturity dates; and 


(iv) by interest rate at 1/4% intervals. 


Every statement of investment portfolio of a segregated 
fund shall present fairly the following information on real 
property it holds as at the date to which it is prepared: 


(i) the address; 
(ii) a description of the type of property; 
(iii) the date and cost of acquisition; 


(iv) the appraised value and the date of appraisal value 
and the date of appraisal; 


(v) _ the area in square feet; 
(vi) the percentage of leasable area actually leased; 
(vii) the amount of any mortgage granted or assumed; and 


(viii) the amount of pre-tax net income generated during 
the previous period. 


Every statement of investment portfolio of a segregated 
fund shall disclose the following information with respect 
to derivatives that it holds as at the date to which it is 
prepared: 


(i) for long positions in clearing corporation financial 
options disclose the underlying interest, the expiration 
month and year, and the market value; 


(ii) for long positions in financial options on futures 
disclose the underlying interest, the expiration month 
and year of the financial option on futures, and the 
market value; 


(iii) for written clearing corporation financial options 
disclose the particulars of the deferred credit account 
indicating the number of financial options, the under- 
lying interest rate, the strike price, the expiration 
month and year, the premium received and the value as 
determined under Section 10.2(4); 


(iv) for purchased over-the-counter financial options 
disclose the number of financial options, the credit 
rating of the issuer of the financial options, whether 
such rating has fallen below the approved credit rating, 
the underlying interest, the principal amount or quan- 
tity of the underlying interest, the strike price, the 
expiration date, the cost and the market value; 
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(v) for positions in future contracts disclose the under- 
lying interest, the delivery month and year and the 
value as determined under Section 10.2(4); 


(vi) for positions in forward contracts disclose the under- 
lying interest, settlement date and the value as deter- 
mined under Section 10.2(4); and 


(vil) for swaps and forward contracts, the counterparty 
credit exposure determined as follows: the maximum 
credit exposure without taking into account the fair 
value of any collateral, in the event of counterparty 
default, plus potential exposure. 


(5) Notes to the Audited Financial Statements: 


(a) The notes to a statement of operations of a segregated fund 
shall include: 


(i) _ the basis for calculating the management fee; 


(ii) the composition of other expenses and other revenue, 
unless otherwise disclosed in the material of which 
the income statement forms a part or which it accom- 
panies; 


(ili) the services rendered in consideration of the manage- 
ment fee; 


(iv) the services provided to the segregated fund by those 
to whom salaries or other remuneration were paid; 


(v) where an unusual change in expenses from period to 
period is not adequately explained by changes in net 
assets of the segregated fund, a description and expla- 
nation of the unusual change; 


(vi) a description of the nature and extent of transactions 
with, and amount due to and from, related parties, 
such as the insurer offering the segregated fund; and 


(vil) a description of the accounting policies used to deter- 
mine how investment is accrued, how it is realized, 
how unrealized gains and losses are calculated and 
how foreign currency transactions are calculated. 


(b) The notes to a statement of net assets of a segregated fund 
shall include: 


(i) | where the basis of computing the cost of investments 
is other than average cost, a statement of the basis of 
computing the cost; 


(ii) the composition of other assets and liabilities; 


(iii) where market value is other than “quoted market 
value”, the basis of determination; and 


(iv) the accounting policies used with respect to the calcu- 
lation and presentation of derivatives and the income 
derived therefrom. 


(c) The notes to the audited financial statements of a segre- 
gated fund shall include the management expense ratio for 
each fee option under an individual variable insurance 
contract for each of the last five completed financial years 
of the segregated fund, as described more fully in 
Section 9.4.

(c) Percentage of Premium Allocated to Benefits: 


the percentage of the premium allocated to provide the benefits 
related to the market value of the segregated fund, when provi- 
sion is made for part of the premium to be so allocated; 


(d) Redemption, Surrender and Maturity Options: 


surrender, loan, non-forfeiture, conversion, maturity or other 
option provisions and any charges with respect thereto; 


(e) Manner of Determining the Price of Units on Acquisition or 
Transfer: 


the manner of determining the price of units on acquisition or 
transfer, including any charges expressed in dollars and cents or 
as a percentage of premiums, as of the end of each of the first, 
third, and fifth year that the contract is in effect, a description of 
how to acquire or transfer units, and the minimum dollar amount 
to make an acquisition, either lump sum, or periodically; and 


(f) Charges on Withdrawal: 


the manner in which the value of units on partial surrender and 
full surrender is calculated and the retention charges in the event 
of surrender of the contract clearly stated, and expressed in 
dollars and cents or as a percentage of premiums, as of the end 
of each of the first, third, and fifth year that the contract is in 
effect.

In accor- 
dance with Section 5.2(e) of these Guidelines, state that a detailed 
description of the segregated fund’s investment policy is available from 
the insurer with specific information as to how it can be accessed or 
obtained. 


ITEM 7. Tax Status of the Segregated Fund: 


State any taxes that may be imposed on the insurer that would be pay- 
able by the insurer from or on behalf of the segregated fund which 
would constitute a charge upon, or deduction from, the segregated fund 
and explain the income tax position of the insurer with respect to its 
segregated fund.

EXPLORATION LICENCES AND PRODUCTION 
LEASES FOR OIL AND GAS IN ONTARIO 


INTERPRETATION 
1. In this Regulation, 


“gas” means a mixture containing hydrocarbons that is located in or 
recovered from an underground reservoir and that is gaseous at the 
temperature and pressure under which its volume is measured or 
estimated; 

“oil” means a mixture containing hydrocarbons that is located in or 
recovered from an underground reservoir, or recovered in proces- 
sing, and that is liquid at the temperature and pressure under which 
its volume is measured or estimated. 


EXPLORATION LICENCES 
2. (1) The Minister may issue an exploration licence authorizing the 
licensee to explore for oil or gas, or both, on Crown lands lying south 


and east of the River Mattawa, Lake Nipissing and the French River. 


(2) The Minister may offer for sale by tender the right to obtain a 
licence. 


3. An applicant for a licence shall provide the Minister with, 

(a) a description of the area to be covered by the licence; and 

(b) the application fee for a licence as set out in the Schedule. 

4. (1) Subject to subsection (2), applications for licences received 


during each of the following quarterly periods are considered after the 
end of each quarter: 
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1. January 1 to March 31. 


2. April 1 to June 30. 
3. July 1 to September 30. 
4. October | to December 31. 


(2) The Minister may, at any time, offer for sale by tender the right 
to obtain a licence if the Minister receives a written request to have an 
application for a licence considered other than in accordance with 
subsection (1) or if he or she considers it appropriate to do so. 


5 (1) A licence shall be for a term of not more than five years and the 
anniversary date of every licence shall be deemed to be January | in 
each year. 


(2) The Minister may extend the term of a licence for a period not 
exceeding 12 months if weather, water or other conditions prevent the 
licensee from carrying out exploration or drilling during the final year 
of the term of the licence and the licensee applies in writing to the 
Minister for the extension at least 30 days prior to its expiration and 
pays the fee for an extension set out in the Schedule. 


(3) Any extension granted under subsection (2) is considered part of 
the final year of the term of the licence. 


6. (1) A licensee has the sole and exclusive right to drill for oil or 
gas, or both, in the area described in the licence during the term of the 
licence. 


(2) Drilling for oil by means of wells located in water covered areas 
and production of oil from such wells is prohibited despite any rights 
granted under a licence. 


7. (1) A licence shall describe the area covered by the licence in 
accordance with the grid system, as shown on a plan filed in the 
Archives of Ontario at Toronto as No. 1495 or, if no grid system applies 
to the area, by description prepared under the instructions of the 
Minister. 


(2) If the area to be covered by a licence is a water-covered area of 
Lake Erie, the minimum size of the area shall be one tract and the 
maximum size of the area shall be one block. 


(3) If the area to be covered is an area other than a water-covered area 
of Lake Erie, the Minister shall specify the minimum and maximum size 
of an area to be covered by a licence on application or tendering. 


(4) In this section, “tract” and “block” have the same meanings as 
they have with respect to Crown land descriptions as shown on Plan 
No. 1495 filed in the Archives of Ontario at Toronto. 


8. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a licensee shall pay in advance the 
annual rental for a licence set out in the Schedule and, for the purpose 
of calculating the rental payable, one tract is equal to 255 hectares. 


(2) If the first year of the term of a licence is less than 12 months, the 
rental for the first year shall be determined on a proportionate basis. 


9. (1) A licensee who is in compliance with the Petroleum Resources 
Act and the regulations made under it may, with the Minister’s consent, 
surrender a licence in whole or in part at any time upon giving written 
notice to the Minister at least 30 days before the surrender is proposed 
to take effect and paying the fee for a surrender set out in the Schedule. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if a licensee gives notice to the Minister 
for the surrender of a licence under that subsection within three months 
after the coming into force of this Regulation and the Minister consents 
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to the surrender, the effective date of the surrender shall be deemed to 
be December 31, 1996. 


(3) If a surrender is accepted, the annual rental for the year of the 
term in which the surrender is made shall be that required for the area 
described in the licence prior to the surrender, but the annual rental for 
any subsequent year or years of the term shall be based on the remaining 
area described in the revised licence. 


10. The Minister may reduce the rental payable for a licence in any 
year in which the licensee is prevented from carrying out exploration or 
drilling if a public authority having jurisdiction in the area in which the 
licensee was carrying out exploration or drilling directs the licensee to 
suspend such work or if weather, water or other conditions prevent such 
work from being carried out. 


11. (1) A licensee who encounters oil while drilling for gas in a 
water-covered area shall surrender the licence with respect to the area 
that has been proven to reasonably contain oil. 


(2) The licensee who surrenders a water-covered area under 
subsection (1) has a right of first refusal with respect to obtaining a lease 
to produce oil from the surrendered area if, 


(a) a lease to produce oil is granted; and 


(b) the licensee pays in advance an annual fee of $1 per hectare per 
year to maintain that right. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), a licensee who surrenders a water- 
covered area in the circumstances described in that subsection may, 
with the Minister’s consent, retain the area for the purpose of exploring 
for gas at a shallower or deeper depth than that at which oil was 
discovered. 


PRODUCTION LEASES 


12. (1) A licensee who applies to the Minister for a lease shall be 
granted a lease for an area that formed all or part of the area described 
in the licence if the licensee demonstrates to the Minister’s satisfaction 
that the area to be covered by the lease contains economically 
producible oil or gas. 


(2) If the Minister is not satisfied that the licensee has demonstrated 
that the area to be covered in the lease contains economically 
producible oil or gas, the Minister may, 


(a) amend the application with respect to the area applied for and 
grant the lease; or 


(b) refuse to grant the lease. 
(3) If the Minister offers for sale by tender the right to obtain a 
licence, the Minister may grant a lease to the successful purchaser of 


that right without first issuing a licence. 


(4) The area to be covered by a lease shall conform to the size 
requirements of subsections 7 (2) and (3). 


(5) An application for a lease for an area described by a grid system 
shall be accompanied by, 


(a) a description of the area in accordance with the grid system 
shown on a plan filed in the Archives of Ontario at Toronto as 


No. 1495 or any subsequently established grid system; 


(b) a summary of the technical data supporting and quantifying the 
discovery of economically producible oil or gas; and 


(c) the rent for the first year of the term of the lease.

(6) An application for a lease for an area that is not described by a 
grid system shall be accompanied by, 


(a) a Crown land reference plan prepared under the instructions of 
the Minister or any other description approved by the Minister; 


(b) a summary of the technical data supporting and quantifying the 
discovery of economically producible oil or gas; and 


(c) the rent for the first year of the term of the lease. 


13. Drilling for oil by means of wells located in water-covered areas 
and production of oil from such wells is prohibited despite any rights 
granted under a lease. 


14. (1) A lease shall be for a term of not more than ten years and the 
anniversary date of every lease shall be deemed to be January Ist in 
each year. 


(2) If oil or gas is produced under a lease and production continues 
beyond the term of the lease, the Minister shall renew the lease, for 
successive periods of not more than ten years, with respect to those 
areas covered by the lease that remain productive. 


15. (1) A lessee who is in compliance with the requirements of the 
Petroleum Resources Act and the regulations made under it may, with 
the Minister’s consent, surrender a lease in whole or in part at any time 
upon giving written notice to the Minister at least 30 days before the 
surrender is proposed to take effect. 


(2) If a surrender is accepted under subsection (1), the annual rental 
for the year of the term in which the surrender is made shall be that 
required for the area described in the lease prior to the surrender, but the 
annual rental for any subsequent year or years of the term shall be based 
on the remaining area described in the revised lease. 


16. (1) A lessee shall pay in advance the annual rental for a lease set 
out in the Schedule. 


(2) If the first year of the term of a lease is less than 12 months, the 
rental for the first year shall be determined on a proportionate basis. 


17. (1) A lessee shall pay a royalty on the oil or gas produced from 
the area covered by the lease based on the full sale price of the oil or gas 
received by the lessee at the point at which the lessee transfers custody 
of the oil or gas to the purchaser, without any deduction for any of the 
lessee’s or purchaser’s costs. 


(2) The lessee shall pay a royalty on oil at a rate of 12.5 per cent of 
the full sale price of the oil referred to in subsection (1). 


(3) The lessee shall pay a royalty on gas at the percentage rate, as set 
out in the Schedule, of the full sale price of the gas referred to in 
subsection (1). 


(4) Despite subsection (3), no royalty is payable in respect of any gas 
produced from the area covered by the lease that the lessee reasonably 
required and used as fuel for the production of oil or gas from the area. 


(5) The royalty on oil or gas produced in a month is payable on or 
before the end of the month following the month in which the oil or gas 
is produced, unless otherwise directed by the Minister. 


(6) On making a royalty payment, the lessee shall submit evidence 
of the full sale price of the oil or gas to which the royalty payment 
relates. 


(7) The Minister may recalculate any royalty payment if the Minister 
determines that the full sale price of the oil or gas does not reflect its fair 
market value on the day of the sale, in which case the lessee shall pay 
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a royalty based on the fair market value of the oil or gas on that day and 
not on the full sale price. 


18. (1) In this section, 


“pool” means an underground accumulation of oil or gas or both, 
separated or appearing to be separated from any other underground 
accumulation; 


“spacing unit” has the same meaning as in section | of the Petroleum 
Resources Act; 


“unitization agreement” means an agreement providing for the 
combining of separately owned oil or gas interests in a pool, 
formation or field to permit the efficient and economical drilling for 
or production of oil, gas or other unitized substances. 


(2) If the Crown’s interest in oil or gas is within a spacing unit and 
all of the interests in the oil and gas in the spacing unit are combined 
under a pooling agreement, the Crown’s percentage share of the 
production of oil or gas from the spacing unit, 


(a) is the Crown’s percentage share as set out in the agreement; or 


(b) is equal to the percentage share by area of the Crown’s interest 
in the oil and gas in the spacing unit in any other case. 


(3) If the Crown’s interest in oil or gas relates to land that is subject 
to a unitization agreement, the Crown’s percentage share of the 
production of oil or gas from the land is as set out in the unitization 
agreement. 


(4) When the Crown’s percentage share of the production of oil or 
gas has been determined under subsection (2) or (3), the royalty payable 
to the Crown shall be calculated in accordance with section 17. 


GENERAL 


19. A licensee or lessee shall carry out all exploration, drilling and 
production operations in accordance with, 


(a) the Act and this Regulation; 


the terms and conditions of the licence or lease; 


(b) 
(c) the Petroleum Resources Act and the regulations made under it; 
and 

(d) any order of the Ontario Energy Board or of the Mining and 
Lands Commissioner. 


20. On paying the fee set out in the Schedule, a licensee or lessee 
may, with the Minister’s consent, transfer or assign to any other person 
the rights conferred under the licence or lease, as the case may be, with 
respect to the whole or any part of the area covered by the licence or 
lease, on condition that the licensee or lessee does not retain any interest 
in the area or part of an area transferred or assigned. 


21. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the Minister may forth- 
with cancel a licence or terminate a lease without liability and without 
compensation to the licensee or lessee, as the case may be, if the 
licensee or lessee fails, 


(a) to comply with the terms and conditions of the licence or lease; 


(b) to comply with the Act or the Petroleum Resources Act or the 
regulations made under them; 


(c) to comply with an order of the Ontario Energy Board or the 
Mining and Lands Commissioner; 
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(e) to produce oil or gas under a lease on or before the fifth 
anniversary of the lease or during any five year period during the 
term of the lease. 


(2) The Minister may not cancel a licence or terminate a lease under 
subsection (1) unless he or she delivers or sends by registered mail to 
the licensee or lessee at the licensee’s or lessee’s last address on record 
with the Ministry a notice setting out the default and requiring that it be 
remedied. 


(3) If the licensee or lessee remedies the default within 30 days after 
delivery or receipt of the notice, the Minister shall not cancel the licence 
or terminate the lease. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (2), a notice of failure to comply 
sent by registered mail shall be deemed to have been received on the 
fifth day after the date of mailing, unless the contrary is shown. 


(5) If a licence has been cancelled for failure to comply with a term 
of the licence, the Minister may cancel, in whole or in part, any or all 
other licences held by the licensee if, in the Minister’s opinion, the 
licensee is unable to satisfactorily develop the area or areas covered by 
those licences because the licensee is financially insolvent or because 
the licensee is unable to meet the requirements of the Petroleum 
Resources Act and the regulations made under it. 


22. The Minister may require that a licensee or lessee make and file 
a cadastral survey satisfactory to the Minister with respect to the 
position of any boundary that is uncertain or becomes the subject of a 
dispute. 


TRANSITION 


23. (1) Licences issued and leases granted under a predecessor of 
this Regulation shall be deemed to have been issued or granted under 
this Regulation and to be subject to the conditions and requirements of 
this Regulation. 


(2) Land use permits issued under the Public Lands Act for the 
purposes of oil or gas exploration shall be deemed to be licences issued 
under this Regulation and to be subject to the conditions and 
requirements of this Regulation with respect to licences, except that

3. The brand name and the name of the manufacturer of the drug. 
4. The dosage form of the drug. 


5. The quantity of the drug for which the price information is given. 


6. Any of the following list of services that are included in the 
price: 


i. The establishment of patient medical profiles. 
ii. Professional consultation. 

iii. Health care services information. 

After hours emergency prescription services. 
v. Delivery service. 


(8) In an advertisement by a member that includes price information 
relating to prescription drugs, equal prominence shall be given to each 
drug for which price information is given and, for each of those drugs, 
equal prominence shall be given to all the information required under 
subsections (4) and (7). 


39. It is professional misconduct for the purposes of clause

VARIABLE INSURANCE CONTRACTS 
DEFINITIONS 


1. In this Regulation, 
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“CLHIA” means the Canadian Life and Health Insurance Association 
Inc.; 


“CLHIA guidelines” means the guidelines of the CLHIA entitled 
“CLHIA Guidelines on Individual Variable Insurance Contracts 
Relating to Segregated Funds” and dated March 4, 1997, as 
published in the Ontario Gazette dated May 3, 1997; 


“segregated fund” means, in relation to a variable insurance contract, 
the separate and distinct fund referred to in the definition of 
“variable insurance contract” in subsection 110 (1) of the Act upon 
which the contract is based; 


“variable insurance contract” means a variable insurance contract as 
defined in subsection 110 (1) of the Act. 


FILINGS WITH SUPERINTENDENT 


2. (1) The following are prescribed as material that is required to be 
filed with the Superintendent under subsection 110 (2) of the Act: 


1. A compliance report in the form required under the CLHIA 
guidelines. 


2. One of the following, 


i. areport of the CLHIA indicating that the documents that the 
insurer is required to provide to the CLHIA under the 
provisions of the CLHIA guidelines have been provided and 
that the documents comply with the requirements of the 
CLHIA guidelines, 


ii. a report from a lawyer in private practice in Canada 
indicating that the documents referred to in subparagraph i 
have been provided to the lawyer and that the documents 
comply with the requirements of the CLHIA guidelines, 


ili. a certificate that satisfies the requirements in subsection (2). 


(2) The following are the requirements that must be satisfied by a 
certificate referred to in subparagraph iii of paragraph 2 of subsection 


(1): 


1. The certificate must be issued by the official in another province 
or territory of Canada who is the equivalent of the Superinten- 
dent. 


2. For every document in the information folder filed, or being 
filed, with the Superintendent, there must be an identical 
document attached to the certificate. 


3. The certificate must state that the documents referred to in 
paragraph 2 that are attached to the certificate are authorized for 
use in the province or territory of the official who issued the 
certificate. 


(3) If the insurer files a new information folder under subsection 
110 (6) of the Act the insurer shall also file, 


(a) the documents prescribed in subsection (1); 


(b) for each document in the new information folder that is changed 
from the corresponding document in the latest information 
folder, a version of the document that identifies every change. 


3. (1) The information folder and other material that are required to 
be filed under subsection 110 (2) of the Act shall be filed at least thirty 
days before the insurer issues, or offers to enter into, a variable 
insurance contract to which the folder and other material relate. 


(2) Any two of the chief executive officer, chief financial officer, 
chief investment officer, secretary or other director or officer of the 
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insurer appointed for the purpose are prescribed for the purposes of 
subsection 110 (4) of the Act as other persons who may sign the 
certificate referred to in that subsection. 


TIME PERIOD FOR NEW INFORMATION FOLDER 
(no material change) 


4. The period that ends on the earlier of the following dates is 
prescribed as the period of time for the purposes of clause 110 (6) (b) 
of the Act: 


1. The date that is thirteen months after the date of filing of the 
latest information folder. 


2. The date that is sixteen months after the last day of the period to 
which the audited financial statement included in the latest 
information folder filed with the Superintendent relates. 


PROMISES, COMPARISONS, ETC. CONNECTED TO SALES 


5. It is an unfair or deceptive act or practice for an insurer, in 
connection with the sale or marketing of variable insurance contracts, 


(a) to give an undertaking or make a promise as to, 
(i) the future value of a fund, 
(ii) an interest in a fund, or 


(iii) a benefit supported by a fund other than a guarantee, in the 
variable insurance contract, that all or a portion of the 
premiums will be returned on the death of the insured or at 
the maturity of the contract; 


(b) to make a comparison between a variable insurance contract and 
another type of investment that misrepresents the other type of 
investment or that misrepresents its advantages or disadvan- 
tages; 


(c) to make a false or misleading statement about the segregated 
fund upon which a variable insurance contract is or would be 
based. 


DOCUMENTATION BEFORE ACCEPTANCE 


6. (1) On and after the day on which the CLHIA guidelines require 
audited financial statements, it is an unfair or deceptive act or practice 
for an insurer to accept an application for a variable insurance contract 
from a person before, 


(a) delivering to the person, along with the copy of the latest 
information folder required under subsection 110 (5) of the Act, 
a copy of the most recent audited financial statement for the 
segregated fund upon which the contract would be based; and 


(b) obtaining from the person a signed acknowledgment that the 
person has received a copy of the latest information folder. 


(2) Clause (1) (a) does not apply if the latest information folder 
includes a copy of the most recent audited financial statement. 
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ANNUAL STATEMENT TO CONTRACT HOLDERS 


7. It is an unfair or deceptive act or practice for an insurer to fail to 
give, in accordance with the CLHIA guidelines, the annual statement 
the insurer is required to give under those guidelines to each person to 
whom the insurer has issued a variable insurance contract. 


PARTITIONS 


8. (1) It is an unfair or deceptive act or practice for an insurer that 
intends to partition the assets of a segregated fund to fail to give, in 
accordance with the CLHIA guidelines, the notice the insurer is 
required to give under those guidelines to the Superintendent or a 
person who has been issued a contract that is based on the fund. 


(2) In this section, “partition” means the allocation of identifiable 
assets of a fund to the credit of classes of persons to whom variable 
insurance contracts have been issued. 


(3) This section does not apply if the partition is a routine internal 
accounting practice in the normal course of business. 


MERGERS 


9. If one or more insurers intend to merge segregated funds, it is an 
unfair or deceptive act or practice, 


(a) for an insurer to fail to file with the Superintendent, in 
accordance with the CLHIA guidelines, the documents the 
insurer is required to file under those guidelines; 

(b) for an insurer that maintains a fund that is to be merged to fail to 

give, in accordance with the CLHIA guidelines, the notice the 

insurer is required to give under those guidelines to a person who 
has been issued a contract that is based on the fund; 

(c) for the insurer that will maintain the fund that will be formed by 

the merger to fail to disclose, in accordance with the CLHIA 

guidelines, the income tax implications the insurer is required to 
disclose under those guidelines to a person who has been issued 

a contract that is based on a fund to be merged. 


AUDITED STATEMENTS 


10. On and after the day on which the CLHIA guidelines require 
audited financial statements, an insurer shall ensure that audited 
financial statements that comply with the CLHIA guidelines are 
prepared. 


COMMENCEMENT 


11. (1) Except as provided in subsection (2), this Regulation 
comes into force on July 1, 1997. 


(2) Sections 1, 2 and 3 come into force on the day this Regulation 
is filed but until July 1, 1997 those sections apply only with respect 
to variable insurance contracts that are issued on or after July 1, 
1997 or that an insurer offers, before that day, to enter into on or 
after that day.
